Hon. John Sparks, 

Governor of Nevada: 

Sir — ^The statute providing for the creation of the Railroad 
Commission of Nevada seems to imply in Section 32 that an annual 
report is to be rendered by the Commission, but there is no direct 
requirement of such report, nor any suggestion when it shall be 
made. The general law that reports of State officers shall be made 
biennially, therefore, appears as applicable to the Railroad Commis- 
sion as to any other department of the State government. But as 
the work of regulating railroads through the instrumentality of a 
Commission is entirely new in this State, and as there has been a 
widely expressed desire to learn something of what the Commission 
has done and what it expects to be able to accomplish in the 
future, the members of the Commission have deemed it wise to 
make a report covering its first full year's work, and embodying 
data obtained in the conduct of that work, which it is believed will 
be interesting, instructive and valuable to all who are inclined to 
give any thought to the great railroad problems now agitating the 
people of the whole country. 

RAILROADS AS FACTORS IN PROGRESS. 

No fairminded and intelligent person will deny the great value 
of the railroad in the upbuilding and progressive development of 
our country, with its widely extended area and its western half, 
until within the last fifty or sixty years an almost unbroken wilder- 
ness. The railroad, with its **iron horse'' and general equipment 
for transportation, has brought the whole vast region west of the 
Missouri river into close touch with the great centers of population 
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and business extending eastward from that mighty stream to the 
Atlantic ocean. It is not stating it too strongly to say that by the 
aid of the transcontinental lines of road which have been con- 
structed since the close of the Civil War, the western half of the 
American continent has made greater strides in progress during 
the last fifty years than it would or could have made in two centu- 
ries without such aid. It may be said with a degree of certainty 
that, excepting Nevada, not one of the intermountain States would 
have been in existence as a State at this time had it not been for 
the great lines of railroad crossing them, making them easy of 
access and bringing to them all the necessaries and comforts of 
modem civilized life. 

Such factors in the expansive growth of our country are enti- 
tled to just and generous treatment both at the hands of the national 
government and those of the individual States. That they have 
received and will continue to receive such treatment goes without 
saying. The men who projected the grand undertaking of build- 
ing the Union and Central Pacific Railroads should receive the full 
measure of credit that is their due, but the gigantic plan which they 
conceived could not have been carried to a full realization without 
the subsidies in lands and the financial backing of the United States 
Government. The whole American people aided in the building of 
these and other railroads. Therefore, the people, also, should re- 
ceive just and fair treatment at the hands of the railroads. While 
it is true that the railroads have, in many cases, been the pioneers 
of settlement — creating conditions which made the desert wastes 
and mountain fastnesses accessible to the farmer, the miner, the 
merchant and the manufacturer — ^it is also true that the roads were 
not built in a spirit merely of patriotism. They were projected on 
business principles, just as other industrial enterprises are, and the 
chief object of those who took part in the work was to amass wealth. 
There was nothing wrong in this. The acquisition of wealth is the 
main purpose of all business, and the person who has no desire to 
improve his fortunes, however good his moral instincts may be, will 
never contribute much to the progressive development of his coun- 
try. At the same time it is clear that the owners of railroads should 
not be permitted to amass wealth too rapidly and by improper 
means, such as overcharges and unfair discriminations. The pos- 
session of great wealth, or the means of acquiring it, frequently 
leads men to use it in an unjust and oppressive way, and this almost 
unconsciously. Therefore, while studiously avoiding all intentional 
injustice to any railroad, it is only the part of wisdom for the peo- 
ple, collectively, to see to it that they also receive justice at the 
hands of the railroad interests. 

IMPORTANCE OF RAILROAD QUESTION. 

Every railroad is not only a common carrier, subject to the 
laws applicable to that class of public servants in general, but they 
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are carriers on a large scale, and, to a considerable extent, always 
monopolies. 

It is impossible to imagine a railroad subject to competition the 
same as a stage line or a freight team is. It is very seldom that two 
parallel railroads are built save at some distance apart; and while 
they may compete at terminals or points of intersection, there is 
nearly always a broad belt of territory directly dependent upon 
each road. Even comparatively short railroads represent large in- 
vestments of capital, and, being monopolies, they are in a position 
to exercise a tremendous influence for good or evil upon the welfare 
of any State or section through which they run. 

THE QUESTION AS AFFECTING NEVADA. 

During the last quarter of a century there has been an enormous 
development of the railroad system of the United States, the mileage 
of track in this country being about equal to that of all the rest of 
the world. Nothing could be more suggestive of the immensity of 
this development than the circumstance that here, in. the State of 
Nevada, with perhaps not more than one inhabitant to the square 
mile, we have, as nearly as we can get the exact data at this time, 
1,750 miles of railroad actively operating within our borders, with 
another great transcontinental line across the State now in course of 
construction and several shorter ones in contemplation. Speaking 
comparatively, it may be said that Nevada has at this time more 
miles of railroad in proportion to population than any other State 
in the union. The increase has been rapid during the last six or 
• eight years, and there is good promise that the increase will con- 
tinue apace for many years to come. 

NECESSITY OF EEGULATION. 

With this vast growth of the carrier system it has naturally at- 
tracted the attention of thinking men all over the land. The power of 
a few men controlling railroals representing an aggregate of many 
billions of capital, and thus dictating the terms and conditions upon 
which every passenger shall be carried and every pound of freight 
moved, is simply incalculable. The control of the freight and pas- 
senger traflSc of the United States is, through the ownership of the 
railroads, virtually in the hands of the same men who dictate the 
finances of th€ Nation. So that the mere value of the railroads, 
standing by itself, comes nowhere near indicating the financial 
power of the men who control them. 

The absolute necessity of placing a reasonable check upon such 
power is plain at a glance. The public mind has been concentrated 
upon it to such an extent that the just and proper regulation of 
railroads is now the established policy of nearly all the individual 
States and of the National Government as well. Men may difiEer as 
to the method of regulation and how far it shall be carried, but 
practically all, except those whose power is to be curbed, are agreed 
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that it should be done in some way. The National Qovemment has 
created the Interstate Commerce Commission, the jurisdiction of 
which covers the field indicated by its name, while nearly forty of 
the States have followed this example and established similar com- 
missions having jurisdiction of intra-state traffic — ^that is, traffic 
which begins and ends within the State. Many of the Commissions 
are new ones, having been brought into existence within the last 
two or three years. One of the newest is our own, which was created 
under the provisions of an act approved March 5th, 1907, a full copy 
of which Act is contained elsewhere in this report. 

THE RAILEOAD COMMISSION LAW. 

This act is similar in its general scope to most of those recently 
adopted in other States. It is almost identical with the Wisconsin 
Statute, and also, in its main features, with that of Ohio. The prin- 
cipal difference is that our law names certain maximum freight rates 
which cannot be exceeded by any railroad, either with or without 
the consent of the Commission. These maximum rates will be re- 
ferred to more at length later on, because they are the particular 
feature of the law which has brought the whole Statute under fire 
into the courts. In other States the railroad Commission laws do 
not, as a rule, attempt to prescribe maximum rates either for freight 
haulage or the carriage of passengers. 

Some of the earlier commission laws generally did, but without 
a single exception, so far as this commission is advised, they were 
held invalid, because the rates fixed were too low. The Commission. 
laws of the last few years have been framed with the express pur- 
pose in view of meeting and obviating the constitutional objections 
which have been so successfully urged against the earlier ones. But 
our Legislature, for reasons which seemed good and wise to its 
membership, preferred to name certain maxima, rather than leave 
the entire adjustment in the hands of the Commission. Without dis- 
puting the wisdom of this provision and fully recognizing the high 
purpose of the Legislature, the Commission must, in justice to itself, 
be permitted to say that these maximum freight rates have been a 
serious obstacle in the way of securing substantial and almost imme- 
diate results. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMISSION. 

The members of the commission were duly appointed by the 
Railroad Board on March 25th, 1907, and qualified by taking the 
oath of office on April 10th following. They organized by electing 
Commissioner H. F. Bartine Chairman, and on April 15th, 1907, Mr. 
E. H. Walker was appointed Secretary. The members were all new 
to the work and the work was new to the State. Many preliminaries 
in the way of rules of procedure, forms, etc., had to receive imme- 
diate attention. Most of these matters have been satisfactorily com- 
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pleted, and the Commission now feels that it has the substantial 
work for which it was created well in hand. 

In the first instance it was necessary for the Commission to 
secure copies of the freight tariffs of the various roads, for the pur- 
pose of comparison with the maximum rates prescribed by the law, 
in order to determine whether those maxima were exceeded by the 
rates in force, and if so, by how much. It took time to procure 
these tariffs from all of the roads — something like thirty days. Then 
further time was required to go through these voluminous lists of 
rates and make the necessary comparisons. This being done, it be- 
came apparent that on no single railroad within the State were the 
rates as low as the law required them to be. In the cases of some 
individual commodities having special rates, the charges were as 
loif^ as the legal rates on such commodities, and some of the regular 
class rates were as low, or lower, when the haul exceeded 350 miles. 
These, however, were small and exceptional matters. The rates, as 
a whole, were very much in excess of the charges allowed by the law. 

FREIGHT RATES AND THE LAW. 

Accordingly, on May 17th, 1907, a letter was addressed to the 
management of each railroad operating within the State, which let- 
ter quoted Section 7 of the Railroad Commission Law, directed the 
attention of the roads to the fact that their charges were much in 
excess of the rates named in such section, and requested that their 
various tariff schedules *• • modified within thirty days, so as to meet 
the requirements of the law. The Nevada Central Railroad Company 
promptly notified the Commission that the required changes had 
been made, and soon thereafter filed in this ofiice copies of its amend- 
ed tariffs. This small road, however, is the only one which complied. 
The Nevada Northern, not having been in operation two years, was, 
as yet, exempt from the operation of the statutory rates, while the 
Nevada and California and Oregon road was not affected in any ap- 
preciable degree, having practically no purely intra-State business. 

SUITS AGAINST THE COMMISSION. 

The larger roads and those chiefly to be affected, instead of com- 
plying within the thirty days, brought suits to enjoin the Railroad 
Board, the Commission itself and the Attorney-General from per- 
forming any act whatever under and by virtue of the law commonly 
known as the ''Railroad Comimssion Law.'' The Southern Pacific 
Company, the Nevada & California Railway Company, the San Pe- 
dro, Los Angeles & Salt Lake Railroad Company, Tonopah & Gold- 
field Railroad Company and the Eureka & Palisade Railway Com- 
pany brought separate suits in the United States Circuit Court 
within and for the District of Nevada, and on or about June 20th, 
1907, the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Attorney-General and 
each of the Commissioners was served with a citation and restrain- 
ing order. This order was sweeping in its character and for some 
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weeks completely tied the hands of the Commission. Later the order 
was so modified by stipulation as to allow the Commission to pursue 
its routine work, call for reports and do everything authorized by 
the law, excepting only the making of final and enforcible orders. 
On October 30th the Virginia & Truckee Railway also brought a sim- 
ilar suit in the same court. Various unavoidable causes led to delay 
in the hearing of these suits, but they were finally brought up for 
argument on the merits November 11th, 1907, the consideration of 
the motion for a preliminary injunction having been waived, and 
the restraining order further modified so as to allow the Commission 
an entirely free hand in all matters within the purview of the law 
save the enforcement of the maximum freight rates . 

Thus, for about four months, it will be seen, the Commission 
could make no enforcible order of any kind. But its time was hot 
ill spent. An imemnse amount of labor was required in the prepa- 
ration of the Commission's side of these important suits, which 
struck at the very vitals of the whole Commission Law. 

CONDUCT OF THE SUITS. • 

It is with a degree of satisfaction that the Commission adverts 
to the work done in these cases. The Railroad Companies, plaintiffs, 
were represented by a formidable corps of able attorneys and coun- 
sellors, who had at their command every scintilla of evidence bear- 
ing upon the question of fact at issue, and they were, moreover, ably 
assisted by whatever portion of the force in their various accounting 
departments that the exigencies of their cases might require. These 
men, as sworn witnesses, were able to marshall, and did marshall, in 
the form of depositions, great masses of skillfully arranged figures 
bearing upon the earnings and expenses of their respective roads, 
the figures having direct reference to the sufficiency of the maximum 
freight rates. In many cases, as the Comimssion and its attorneys 
viewed them, these figures were well calculated to mislead, and 
could only be intelligently analyzed by men as familiar with the 
figures as the railroad accountants themselves. 

There is an immense mass of law touching the various constitu- 
tional questions raised, and hundreds of adjudged cases had to be 
closely studied in order to determine whether they sustained the 
contentions of the railroads. There was no money in the Railroad 
Commission fund, which, in the judgment of the Commission, was 
available for the employment of special counsel, in which judgment 
the Attorney-General concurred. The last-named officer is the legal 
adviser of the Commission, but his other duties were so numerous, 
urgent and pressing that most of his time was occupied with them, 
and while he gave to the Commission efficient service whenever he 
could command the time, it was simply impossible for him to look 
after these cases alone. He, therefore, associated Commissioner Bar- 
tine with him as attorney and counsellor of record, and together 
they conducted the litigation through its legal phases. 
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Meanwhile Commissioner Thurtell carefully studied the figures 
bearing specifically upon the Southern Pacific and Nevada & Cali- 
fornia cases, analyzed and tabulated them for the Commission's sup- 
plemental briefs in those suits, while Commissioner Shaughnessy and 
Secretary Walker rendered valuable aid through their practical 
knowledge of railroad rates and the actual conduct of railroad 
traffic. 

Whether this work has been as well done as others might have 
done it the Comimssion will not undertake to say. But it may not 
be improper to observe that up to this time the Commission is not 
able to see where a single point has been lost by defendants in these 
cases through either neglect or incapacity. Should any portion of 
the law be held invalid, it will, the Commission believes, be simply 
because of some inherent weakness in the law itself, and not because 
the law was weakly defended. Whatever the outcome, the Commis- 
sion has the satisfaction of knowing that it has rendered the best 
service of which it is capable, and that the defense of these iriipor- 
tant suits has not cost the State a single dollar except for clerical 
work and the printing of documents. Private suits of equal magni- 
tude and importance would have cost the litigants many thousands 
of dollars in fees alone for lawyers and experts. 

NATURE OF QUESTIONS INVOLVED. 

It would not be proper to embody in this report any statement 
of the suits above referred to that would seem to invade the province 
or which might tend to embarrass the decision of the Court, and 
nothing could be farther from the purpose of the Commission. But 
the questions involved in these suits, covering the entire scope and 
purpose of the Railroad Commission Law, are of a public nature. 
They are of the deepest import to the people of this State. In these 
questions people feel the most profound interest, and the Commis- 
sion deems it but right that the public should be given a good gen- 
eral understanding of the principal points at issue and the oppomng 
contentions of the Commission and the railroads. 

The constitutionality of the law was assailed upon several 
grounds. 

First. It was alleged that the provision for the appointment of 
the Commissioners by the Railroad Board created for that purpose 
and consisting of the Governor, Lieute nant-Qovemor and Attorney- 
General, was an infringement of the constitutional right of the Gov- 
ernor to make all appointments of State officers in cases where the 
offices are to be filled by appointment. This point was one of the 
weakest made, and was easily met. The Constitution contains noth- 
ing which by the most forced and strained interpretation supports 
this claim. By Section 8, Act V., the Governor is authorized to fill 
vacancies when no other mode is provided by the Constitution and 
laws, and there is no other provision which confers any further pow- 
ers. So far from it, Section 10 of Act XV. expressly declares that 
all officers whose election or appointment is not otherwise provided 
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for shall be chosen or appointed as may be prescribed by law. There 
was no method provided, either in the Constitution or laws of this 
State, for the election or appointment of Railroad Commissioners, 
and so the Legislature prescribed that they should be appointed by 
a Railroad Board, constituted as above stated. The Commission has 
not the slightest doubt of the power of the Legislature to provide 
for the appointment of legislative officers in this way. In fact, our 
Supreme Court has repeatedly upheld it, and this is conclusive in 
all other courts. 

ALLEGED TO BE A JUDICIAL BODY. 

Second. It was claimed that the law invested the Commission 
with judicial powers ; that is, with the powers usually exercised by 
courts, thus violating Section 1 of Act III. of the Constitution, which 
divides the government of the State into three departments, the 
legislative, executive and judicial, and provides that **no persons 
charged with the exercise of powers properly belonging to one of 
these departments shall exercise any function appeartaining to either 
of the others.'' This point was pressed strongly. 

While conceding that some of the Acts to be performed by the 
Commission are of a judicial nature, such as conducting investiga- 
tions, examining witnesses, rendering decisions and the like, the 
answer to the point is that nowhere is such a Commission as this re- 
garded as a judicial body. It is the settled doctrine of the Sujireme 
Court of the United States that they are merely ''Administrative 
boards," and that they are not open to this constitutional objection 
unless their decisions are made final and conclusive, thus depriving 
the railroad companies, or other parties in interest, of an opportu- 
nity for a full and fair trial of the issue in Court. It is needless to 
say that our law is not open to this objection, as every final order 
of the Commission is subject to full judicial review in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction. Besides, the regulation of railroads either 
as to rates and fares, or the character of the service rendered, has 
never been held to be a function of the Courts, and hence the Consti- 
tutional prohibition does not apply. The Courts have the right and 
power to determine whether the rates as fixed by the Legislature 
or the Commission are just and reasonable, and either uphold or set 
the rates aside. But the Courts will never substitute other rates or 
make a different order relating to the subject under consideration. 
This point has also been decided against the railroads in a strikingly 
analogous case by the Supreme Court of this State. 

LAW CLAIMED TO BE AN AMENDATORY ONE. 

Third. It was strictly insisted that the law was simply an 
amendment of earlier statutes pertaining to railroads, and was void 
because it contained no reference to the laws amended. This point 
is too technical for elaborate discussion in a report such as the 
present one. It was treated in all its bearings, much at length, both 
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in the oral arguments of counsel in open Court and the printed ones 
filed later. It is enough to say here that the Railroad Commission 
Law is not, and was not, intended to be an amendatory statute. It 
is a full, complete law in itself, and the only law providing for the 
regulation of railroads through a Commission to be found in the 
statute books of the State. Incidentally it conflicts with a few pro- 
visions of other laws, and by a thoroughly well established rule of 
statutory construction when such a conflict occurs, the provision of 
the older law is repealed by implication. The Commission and its 
counsel have attached but little importance to the point, although 
the persistency with which it was urged compelled them to meet it 
fully. 

BROAD AND NARROW GAUGE ROADS. 

Fourth. The law was attacked because it allows narrow-gauge 
railroads to charge 150 per cent higher rates than those which may 
be charged by broad or standard gauge railroads, which was alleged 
to be discrimination. This point was not urged so forcefully as most 
of the others — ^probably because it was not considered to be so well 
taken. It is enough to say with reference to it that in fixing rates 
to be charged upon railroads the circumstances and conditions under 
which they conduct their traffic are always to be taken into account. 
Obviously a narrow-gauge is quite differently situated from a broad 
or standard gauge road, and the Commission's view was and is that 
the Legislature had a right to frame the law with reference to these 
varying conditions. 

PENALTIES ALLEGED TO BE EXCESSIVE. 

In this connection it may be proper to explain that all violations 
of the law are not subject to the same penalties. A number of speci- 
fied provisions appear in different parts of the Statute, the violation 
of which makes the person or company so violating them liable to 
the particular penalties therein named. 

These are fines only, except where a pass is given to a public 
official, in which case both the officer and the person giving the pass 
may be either fined or imprisoned for a period not exceeding six 
months. The naming of the imprisonment in the one case and its 
omission in all others fairly implies that where no imprisonment was 
mentioned none was intended. It is quite apparent, also, that in this 
particular case imprisonment was prescribed for the express purpose 
of protecting the integrity of the State, County and municipal gov- 
ernments. This the State has a perfect right to do, and it is morally 
certain that no State or Federal Court will deny it. 

But in these cases the provision referred to is not involved. The 
railroad companies that have brought suit are not threatened, as yet, 
with any penalties, except for noncompliance with the section which 
prescribes the maximum freight rates, and as to these only in a very 
remote way. In such cases if the rates are upheld there is no indi- 
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vidual penalty. The act of the agent op officer in disobeying op vio- 
lating the law is, in every case, to be deemed the act of the railroad 
company or corporation. It seems to the Commission that the ques- 
tion of the excessive character of the penalties can only be consid- 
ered judicially when some attempt is made to enforce them, because 
until then no one can say that any such attempt will ever be made, 
or that there will be any occasion therefore. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has held by a unani- 
mous vote that excessive penalties will not invalidate an entire Bail- 
road Commission law, but that the penalties alone will be declared 
invalid and the remainder of the law sustained unless, of course, it 
can be rendered void by some other fatal defect. 

MIGHT LEAD TO MANY SUITS. 

Sixth. It was pleaded that the law was of such character that 
the railroads would be subjected to a multiplicity of suits upon es- 
sentially the same cause of action. The Commission's answer was 
that no multiplicity of suits was threatened by anybody so far as 
the Commission knew; that not even one suit had been brought 
against any of the railroads under this law, and that even though 
some other party might conclude to bring such a suit it furnished no 
reason in equity for setting aside the law as unconstitutional, or 
permanently enjoining the Commission from bringing a single suit. 

Further, that the fact of a multiplicity of suits being possible 
under a law would not have the effect of making it unconstitutional, 
because any law covering many matters of detail is likely to lead to 
many suits; but when the suits are actually threatened, a Court of 
Equity will intervene for the protection of a party being thus 
harassed. 

That these views are correct the Comimssion feels entirely con- 
fident. If not, it is hard to see how any railroad Commission law 
can stand, because, of necessity, such laws include many and varied 
matters of detail, any one of which may provoke lawsuits. 

The foregoing objections were urged by all the roads bringing 
suit, except that the Eureka & Palisade road itself, being narrow 
gauge, did not make the point that the law discriminated in favor of 
such roads. Had all of the roads been narrow gauge, it is safe to 
say that the point would not have been suggested in any of their 
bills of complaint. 

THE QUESTION OF MAXIMUM RATES. 

Lastly, the railroads all claimed that the maximum rates named 
in the law were so unreasonably low as to be wholly inadequate 
compensation. This was the most prominent feature of the suits, al- 
though by no means the most important in a constitutional sense. 
If, for example, it were held that the appointment of the Commis- 
sion was illegal, or that it was a judicial body, or that the law was 
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an amendatory one, and not enacted as the Constitution prescribes, 
the entire statute would necessarily be held void. But if the maxi- 
mum rates alone are held invalid, the remainder of the Act can stand 
in full force. But the public mind has been mainly centered on the. 
rate question, because the alleged excessive charges have been the 
main cause of complaint among the people. 

It was the maximum rate question which brought the railroad 
companies into court and led to this general onslaught upon the en- 
tire law. Had they not been threatened by these rates they would 
not have been in a position to allege any injury, and hence would 
have had no standing in Court, for it is well-settled doctrine, that 
no one will be heard judicially in an assault upon the constitution- 
ality of a law until he is in some way affected by it. It is note- 
worthy, in this connection, that no suit was brought until the Com- 
mission took action looking to the enforcement of these rates. 

The question of the sufficiency of the rates involved an elaborate 
study of the figures presented by the railroad companies themselves. 
The figures pertaining to the Southern Pacific Company and the 
Nevada & California Kailway were carefully analyzed by Commis- 
sioner Thurtell, and his conclusions were embodied in defendants' 
supplemental briefs in the cases of these two plaintiffs. The evi- 
dence upon this point furnished by the other plaintiffs was less full 
and comprehensive, except that of the San Pedro, Los Angeles & 
Salt Lake Railroad, the case for which was most elaborately pre- 
pared. It appeared, however, that the actually threatened interest 
of this road was exceedingly small, if, indeed, it had any such inter- 
est. In fact, it did not appear that this road carried any local freight 
a distance of fifty miles, and unless it did, it was not affected by the 
maximum rates. At the outside the company only estimated that it 
would have suffered a loss of $779.00 for the eleven months prior 
to the commencement of the action, if the maximum -rates had been 
in effect. The evidence on the part of the T9nopah & Goldfield, the 
Eureka & Palisade and the Virginia & Truckee fell far short of what 
the Commission thought it should have been, to prove that the rates 
fixed by law were confiscatory. What view the Court will take of it 
cannot, of course, be known at this time. 

The three great roads involved, namely, the Southern Pacific, 
the Nevada & California and the San Pedro, Los Angeles & Salt 
Lake, aU based their contentions upon the claim that it costs from 
two to ten times as much for the actual transportation of local or 
intra-State freight as it does for that which is inter-State in charac- 
ter. The witnesses by whom this contention was sought to be made 
good were not sure whether the difference was two to one, three to 
one or ten to one, but they were positive enough that it was some- 
where between those proportions. About three to one was the figure 
that seemed to be mainly relied upon. 

The Commission does not admit that there is any such differ- 
ence, or, for that matter, any material difference at aU, for the very 
good reason that the local freight is carried on the same trains with 
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the through freight — ^trains that would run just the same and with 
the same working force if the local freight were not carried at all. 
It was not shown that these trains made a single stop anywhere on 
account of this local freight that would not be made just the same 
without it, or that an addiional man was employed because of it. 
So far from proving that local haulage cost three times as much as 
interstate, the roads failed to show how the local freight caused any 
material increase in the expense of trains which would have to run 
just the same without the local freight. 

But assuming that the cost of local haulage was three times as 
great as that of interstate, Commissioner Thurtell's elaborate cal- 
culations show, with what appears to be mathematical certainty, 
that under the maximum rates prescribed by our law the local traffic 
of the Southern Pacific and Nevada & California roads would still 
be the most profitable business, in proportion to its volume, that is 
done by these two companies. 

it is also shown by the figures referred to that the average 
freight rates upon Nevada traffic are three and eight-one hundredths 
times higher than the general average of the Pacific system as a 
whole, while a very easy calculation demonstrates that the Nevada 
local traffic is charged three and three-quarters times as much on the 
Central Pacific Railroad as the average of all the other freight car- 
ried within the borders of this State. 

Commissioner Thurtell's figures on this important matter are 
given later on in this report, and they will be found in the. highest 
degree instructive and interesting. 

It is not necessary to go further into this aspect of the case in 
this immediate connection. 

Such is an outline sketch of this important litigation, the first 
of the kind that ever occurred in the State of Nevada. These cases 
are now in the hands of the Court, and there is no reason to doubt 
that they will receive full and fair consideration. The decision is 
being awaited with interest, for upon that decision will depend, in 
large measure, the future course of the commission with respect to 
the freight rates ; and the decision may also have considerable bear- 
ing upon the future railroad legislation of the State. 

A MISTAKEN IDEA. 

Many well-informed people have the impression that the maxi- 
mum freight rates are about the whole of the Railroad Commission 
law ; that if these rates should not be sustained there would be noth- 
ing of value left. Such a view is, an altogether mistaken one. If 
that were true, most of the Railroad Commission laws of other States 
would be worthless, for there is not one except our own that pre- 
scribes maximum freight rates, although a few name maximum pas- 
senger fares. 

Our law covers practically the whole field of railroad regulation, 
including that of passenger fares, time schedules, train service, track 
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conditions, depot accommodations, unjust discrimination between 
persons or localities, and, with the maximum rates stricken out, the 
subject of freight rates generally without such limitations, as the 
Commission is advised and believes. Should there be an error on 
this last point, a two-line amendment to Section 14 of the Act would 
make it perfectly clear. Besides all this, it must be remembered that 
the term '^ railroad" as used in this law includes also express, tele- 
graph and telephone companies, which are under the general super- 
vision of the Commission. 

INTERSTATE FREIGHT RATES. 

It is quite generally understood that no State Commission has 
any jurisdiction over interstate commerce — ^that is, traffic originat- 
ing in one state and terminating in some other. But the law under 
which this Commission is acting authorizes it to investigate com- 
plaints relating to such traffic and lay them before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. No State in the union has suffered more, 
relatively, from unjust discrimination at the hands of interstate 
carriers, and with respect to interstate traffic ending within its bor- 
ders, than has the State of Nevada. It is a fact generally known 
that freight shipped from the great estern commercial centers and 
destined for some point in Nevada is charged the full through rate 
to the Sacramento terminal, and local rates back into Nevada. This 
freight is not actually hauled over the mountains. It is dropped off 
at the Nevada point of destination and charged for as if it had been 
hauled to Sacramento or San Francisco and back. The rate back 
being a local one, it is very much higher in proportion to the mileage 
than the through rate. In some cases the back haul charge for the 
400 or 500 miles of distance is very much greater than the entire 
charge from Chicago to San Francisco. 

ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Take the case of structural iron or steel as an illustration. The 
charge from Chicago to San Francisco is 75 cents per hundred. The 
back haul charge to Goldfield is $1.17, making a total of $1.92 to 
Goldfield against 75 cents to San Francisco. Again, the charge to 
San Francisco is 75 cents, from San Francisco to Reno it is 59 cents, 
making a total of $1.34. But from Reno to Goldfield it is $1,481/^, a 
total of $2.82^ per hundred from Chicago to Goldfield if consigned 
to Reno and reshipped to Goldfield, against $1,92 if consigned to 
San Francisco and rebilled to Goldfield, although in the latter case 
the distance is nearly 500 miles greater than in the former. 

On the same commodity the rate from San Francisco to Elko 
is 59 cents, making a total of $1.34, exactly the same as the Reno 
rate, although it is more than 300 miles nearer to Chicago than Reno 
is and 558 miles nearer than San Francisco is. But if the same car 
of iron or steel were billed to Reno, dropped off there and returned 
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to Elko, there would be an additional charge of 59 cents, making the 
charge at Elko $1.95. In other words, a San Francisco iron and steel 
dealer can buy the article in Chicago and lay it down at Elko $11.80 
per ton more cheaply than a Beno merchant can do. the same thing. 
On a 30 ton carload that would be a difference of $364.00 in favor of 
the San Francisco dealer, if it became a matter of competition be- 
tween him and the merchant of Reno. In the case of a consignment 
to Goldfield, the difference would be 90^ cents per hundred in favor 
of San Francisco, or $543.00 on a car of 30 tons. This is all in car^ 
load lots, and the commodity requires no handling whatever. In 
brief, a 30-ton carload of structural iron or steel shipped from Chi- 
cago to Goldfield costs for freight $702.00 more than it does to lay it 
down in San Francisco, very nearly the same distance, but with a 
much heavier pull over the mountains. 

We will take just one more illustration, for it is not necessary 
to multiply them. 

The rate on cotton piece goods, in less than carload lots, from 
Chicago to San Francisco is $1.50 per hundred. From San Francisco 
to Goldfield the charge is $2.88 per hundred, making a total of $4.38 
to Goldfield against $1.50 to the great city by the **Bay." If 
shipped by a Beno merchant the charge would be $1.50 to San Fran- 
cisco, $1.29 back to Beno and $2.04 from Beno to Goldfield, making 
in aU $4.83. 

Now let us take the case of Elko. The rate to San Francisco is 
$1.50 and from that city back to Elko it is $1.72l^, making $3.22^^. 
If consigned to Beno it would be $1.50 to San Francisco, as before, 
$1.29 from there back to Beno, and from Beno to Elko $1.61, a total 
of $4.40. 

Thus we see that on structural iron and steel the rate from Chi- 
cago to Beno is about 78 per cent higher than to San Francisco, 244 
miles farther on the same line. The rate from Chicago to Goldfield 
is more than two and one-half times as high as to San Francisco, 
while to Elko from Chicago the rate is the same as that to Beno— 78 
per cent higher than to San Francisco, although Elko is between 
500 and 600 miles nearer to Chicago than is San Francisco. In the 
case of cotton goods the difference is still greater. 

Many more examples might be given, but these will suffice to 
show the general method of charging to Nevada points as against 
those on the coast. The difference is not always so great as in the 
foregoing instances, but in most, perhaps in all cases, the difference 
in charge is enough to give the California dealer an almost complete 
command of the Nevada market in competition with a Nevada 
wholesale dealer. 

INJUEY TO NEVADA. 

'It is hard to place an estimate upon the injury Nevada has sus- 
tained in this wg-y, but it is certainly enormous. It has made it 
utterly impossible for any town or city in this State to compete with 
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the coast towns as a distributing center for our own State. It has 
retarded the growth of our towns and cities ; it has made it more ex- 
pensive to operate our mines, to cultivate the soil or to reclaim the 
arid wastes; it has checked our advance in every way. It is con- 
servative to estimate that with just and reasonable interstate freight 
rates the wealth and population of Nevada would have been double 
or even treble what they now are. 

COMPETITIVE AND NONCOMPETITIVE POINTS. 

This discrimination on the part of the railroad has been de- 
fended upon the specious ground that Nevada is a '* non-competitive 
point." The plea has been that rates were lowered to the coast 
towns because there the railroad was met by water competition, 
while Nevada, being some hundreds of miles inland, cannot expect 
to get the benefit of such competition. The Commission is not dis- 
posed to deny that competition is a factor to be reckoned with in the 
fixing of freight rates, but it is clear beyond question that the ** non- 
competitive point'' plea has been carried too far, and made to cover 
the most unjust and extortionate charges. Railroad men frankly 
admit that higher rates are charged at non-competitive points in or- 
der that a fair general average of earnings may be preserved. This 
is equivalent to saying that rates may be made to points of compe- 
tition too low to afford a fair return, and that charges elsewhere 
may be far enough above what is reasonable competition for the 
service to bring up the general average to what the railroad man- 
agement deems a fair one. Some railroad men go the full length of 
admitting that under the pressure of competition goods are carried 
to particular points at an actual loss, this loss being recouped by 
higher charges at points where there is no competition. It is as clear 
as light that in such a case the points that are required to hold up 
the average are being overcharged. 

The true principle is that railroads like all other business con- 
cerns, must expect to meet competition and abide the consequences. 
When the competition becomes keen it naturally lowers the total of 
the profit, and consequently the general average. 

It has been said that this is simply in keeping with the general 
law of average profits which obtains in all business. This is not 
sound or tenable. If a merchant sells to a certain individual at a 
very low profit, or no profit at all, in order to secure his trade, he 
does not overcharge the next customer of whose trade he is assured 
—that is, he does not do so if he is an honest man. Merchants some- 
times sell particular goods at a loss and preserve a fair profit on 
their business as a whole by the prices of other things, but these 
prices are charged to all persons alike. In short, they may offset 
their losses or inadequate profits on certain goods by securing higher 
profits on other goods, but they do not discriminate between indi- 
viduals in doing so. Right here is made apparent the fatal weakness 
of the railroad argument on this point. The objection is not that 
carriers haul certain kinds of freight at lower figures than it does 
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others because, obviously, some goods are so cheap in proportion to 
weight that they must be carried at very low rates or they cannot be 
moved at all. But it is most strenuously insisted that one com- 
munity should not be overcharged in order to make up for the lack 
of profit on goods carried to some other community. 

Any competition at a given point which so reduces the profits 
of a railroad that it is compelled to charge unreasonably at other 
places in order to maintain a fair average of profits is not a legiti- 
mate business. 

There is far more in this question than the mere right of a rail- 
road to realize fair profits. The people living along the line of the 
road also have rights to be considered. It is true that the people of 
coast points, such as San Francisco and Sacramento, should natu- 
rally derive some advantage in the matter of freight rates from 
water competition, but they are also at the disadvantage of being 
much farther away from the eastern shipping centers. On the other 
hand, the people of Nevada have none of the advantages of water 
competition, but they certainly should derive some benefit from the 
circumstance that they are so much nearer to the eastern point of 
shipment. There is no principle of right which the Commission can 
grasp that justifies a railroad or combination of railroads in charg- 
ing more for hauling a carload of goods 1,500 miles than it does for 
hauling the same carload 500 miles further in the same direction, on 
the same line and over the lofty Sierra range, one of the heaviest 
mountain grades in the United States. There may and probably are 
cases in which a road is justified in charging as much for a shorter 
haul as for a longer — ^when the difference in distance is not too 
great — but there can be no justification of a charge of 50, 75, 100 or 
200 per cent more for the shorter distance than for the longer on the 
same line in the same direction. If the people of Nevada were given 
the same rates as those of the California coast towns the competitive 
conditions affecting the distribution of goods would be equal, and 
even though our people might feel that they ought to have still 
lower rates by reason of the shorter haul, they would not be actually 
injured. 

In view of recent decisions by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, it may well be doubted if equal interstate rates can be secured 
at any time in the near future, but the Commission believes that in- 
termediate rates, considerably lower than those now in force, may be 
obtained, and will be very glad when a case can be made up which 
will bring this all-important matter before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and ultimately before the courts. 

REASON FOR BUILDING PACIFIC RAILROADS. 

It is not the purpose of the Commission to exhaust the subject 
of back haul charges in this report. That would be quite impossible 
because there is practically no end to the argument. But there is 
one feature to which it is deemed^ proper to advert briefly, a feature 
which heretofore appears to have been generally overlooked. It is 
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this : The Union and Central Pacific railroads were constructed for 
the purpose of connecting the Missouri river region with the Pacific 
Ocean, and largely to subserve the political end of holding the Pa- 
cific Coast States in allegiance to the Federal Government, when the 
dissolution of the Union was threatened. This was the main reason 
for the vast grants of public lands made to these two railroads. 
Commercial conditions, apart from those in California, were not 
such at the time as to justify so gigantic an undertaking. Most of 
the country west of Central Nebraska was a terra incognita, an 
almost uninhabited waste. It was, moreover, known to be in the 
arid belt, with comparatively few resources capable of easy develop- 
ment, from which the conclusion naturally followed that its increase 
in population and business would necessarily be much slower than 
that of California and the States east of Wyoming. It is self-evident 
that in the building of these roads the business of Nevada, Utah and 
Wyoming was scarcely considered. The California traffic was the 
great and controlling commercial inducement. 

It was perfectly understood by the builders of the roads at the 
time that they would have to meet the water competition, which 
they plead, at coast points. With full knowledge on this head they 
proceeded to build the roads. Hence we must conclude that they 
either knew that they could successfully meet that competition or 
that they did not fully comprehend the nature of the enterprise 
upon which they were embarking. It would be far-fetched to as- 
sume that the brainy projectors of these huge undertakings were 
ignorant of the significance of this water competition. There can 
be no doubt that they had studied it in its every aspect. It was 
clear that the railroads would have a great advantage over water 
carriers in the matter of time, and that in the case of many kinds of 
goods time was more essential to the consignee than the rate at 
which they were carried. The conclusion, therefore, comes irre- 
sistibly that freight carried to coast points yields a fair revenue. 
If this be true there is literally no justification for charges materially 
higher at intermediate points, where the hauls are shorter and the 
fuel and other expenses considerably less. The illustrations show- 
ing the back haul charges hereinbefore given prove conclusively that 
the difference in rates between points in Nevada and those on the 
coast are very much greater than any water competition can justify. 
When a San Francisco or Sacramento wholesale merchant receives 
his goods at such freight rates that he can send them right back over 
the Sierras to points in Nevada 500 or 600 miles distant, points 
through which the goods had to pass on their way west, and there 
undersell any Nevada wholesaler who may seek to establish a busi- 
ness, it is self-evident that there is something more than legitimate 
water competition at work. The higher charges are made simply 
because the railroad, being in control of the transportation situation, 
is able to fix its own charges. 

It is not necessary to pursue this line of discussion further. 
Every business man in Nevada ffeels the grinding effect of these 
backhaul charges. Nevertheless, while bitterly complaining, our 
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merchants have been timid about making an issue with the railroad 
lest they should fail, and, as a result of their efforts, be subjected to 
greater discriminations. The Commission does not believe that this 
fear is well founded. The discrimination against Nevada is not 
prompted by any spirit of enmity or by a deliberate purpose to in- 
jure the people of this State. The railroad company has been simplj 
looking out for its own interests, although, as the Commission be- 
lieves, in a shortsighted way. It is to the interest of the great trans- 
continental road to build up Nevada, not destroy it, commercially, 
and use it simply as a * * bridge ' ' to California. If Nevada had half 
£l million people it would not injure California, but quite the reverse, 
and the railroad would have far more business in both States. 

Those who complain so bitterly should not hesitate to aid the 
Commission in making up the issue, which ere long must be made 
if Nevada is to have an equal chance in the commercial race. The 
Commission is entitled to the moral support as well as the substan- 
tial aid of those whose interests are more immediately affected. 
When that aid is forthcoming the people of this State may rest as- 
sured that the Commission will perform its duty in a spirit of per- 
fect fairness to all. It will not intentionally wrong any railroad, 
nor, within the limits of its power, will it allow any railroad, local or 
interstate, to wrong the people. By this it is not to be understood 
that the Commission intends to remain inactive until some private 
individual takes the initiative in a formal and legal way. The Com- 
mssion simply wants such aid in the way of facts and figures bear- 
ing upon specific cases, as will enable it to make a thorough and 
comprehensive showing before the tribunal having primary juris- 
diction, and if it should become necessary, before the courts. The 
Commission can take the tariff schedules and see for itself that the 
charges are much higher to points in this State than to the coast ter- 
minals, but that is not enough. Witnesses of standing and repute 
will be required to prove that the difference is greater than water 
or other competition will justify. This matter has been under con- 
sideration by the Commission for some time, and it has only been 
deterred from attempting to formulate a definite issue by the pen- 
dency of litigation, which, besides commanding much of the time of 
the members, leaves the precise legal status of the Commission some- 
what unsettled. 

THE MAXIMUM RATE PROVISION. 

The opinion has been hereinbefore expressed that in the event 
of the maximum rates prescribed by the law being held invalid by 
reason of their insufficiency, the Commission would have the power 
of fixing freight rates freed from the limitations named. This view, 
however, has been stoutly assailed by the railroads' attorneys. Their 
contention is that the purpose of the law was to give the Commission 
no power over freight rates, except subject to the maxima named. 
As the main purpose of the law, so far as it touches the subject of 
freight rates, is to reduce them, this view of the railroad attorneys 
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seems intrinsically unsound. K their position is well taken it puts 
the Legislature in the absurd and childish position of saying, first, 
that existing rates are too high, and secondly, if the reductions 
named by the Statute are too great, we will have no reductions at all. 

Those who are familiar with the course of this legislation know 
full well that the insertion of the maximum rates was purely an 
afterthought, and that they were incorporated into the law with 
many misgivings on the part of a goodly percentage of the members. 
The matter may be stated thus: The Legislature first proceeds to 
enact a Railroad Commission Law, creating a Commission and in- 
vesting it with all the powers usually exercised by Comimssions, 
including the regulation of rates, fares and charges of all kinds, the 
purpose being to reduce charges generally. Then it is suggested 
that possibly a Comimssion may be appointed that will not make so 
heavy a cut in freight rates as ought to be made, and, therefore, cer- 
tain maximum rates are named, and it is strenuously insisted that 
if the Court should hold that these rates are too low to be remuner- 
ative, the Commission would be left powerless to make any such 
reductions or adjustments at all; and this, with other sections, stand- 
ing by themselves, giving the Commission full power in the premises. 

This contention seems to the Commission to be an unreason- 
able one and not entitled to any weight. Still Counsel for the roads 
come back at it with endless reiteration although how they can ex- 
pect the Court to pass upon it in these cases is not easily seen. There 
is really no such question before the Court, and cannot be until the 
rates named in the law have been declared invalid, and the Com- 
mission attempts to establish others, higher than the maxima but 
lower than those in effect. The Commission does not look for a direct 
decision of this point in the present cases, and the matter is only 
given prominence here for the purpose of fixing the public mind up- 
on the evils which may possibly lurk in this particular feature of 
the law. Whether the maximum rates be upheld or declared void, 
their incorporation into the law was .unfortunate. If they are up- 
held as to the roads contesting thein, or some of the roads, there will, 
be nothing to prevent any road from raising the issue again with 
every change of conditions ; while if they are declared void, the very 
moment the Commission attempts anything in the way of rate 
making, its authority will be challenged in the Courts, with another 
period of delay. Had these rates been omitted, there could have 
been no question as to the power of the Commission to fix reason- 
able rates. With such power, the Commission would have been able 
to fix rates on particular classes or commodities much lower than 
those now in effect and still so clearly adequate for the service 
rendered that the roads would have seen the utter hopelessness of 
contesting the rates in the Court. Not only this, but with the un- 
questioned power to fix reasonable rates, the Commission would have 
been in a much stronger position for purely friendly negotiations, 
and there is no reason to doubt that much could have been accom- 
plished in that way, just as there has been with reference to general 
service and passenger fares, meii'tioned further on. 
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The Legislature was at especial pains to make it clear that the 
invalidating of one part of the law should not affect any other, for 
Section 37 expressly so declares. 

The rule is in determining how far an unconstitutional provis- 
ion will invalidate other portions of a law, the Courts will endeavor 
to ascertain the legislative intent. If it can be seen from the general 
scope and purpose of the Act that the constitutional parts would 
have been enacted regardless of those which are declared to be void, 
then the parts which are good will be upheld and the unconstitu- 
tional portions alone will be adjudged invalid. But in this case 
there is nothing left to the conjecture of the Courts. The Legisla- 
ture has made its own declaration of purpose, and it seems to the 
Commission that if the Court holds Section 7 void, it will not affect 
any other part of the law, but that every other Section or part of a 
Section much stand or fall upon its own merits. 

That this view is sound, seems beyond question. Nevertheless it 
would have been better to leave the maximum rates out, and trust 
the work of adjustment to the Commission. The insertion of the 
maxinlum rates has had the effect of. provoking litigation almost 
before the Commission was in full touch with its duties, and, as al- 
ready shown, whatever the decision of the Court may be, the door 
is left open for further litigation in which the effect of the maxi- 
mum rates in limiting the powers of the Commission will have to be 
passed upon by the Court. 

PASSENGER FARES. 

Second only in importance to the question of freight rates, 
and paramount in the estimation of many, is that of passenger 
fares. 

The law fixes no maxima for such fares, but leaves the matter 
wholly with the Commission, which has full power of regulation, sub- 
ject only to the condition that such regulation shall be reasonable 
and of a character which the Courts will sustain. 

The Commission has hesitated about assuming mandatory atti- 
tude with respect to these fares for two reasons : 

First, the certainty that if reductions were made greater than 
the road affected deemed reasonable and just, the matter would be 
carried into Court, and the Commission would find itself tied up with 
reference to passenger fares, much the same as it is now as to freight 
rates. Second, the severe financial stringency which has prevailed 
throughout the State and Nation for the last six or eight months, 
causing a strong reaction from the prosperous times of a year ago, 
and as a consequence, a heavy decline in railroad earnings, making 
it just so much the harder to reduce the fares. Under such condi- 
tions the Commission felt it necessary to move cautiously, and did 
not essay something which might still farther hamper it in its work, 
and possibly, in the end, fail through adverse Court decisions. 

Therefore, it has been deemed wise to depend, for the present, 
upon friendly negotiations with the various roads, and secure such 
reductions as were possible in this way. A gratifying measure of

success has attended these eflforts, as will appear from the detailed 
statements which appear a little farther on in this report. While it 
is not possible to state with accuracy what these reductions will 
amount to annually in dollars and cents, it is a safe and conserva- 
tive estimate that it will cover the expenses of the Railroad Commis- 
sion several times over. This course will be pursued as long as it 
produces fairly satisfactory results, but when such results cannot, in 
this manner, be obtained the Commission will proceed to take such 
action as justice seems to demand. An 

RESULTS NOT UNREAaONADLE IN MONEY. 

Wherever the Commission has been able to effect a reduction in 
charges the amount of such reduction may be estimated with some 
degree of accuracy by calculations based upon past and present busi- 
ness. It must not be overloked, though, that much of the work of 
regulating railroads is of such character that it is quite impossible to 
compute the results on the basis of dollars and cents. This is 
especially true of regulations affecting the time schedules of trains, 
their connections with other trains, etc., which, besides pecuniary 
effects, have a most important bearing upon the comfort of the pas- 
sengers. This matter of personal comfort is one which can never be 
measured on a money basis, and yet a large percentage of the travel- 
ing public attaches more importance to the character of the passen- 
ger service, as it relates to their personal comfort, than they do to 
the mere question of fares. It was with this fact in mind that the 
Commission took so strong a stand against the proposed change of 
the schedule time of train No. 23 out of Goldfield, a matter treated 
more fully in subsequent pages. Had that change been made, the 
money loss to the traveling public could not have been calculated 
with any degree of certainty, but it is easy to see that the incon- 
venience, and even hardship, in many cases, to the people of Storey, 
Lyon, Ormsby and Douglas Counties would have been very great. It 
has been the aim of the Commission to improve the service wherever 
possible, and it is only fair to say that in its efforts on that line 
it has been met in a most friendly and accommodating spirit by the 
roads concerned. 

EXPENSES. 

Without practicing false economy, the Commission has steadily 
aimed to keep its expenses down to just and reasonable figures, and 
has endeavored to secure all necessary help and supplies at the 
lowest pries consistent with good quality both in the service and the 
supplies. 

The total expense of the office to March 31 of the current year 
is $2,555.73 of which an itemized statement is given in the appendix 
to this report. When it is considered that this includes all the 
office furnishings, which had to be provided new, and which will 
last for many years, with only trifling additions, all the stationery, 
considerable sums in the way of traveling expenses, the costly pro- 
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ceeding relative to the establishment of a freight depot at Ely, White 
Pine County, together with the typewriting and printing of ex- 
haustive briefs and other papers in the railroad suits against the 
Commission, the offense of undue extravagance can hardly be urged . 
in fairness against the Commission. 

OFFICE WORK. 

The strictly office work of the Commission has been by no means 
a small matter. Since its organization more than a thousand letters 
and forty odd telegrams have been sent out. Hundreds of these 
letters have been voluminous and in the highest degree important. 
They have generally been the result of careful conference of the mem- 
bers of the Commission, and many have been devoted to a spcific 
outlining of the attitude of the Commission respecting the subject 
matter of its duties. As will appear a little later on, this corres- 
pondence has been productive of substantial results. 

PASSES TO STATE OFFICERS. 

The Commission has no suggestion to offer at this time with re- 
spect to amendments which should be made to the law. Such sug- 
gestions may be presented more intelligently after the decisions shall 
^flve been rendered in the suits now pending. There is, however 
one amendment or change, which was proposed at the recent ex- 
traordinary session of the Legislature, which the Commission be- 
lieves would be the very height of unwisdom, which cannot possibly 
subserve any good purpose, and which might be productive of 
untold evil. This is the repeal of the provision of Section 25 pro- 
hibiting the granting to or acceptance by any State, county or 
municipal officer of a pass from a railroad or other common carrier. 

All sorts of specious contentions (but no argument) has been 
made in favor of this repeal. As the Commission views it, no public 
officer should be permitted to accept any such favor at the hands of 
the railroad. If the officer's salary is too low, increase it, and let 
the increase come out of the coffers of the State — ^not as a bonus 
from a railroad, which always has legislative ends to obtain. It is 
an old aphorism that **no man can fairly serve two masters." There 
are many public officials who would never think of accepting a pass 
as a ** bribe.'* It is to be hoped that we have none in this State who 
would. At the same time it is patent that the granting and receiv- 
ing of such favors creates a bond of sympathy or friendship which 
may, all unconsciously, perhaps, sway a public official in the dis- 
charge of his duty. The average man naturally inclines to favor 
his friends, and just as naturally he regards those as his best friends 
to whom he is indebted for favors. 

The members of this Comimssion were in a position to ,kn.ow 
that a prominent railroad representative fairly kept the corridors 
of our State Capitol hot during the late special session in his efforts 
to secure the passage of a bill allowing his company and others the 
privilege of granting away many thousands of dollars annually in 
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passes to State officers. The members also know that it was the 
members of the Legislature upon whom the railroads were so ex- 
ceedingly anxious to bestow favors in this way. One must be un- 
sophisticated, indeed, to believe that such action on the part of any 
railroad is ever prompted by the purely benevolent desire of eking 
out the salaries of poorly paid State officials. 

Railroads are always watching legislation and Legislatures. 
It has been pertinently declared that the general system of pass 
giving to public officials is the most potent form of bribery known 
to modem politics. It is the most potent because indirect, and 
brought to bear in such manner that the official who has been thus 
unduly influenced can always swell up indignantly at the idea of 
his being bribed by so paltry a consideration as a pass on a railroad. 
And he may be perfectly honest about it, even while voting exactly as 
the railroad wants him to in regard to some matter peculiarly affect- 
ing its interests. His friends, who have favored him, think that a 
certain measure is either good or bad, and he thinks as his friends 
do — ^that is aU. 

By this it is not intended to convey the idea that all public 
officials could be so influenced, or that a majority of them could. 
Perhaps none might be, but the probability is that some could. Sup- 
pose a railroad has a measure it wishfs either carried or defeated. 
Suppose, again, that there are two members of the Legislature, one 
of whom has accepted a pass, while the other has ** declined with 
thanks." Which of the two would the railroad feel most free to 
approach for help? A child ten years old can answer the question 
with his eyes shut. There is no reason to doubt that the manage- 
ment of almost every railroad in the United States would be glad 
to see the Railroad Comimssions, in general, completely wiped out 
of existence. This is not said for the purpose of discrediting or dis- 
paraging railroad men. In their personal character they are as 
good as other men, and usually they are endowed with the highest 
grade of intelligence. But it is only natural that they should object 
to legislation which curtails their powers and privileges, and espe- 
cially to that which interferes with their free-handed management 
of their roads, or which tends to reduce railroad profits. It is about 
as certain as anything can be that the various railroads in this 
State will use every effort either to secure the abrogation of our 
Railroad Commission Law, or reduce the powers of the Commission 
to a minimum. Should the latter be done by the next Legislature, 
of course the Commission would not be able to accomplish much, 
and this would furnish a cogent argument in favor of a full repeal 
of the law a couple of years later. If this is what the people of the 
State want, the Commission can think of nothing that would prob- 
ably be more effective as a preliminary step than the repeal of Sec- 
tion 25 of the Railroad Commission Law, and granting to public 
officials. State, county and municipal, the unrestricted privilege of 
accepting railroad passes. It will bring the party receiving and the 
party granting the pass into close relations and pave the way for 
any subsequent negotiations which may be necessary to reach the 
desired end. 
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Each Nevada railroad that participated in the suit against the 
Nevada Railroad Comimssion made the claim that if the schedule 
of maximum rates prescribed in the bill had been in effect during 
the fiscal year 1907 the intrastate business would have been rendered 
unprofitable. The succeeding pages give an outline of the proof 
furnished by each railroad in support of this claim and such answer 
as the Commission has made to the claim.

in Table 4, as. $244,566.13 

It is contended by this company that the cost of conducting 
transportation on local freight is two or three times as great as is 
the cost of the like service upon interstate freight. If it is assumed 
that intrastate freight can be carried at the same cost as can the 
interstate, then the intrastate should bear its proportional part of 
the total freight expense. The intrastate freight business consti- 
tutes 13.86 per cent of the total freight business. The total freight 
expense is $474,545.77. That portion of this expense chargeable to 
the intrastate business would then be 13.86 per cent of $474,545.77, 
or $65,772.04. 

If the conducting transportation expense on intrastate freight 
on this road costs twice as much as does the interstate, then the 
intrastate freight should bear 2 (13.86)-^[2 (13.86) +86.14], or 
24.34% of the cost of conducting freight transportation and 13.86% 
of the other freight expenses. 

Conducting transportation cost on local freight should be 

24.34 per cent of $244,566.13, or $59,527.39 

13.86 per cent of $229,979.64, or $31,875.17

If the conducting transportation expense is three times as great 
upon intrastate business as upon interstate, then the intrastate busi- 
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ness should bear 3 (13.86-f-3( 13.86) +86.14, or 32.55 per cent of the 
cost of conducting the freight transportation.

and 13.86 per cent of $229,979.64 $31,875.17 

Total cost on 3 to 1 basis .$111,481.44 

The gross earnings from intrastate freight within the

TAXES. 

It is assumed in this discussion that the taxes which are paid 
by this road in the State of Nevada, amounting to $47,649.56, should 
be divided between freight and passenger expense on the basis of 
the earnings of each branch of service. 
The total earnings of the road in Nevada, had the Rail- 
road Commission law been in effect, would have 

been $1,722,161.35 

The total taxes were $47,649.56 

The taxes amounted to 2.825 per cent of the gross earnings. 
The Nevada intrastate freight earnings under the law 

would have been $151,473.28 

2.825 per cent of $151,473.28 is $4,279.12 

This amount would justly be a charge against the intrastate 
freight earnings. The net profits then, upon intrastate freight busi- 
ness in Nevada, upon this road, above operating expenses and taxes 

on the 1 to 1 basis are $81,422.12 

on the 2 to 1 basis $55,791.60 

on the 3 to 1 basis $35,712.72

Column 2 is shown in Table 4 concerning the Nevada & Califor- 
nia Railway, introduced as evidence. 

Since receipts on average freight are 73 per cent of the receipts 
on an equal volume of intrastate freight, multiply eolumn 2 by 73, to 
get column 3 as shown. 

The taxes for 1907 would amount to 2.825 per cent of the gross 
receipts for the year, as they would have been under the Railroad 
Commission Law. The intrastate freight should pay $4,279 of these 
taxes, or 1.71 per cent of the total intrastate receipts. 

Using the table constructed above, the profits in excess of oper- 
ating expenses and taxes under the maximum rate clause of the 
Railroad Commission Bill for the fiscal year 1907 would have been: 

On the 1 to 1 basis, 32.57 per cent of $250,079.71, or .$81,450.96 

On the 2 to 1 basis, 22.33 per cent of $250,079.71, or $55,842.79 

On the 3 to 1 basis, 14.29 per cent of $250,079.71, or...„..$35,736.39 

The close correspondence between the results derived from this 
table and those shown in the paragraphs which precede the table is 
significant. 

Substantially the same results may be shown by an entirely dif- 
ferent process of analysis, as follows : 

Table 4, submitted as testimony by complainant company shows 
that the cost of the average freight business on this road is 36.024 
per cent of the average receipts. The cost of conducting transporta- 
tion is 18.57 per cent of the average freight receipts. If the conduct- 
ing transportation cost is three times as great upon the intrastate 
freight as upon the interstate, the intrastate business should be 
given a weight of 3, and the interstate a weight of 1. Then, since 
13.86 per cent of the total business is intrastate, and 86.14 per cent 
is interstate, 3(13.86)-^[3(13.86)+86.14], or 32.55 per cent of this 
18.57 per cent — or 6,045 per cent — should be charged to local busi- 
ness. This 6.045 per cent is the eost upon 13.86 per cent of the entire 
freight business. Were the entire freight business local, then the 
conducting transportation cost on this business would be 6.045-=- 
13.86 per cent, which is 43.62 per cent of the average freight receipts. 

The other costs are shown in Table 4 to be 17.45 per cent of the 
average receipts. 

TThe total eost would be 61.07 of the average receipts. Since the 
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average receipts are but 73 per eent of the receipts on local ship- 
ments, the receipts upon the same amount of freight as is repre- 
sented in the local shipments which now earn $250,079.71 would, if 
that freight paid but the average rate, be 73 per cent of $250,079.71, 
or $182,558.18. 

On the 3 to 1 basis above outlined the expense would be 61.07 
per cent of $182,558.18, or $111,488.28. 

The net earnings above operating expenses would be $39,985.00. 
This differs by $6.84 from the result shown in the preceding corre- 
sponding analysis, and this discrepancy is due not to imperfection of 
reasoning, but to the fact that the calculation is not carried beyond 
the second place of decimals. 

In the same manner, if the 2 to 1 basis were adopted, the cost 
of conducting transportation on the local freight would be 2(13.86-H 
[2(13.86)+86.14J, or 24.34 per cent of the 18.57 per cent above re- 
ferred to. This is 4.52 per cent. 

If it costs 4.52 per cent of the freight receipts to pay the cost 
of conducting transportation on 13.86 per cent of the freight busi- 
ness, were the business all intrastate, the cost of this service 
would be — 

4.52-f-13.86 per cent =32.52 per cent.

When, however, it is considered that nearly 90 per cent of the 
freight that passes over this road, whether intrastate or interstate, 
is carried the entire distance between either Hazen and Mina or 
Mound House and Mina, going to or from the towns of Nye and 
Esmeralda Counties, and that the intrastate freight under consider- 
ation is not really local freight, but, in so far as the broad gauge por- 
tion of this road is concerned in very generally through freight, 
there seems to be no good reason to believe that there is any strik- 
ing difference between the cost of conducting transportation on in- 
trastate and interstate freight, so far, at least, as this particular rail- 
road is concerned. 

The complainant company has shown that 87 per cent of all the 
intrastate freight has its origin or destination on the Tonopah & 
Goldfield road, or some of its connections, and is, consequently, in- 
terline freight. They have also shown that the average length of 
haul of all interline freight is 126.32 miles, and that the average 
length of haul of all freight interstate and intrastate is 122.57 miles. 
From this it will be seen that practically no difference exists between 
the length of haul or the character of service that is given to the two 
classes of freight received and no real difference can exist between 
the expenses incident to these two classes of freight under these 
conditions.

In the closing brief that was prepared by the attorneys for the 
Southern Pacific Company and the Nevada & California Railway 
Company it was pointed out that the Commission have misunder- 
stood and understated the claims of these c<fmpanies, and that their 
claim should be more correctly stated as follows : That the conduct- 
ing transportation expense on local freight is two or three times 
as great as is the conducting transportation expense on the general 
freight of the company. This makes the claim of these companies 
a little more extravagant than the Commission had heretofore be- 
lieved to be the case. This would mean that on the Nevada & Cali- 
fornia Railway the intrastate freight constituting 13.33% of the 
total, causes 40% of the expense of conducting transportation, 
using the 3 to 1 basis. 

Considering, however, this claim on the part of the company as 
Igtated, it will be seen that if the Nevada & California Railway is to 
be taken by itself, that upon the 1 to 1 basis the net earnings in 
1907 above operating expenses on the intrastate freight would have 
been, under the schedule of maximum rates, $69,872.27.

TONOPAII AND GOLDFIELD. 

The intrastate freight business of the Tonopah & Goldfield 
Railroad has not been segregated completely from the interstate 
business. A calculation was made from the way bills for July and 
December, 1906, and June, 1907, and from these three months' busi- 
ness it was seen that the intrastate freight earnings were 20.62% 
of the total freight earnings. It was then assumed that the total 
freight business for the year was 20.62% intrastate and 70.3S7r 
interstate. The total freight earnings for the fiscal year 1907 were 
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$1,736,827.77 ; 20.62% of $1,736,827.77 is $358,099.38, which is, there- 
fore, assumed to be the intrastate freight earnings. 

It is contended by this company that the effect of the maximum 
rate clause of the Railroad Commission Law will be to reduce their 
revenue upon intrastate freight by 55.6%, which, if true, would 
be so great a reduction as to render their intrastate business un- 
profitable. The calculation, however, by which these results were 
arrived at was of such a nature as to render the results themselves 
doubtful. In the preliminary hearing an aflSdavit was submitted 
by the company showing that their intrastate freight earnings were 
$436,174.00 and that the effect of the maximum rate clause would 
be to reduce these earnings by 68%. A second affidavit was filed 
with the Court several weeks later, and it was then stated 
that the effect of the maximum rate clause would be to 
reduce these earnings by 55.6%. In the first affidavit it was 
stated by the auditor of the road that the conclusion that 
their revenue would be reduced 68% had been arrived at 
by taking the schedule of maximum rates as prescribed in the 
bill and the schedule of rates as charged by the company, and the 
average of the rates as prescribed by the bill were seen to be but 
32% of the average rate charged by the company. This method 
is, of course, unsound in theory, and it would be but the merest 
accident should it produce results corresponding with the facts. 

The second affidavit compiled by Mr. A. J. Lyon was a little 
nearer in accord with the facts than the first, but the cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Lyon seemed to show that in the compilation of this 
affidavit he had not taken account of the fact that on all ore hauled 
from Tonopah to Miller's the rate of present freight charges would 
not necessarily be changed, this being a less distance than 15 miles, 
and the rate for such distances being discretionary with the Com- 
mission. This ore haulage from Tonopah to Miller's constitutes a 
large part of the intrastate freight business of the company. 

The testimony is not clear concerning what part of the total 
freight business this ore haulage is. From Mr. Lyon's testimony 
upon cross-examination one would gain the impression that the ore 
haulage between Tonopah and Miller's constitutes about three- 
eighths of the total intrastate freight business. The testimony given 
by Mr. Lyon is open to more than one interpretation, and the im- 
pression given to the reader is strong that the witness was not 
entirely informed upon the facts that the Court needed to have at 
hand in order to properly understand the case. 

If, however, the testimony should be construed to mean that 
three-eighths of the intrastate freight business is ore haulage be- 
tween Tonopah and Miller's and that the fact that the rates for this 
haulage were unchanged by the bill had not been taken account of 
by Mr. Lyon, then but five-eighths of the intrastate freight earnings 
would suffer the reduction of 55.6%.

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The total loss in revenue to the company would, then, be $124,- 
439.53. The gross earnings of the company upon intrastate freight 
would be $233,659.85. 

The total freight expenses were $802,318.95. 

The intrastate freight should bear its proportionate share of 
these expenses, which is 20.62%. This amounts to $165,438.16, leav- 
ing net earnings from intrastate freight under the maximum rate 
clause of the Railroad Commission Bill, $68,220.69. 

TAXES. 

The taxes upon this road for 1907 were $44,012.97. The total 
earnings of the road, had the Railroad Commission Bill been in 
effect, would have been $2,256,503.88. The taxes amounted to 
1.95% of the earnings. The intrastate freight business should bear 
its proportionate share of the taxes. This is 1:95% of $233,659.85 
or $4,556.36. 

The net earnings above operating expenses and taxes upon in- 
trastate freight would then be $63,664.33. 

This is the only logical conclusion that the Commission has been 
able to reach from the testimony offered by the company. It is a 
matter of regret on the part of the Commission that this testimony 
is so incomplete in its details, uncertain in its character and inade- 
quate for the purpose given.

SAN PEDRO, LOS ANGELES & SALT LAKE RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

The above-named company showed by affidavits that the total 
revenue derived from intrastate freight business during the eleven 
months ending May 31, 1907, amounted to but $3,733.88. Upon this 
business the company would have suffered a reduction of $779.97 
through the operation of the Railroad Comimssion Law, leaving 
their gross earnings from intrastate freight business in Nevada but 
$2,953.91 for the period named. 

The affidavits showed that the average rates charged per ton 
per mile upon this road were for through business .92 of a cent. 

On business originating within and terminating without, or 
originating without and terminating within the State of Nevada, 
2.11 cents. 

On intrastate business, 6.62 cents. 

The average rate on all business, 1.13 cents. 

It will be seen that the average rate charged upon intrastate 
freight is 7.19 times as high as is the rate on through freight. 

This company, too, strenuously urges the point that the cost 
of conducting transportation on intrastate business is very much 
higher than is the cost of a like service upon through business. 
(Their attorneys even go so far as to argue that it must cost more 
to do this business because they charge more for it.) It is contended 
by the company that the cost of conducting transportation on Ne- 
vada local business is two or three times as high as it is on through 
business. They have shown that the effect of the maximum rate 
schedule would be to reduce their income from intrastate freight 
by 20.88%, or to reduce the average charge per ton per mile on local 
freight from 6.62 cents to 5.24 cents. 
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The affidavits of the company show that 58.54% of the freight 
earnings are expended in operating expenses, and that 35.01% of 
the freight receipts are expended in conducting freight transporta- 
tion. On th 3 to 1 basis local freight should bear a cost equal to 
58.54+2 (35.01)=128.56% of the average freight receipts. 

The average receipts for the hauling of each ton of freigiht one 
mile are 1.13 cents. 

1.28.56 of 1.13 cents is 1.45 cents. 1.45 cents is then the cost of 
hauling one ton of freight one mile under the 3 to 1 hypothesis. 

The average freight expenses are 58.54% of the receipts. The 
receipts, then, upon local freight, to make it as profitable as the 
average freight, should be 1.45-7-58.54=2.47 cents per ton per mile. 

The law allows a charge of 5.24 cents per mile, more than twice 
the charge necessary to make the local freight as profitable as is 
the average freight, even upon the 3 to 1 assumption as to relative 
costs for conducting transportation. 

EUEEKA & PALISADE RAILWAY COMPANY. 

This company made no showing concerning the magnitude or 
character .of its intrastate business and no showing concerning its 
relative expense. Their affidavits purported to show a loss under 
the operation of the maximum rate clause of $2,410.13 on one year's 
business. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Abbott, General Manager and 
Auditor of the road, however, showed that losses in revenue had 
been calculated upon freight to which the maximum rates did not 
apply, namely, upon interstate freight. The loss to the company 
through the operation of the maximum rate clause must be a less 
sum than $2,410.13, but how much less or whether there would be 
any loss at all is entirely a matter of conjecture. The company 
showed that their net earnings were, above operating expenses and 
taxes during the fiscal year 1907, but $5,708.00. Of course it will 
be seen from this that any material reduction in their earnings the 
company is not well able to stand. 

The maximum rates allow a narrow gauge road to charge two 
and one-half times as much on the various classes of freight as can 
the broad gauge roads, and this allows the Eureka & Palisade Rail- 
way to charge a rate in some cases higher and in all cases nearly as 
high as are their present rates. 

The impression in the minds of the Commission is very strong 
that the revenue of this road will be affected very little, if at all, 
by the operation of the maximum rates. 

VIRGINIA & TRUCKEE RAILWAY COMPANY. 

This company showed that its earnings from intrastate freight 
for the fiscal year 1907 were $133,547.26, and that the most favor- 
able interpretation of the maximum rate clause would reduce these 
earnings to $112,653.05, a reduction of $20,984.21 in revenue. The 
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affidavit also declared that for various reasons it would be imprae- 
ticable to charge the limit allowed by the maximum rate clause, and 
that the subsequent adjustment of rates to fit conditions would re- 
sult in reducing their revenue from intrastate freight below the fig- 
ure named, $112,653.05. The expenses of operation were not divided 
between passenger and freight. But it was shown that their net 
earnings above operating expenses and taxes for the fiscal year 1907 
had been $98,960.32, and that a reduction in this amount of $20,- 
894.21, leaving $78,076.11, would be the total net revenue from the 
main line and the Minden branch. 

The net revenue from the main line would be but $62,841.75. 

The estimated value of the main line with its equipment' was 
given as $1,500,000.00, and it was contended that $62,841.75 was 
not a reasonable interest upon the investment. 
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SERVICE COMPLAINTS 



(June 20th, 1907.) 

OVERCHARGE ON SHIPMENT OF HORSES. Informal com- 
plaint by G. F. Able of Winnemueca, Nevada, against the Southern 
Pacific Company, covering overcharge of $53.10 on three carloads of 
horses shipped from Winnemueca to Stockton, California, January 
3rd, 1907. Matter was taken up by correspondence with Mr, G. W. 
Luce, General Freight Agent of the Southern Pacific Company, at 
San Francisco, and after an interchange of several letters, extend- 
ing over a period of eight months, the claim was finally adjusted 
and a refund of the above amount made to Mr. Able. 

It developed that the overcharge was due to the following 
cause : 

The Southern Pacific Company had in effect a special rate of 
$88.50 on 36-foot cars covering horses, and which rate expired De- 
cember 31, 1906. Through oversight on part of the Southern Pacific 
Company, authority from the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington, D. C, was not secured in time to republish the above 
rate for January, 1907, and as a result Mr. Abel's shipment moved 
under another tariff carrying a rate of $17.70 per 36-foot car in ex- 
cess of the $88.50 rate. As the Interstate Commerce law requires 
that the published rate in effect must in all cases, govern, the higher 
rate was assessed and collected. However, before the cjj im could be 
adjusted and roiiind made, it was necessary for the Southern Pacific 
Company to secure authority from the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Hence the delay. 

(August 21st, 1907.) 

RATE ON FLOUR, RENO TO GOLDFIELD. Informal com- 
plaints reached the Commission regarding discriminatory rates nam- 
ed in Southern Pacific Tariff J. T. 151, on flour, put into effect July 
22, 1907. The rate being reduced from $39.00 per ton from San 
Francisco and Sacramento to $17.00, and no reduction of the $28.00 
per ton rate from Reno to Goldfield was made. 

Complainants further stated that the discrimination had resulted 
in the closing of the Riverside Mill & Elevator Company at Reno, 
Nevada, and that although they had a capacity of grinding 700 
bushels of wheat daily their business was completely paralized for 
the reason that they were unable to place their flour in competition 
with Sacramento, Los Angeles and Salt Lake mills under the above 
freight rates. 

Large merchants in Tonopah and Goldfield who found them- 
selves with a heavy stock of Riverside Mill flour on hand complained 
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that they could not dispose of their stock in competition with Cali- 
fornia and Utah flours, which were coming in at a much lower 
rate, without considerable loss. A vigorous protest was addressed 
to Mr. H. A. Jones, Freight Traffic Manager of the Southern Pacific 
Company at San Francisco, calling attention to the matter from a 
traffic standpoint, and also the following from an operating point 
of view, regarding the difference in the cost of the service between 
Reno and Goldfield as against the cost between Sacramento and 
Goldfield,. and asking that the Commission be shown why this dis- 
crimination was justifiable. When it was taken into consideration 
that the mileage from Sacramento to Goldfield was nearly double 
that from Reno to Southern and Eastern Nevada points, in addition 
to the heavy haul from California points over one of the heaviest 
mountain grades in the United States, and with single track line so 
badly congested with freight and passenger business at that time 
as to make it impossible to maintain schedule time with hardly any 
of their trains, this being especially true of all freight shipments 
from Northern California points to points within Nevada. 

After an interchange of two letters the rate on flour between 
Reno and Goldfield was corrected from $28.00 per ton to $10.00 as 
against $17.00 per ton from Sacramento, and was made effective 
September 28, 1907. 

In our protest to Mr. Jones we also called attention to the 
necessity of a correction in the rate on grain from Reno to Goldfield. 
The rate on grain made effective July 22nd, 1907, from Port Costa 
to Goldfield, was $13.00 per ton, as against $13.30 per ton from Reno 
to Goldfield. This rate was corrected in favor of Reno to a basis of 
$8.00 per ton and made effective September 28th, 1907. 

(September 11th, 1907.) 

FREIGHT DEPOT FACILITIES AT ELY, NEVADA. Com- 

plaint by H. V. Meloy. filed in behalf of the Citizens of Ely, Nevada, 
against the Nevada Northern Railway Company, alleging conspiracy 
and discrimination against the town of Ely, in refusing to furnish 
freight depot facilities at Ely. 

Hearing by two members of the Commission was held at Ely, 
November 20, 21 and 22, at which much testimony was taken and 
from which it appeared to the entire Commission that reasonably 
adequate freight service was not being furnished to the Citizens of 
Ely. The official action of the Commission is shown by the follow* 
ing: 
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BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF NEVADA. 

H. V. Meloy, Appearing for Himself, and 

All Others Similarly Situated, 

Plaintiff, 
vs. 

Nevada Northern Railway Company, 

Defendant. 

Testimony was taken at Ely, Nevada, November 20, 21 and 22^ 
1907, inclusive, before Commissioners Thurtell and Shaughnessy. 
Case finally submitted February 26, 1908, by the filing of plaintiff's 
reply brief. Decided March 23, 1908.

SYLLABUS. 

The Nevada Northern Railway has its Northern terminus at 
Cobre, Nevada, on the main line of the Southern Pacific Railway, 
and it extends in a southerly direction to and into the City of Ely, a 
distance of 141 miles. Ely is the County Seat of White Pine County, 
Nevada. It contains about 2500 inhabitants and is by far the most 
important business center on the line of the road, receiving about 
3200 tons of freight monthly. The Railway Company defendant, has 
never established a freight depot at Ely, but has erected a large and 
costly one at Ely City, a new town, with small population, situate 
a mile and six-tenths easterly from Ely. The freight is unloaded at 
Ely City, and hauled by teams to Ely proper at a cost of from $1.50 
to $2.50 per ton. 

Held: That such freight service is not adequate. Held, further, 
that under the circumstances and conditions existing, the Railway 
Company should erect a suitable depot at some convenient point 
within the city limits of Ely, with such side trackage as may be 
necessary for the serving of such depot and the proper delivery of 
freight. 

OPINION AND ORDER. 

The defendant in this case is a corporation organized under the 
laws of the State of Maine, and has constructed a standard-gauge 
railroad from Cobre, on the Southern Pacific main line in Nevada, to 
the City of Ely, situate in White Pine County, in said State, about 
one hundred and forty-one miles south of Cobre, the purpose of the 
defendant being to extend the road about nine miles west of Ely to 
Pilot Knob. It is conceded that Ely is a city of about 2500 inhabit- 
ants, that it is the County Seat of White Pine County, Nevada, and 
that practically all the public buildings of the county are located 
there. 
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Ely has been the County Seat of White Pine Ck)unty for about 
20 years, and is the recoprnized commercial center of the county. By 
the testimony of Mr. D. W. Ellis, it appears that Ely pays something 
more than three-sevenths of the entire county taxes, while Mr. L. G. 
Cantion, Vice-President and General Manager of the Railroad Com- 
pany, defendant, states in his testimony, that during the year immed- 
iately preceding the hearing of this case, which hearing began on 
November 20th, 1907, the profits on freight and passenger business 
to and from Ely amounted, in round numbers, to $350,000. 

It was farther both conceded and proved that the railway com- 
pany, defendant, had constructed a passenger depot at Ely, and that 
no freight depot had ever been built there, but that a large and ex- 
pensive passenger depot costing some $22,000.00 or $23,000.00, to- 
gether with a large, commodious freight depot, had been erected at 
p]ly City (formerly called Georgetown), a new town recently found- 
ed, and situate about a mile and a half east of Ely. It will be under- 
stood that whenever the word **Ely ' is used in this opinion and or- 
der the old town is meant, and that '*Ely City'* is the new town, 
the existence of which be|?an about a year and a half ago. 

The gravamen of Plaintiff's complaint is the failure of the 
Railway Company, defendant, to furnish adequate freight facilities 
for Ely by the construction of a freight depot at some suitable point 
within the city limits. Plaintiff also alleges that the failure to erect 
a freight house in Ely is the result of a conspiracy of the Defendant 
with the company owning the townsite of Ely City, whereby the 
latter is to be built up and made the principal town, at the expense 
and to the injury of Ely proper. 

The defendant denies that any such conspiracy existed or exists, 
and also alleges that the reasons for not building a freight depot 
at Ely are the inability of the Company to obtain a suitable site 
without paying an exorbitant price for it, diflSculties and suits over 
the right of way, etc., etc. 

As the Commission views the case, it is not necessary to pass 
upon the question of whether there was or was not a conspiracy as 
alleged. The word ** Conspiracy^' is a harsh one when applied to 
the actions of people, and the Commission prefers to eliminate that 
feature of the case entirely, if other good and sufficient grounds 
can be found for a just decision. 

The testimony is quite voluminous, and much of it is in the 
nature of hearsay which would not be admitted in Court, if properly 
objected to. But except as to one or two points or minor importance, 
no objections were made by either side, both seeming desirous of get- 
ting everything before the Commission that had the slightest ten- 
dency to throw light upon the subject under consideration. In the 
Conclusion at which the Commission has arrived no weight whatever 
has been given to the testimony which is fairly open to the objec- 
tion of being hearsay. The decision is based solely upon the facts 
clearly proved or admitted, and the personal knowledge M^hich 
the Commissioners individually have of the topography of the 
country in and about Ely. There are just two points to be determ- 
ined : 
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' First^—Is the freight service which the people of Ely are re- 
ceiving, with no freight depot within the limits of the city, reason- 
able and adequate? 

Second — Can the defendant erect a good and sufficient depot* 
within the city, and construct the necessary side trackage at a cost 
which is reasonable, considering the situation of Ely and the extent 
of its freight traffic? 

These in their order. 

It is alleged in the complaint, not denied in the answer, and 
testified to by at least one witness (Meloy), that the commercial 
business of Ely amounted to a quarter of a million dollars monthly 
during the six months immediately prior to the commencement of 
this proceeding. This, as the Commission understands, represents 
approximately the value of the goods and general freight brought 
into the city. 

Next, it is testified by Mr. Cannon, Vice-President and General 
Manager of the defendant Railway Company, that for the period of 
ten months covered by the complaint in this proceeding his road 
handled 3200 tons of freight monthly, consigned to Ely — an average 
of a little more than 100 tons each day. 

With the exception of a few cars, which had from time to time 
been spotted on Garden Street, referred to in the testimony of wit- 
nesses and shown in the various exhibits filed, all of this freight 
was unloaded at Ely City, 1 6-10 miles from the business center of 
Ely, to which latter place it was hauled by teams at a cost, as stated 
by the witnesses, of from $1.50 to $2.50 per ton. Taking the lowest 
of the figures as the basis of calculation it is obvious that the people 
of Ely were compelled to pay nearly $5,000.00 per month for the 
cartage of their goods which had been billed to that city. Wit- 
nesses, who were draymen, testified for the defendant, that the 
charges for cartage would be the same if the freight had been hauled 
from a point near the slaughter house lot, a half mile from the 
commercial center of the town, instead of from Ely City, 1 6-10 miles 
away. On the other hand witnesses for the plaintiff testified that it 
actually cost them much more for haulage from Ely City, than it 
did when the cars were spotted upon Garden Street. Some of the 
witnesses thought the cost was double. The exact difference, how- 
ever, is not a matter of moment. 

It is plain that a man with a team can afford to hauld freight 
one-half a mile for less than he can a distance of 1 6-10 miles. 

The witnesses who testified that they would charge the same for 
hauling freight from a depot situated near the slaughter house 
lot, frequently referred to in the testimony as a possible and proper 
site for a depot, may have been entirely candid ; but it is clear that 
even though they would charge the same, the change of conditions 
would not permit them to do so, for they would quickly have com- 
petition that would force them to lower their rates. A very easy 
calculation would show that a team could haul seven loads from the 
vicinity of the slaughter house lot in nearly the same time that 
irould be required to haul five loads from Ely City. Probably the

difference would be somewhat greater because the longer continuous 
haul would be a greater strain upon the team and equipment. 

If the judgment of the Comimssion upon this point is correct, 
it follows to a certainty tliat the people of Ely are paying anywhere 
from $1600.00 to $2400.00 more, monthly, for the haulage of freight 
than they would have to were the depot located at some reasonably 
convenient site within the limits of the town. Besides this additional 
expense, there must, of necessity, be more trouble, inconvenience and 
delay in receiving freight from a depot remotely situated than from 
one near at hand. 

These various considerations lead the Commission to the con- 
clusion that the freight facilities afforded by the defendants to the 
inhabitants of Ely are wholly inadequate, and that a good and suffi- 
cient freight depot with necessary side trackage should be construct- 
ed at some convenient place Avithin the town — provided this is feas- 
ible and can be done at a reasonable expense. 

This brings us to the second point, which is sufficiently stated at 
the close of the last paragraph. 

With reference to this point defendant's position is substan- 
tially that the people of Ely at a mass meeting held on September 
9, 1907, agreed to accept the erection of a passenger depot within 
the town, as a settlement of ditferences with defendant and tnade 
no demand for a freight depot; that the erection of a freight depot 
is not practicable from a railroad standpoint, because the railroa<l 
lias not the necessary ground, and that such ground could only 
be obtained at an unreasonable and extortionate price. 

AVJth respect to the proceedings of the mass meeting mentioned, 
littlo need be said, for it could in no way affect the rights of the 
parties to this proceeding, and it was in no sense a body which had 
any legal authority to act; it consisted of not more than one 
hundred persons and it would be absurd to claim that such a body 
•could take any action which would estop the 2500 people now living 
in Ely from demanding and receiving adequate freight ser\4ce. 
^foreover, it does not appear that any such action was taken. None 
of tiie witnesses say that the meeting surrendered the right to a 
froi.:rht depot. The testimony is all to the effect that the Tiujeting 
insisted upon having a passenger depot, while little was said on the 
subject of a freight depot. Taking the testimony as a whole, it 
proves nothing more than that the assemblage accepted the conces- 
sion of a passenger depot because it was certain that nothing more 
eould be obtained. But, as before remarked, the action of that 
meeting had no legal force whatever, and it is unnecessary to go into 
It further. 

Mr. Cannon, General Manager of defendant, in his testimony, ex- 
pressed the opinion that to establish a freight depot and furnish it 
with necessary side trackage would require a piece of ground from 
2000 to 2200 feet long bv 250 to 300 feet wide. 

Mr. Judell, the civil engineer of the defendant, makes about the 
fiame estimate, claiming that an area of fourteen acres would be 
necessary for yard room, and that four tracks besides the main line 
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would be required. It was stated by this witness that the only 
available ground was that lying from the slaughter house lot up to 
Murray Street, and it was shown that this area, particularly in its 
westerly portion, included some of the best improved and highest 
priced property in Ely. 

Mr. H. C. Herrick, a witness for the defendant, estimated that 
a strip of ground commencing at the west line of the slaughter house 
lot and running westerly along the line of railroad 2000 feet, and 300 
feet wide, was reasonably worth $250,000.00. Commencing at the 
same line and running westerly 1000 feet, the strip would, in the 
opinion of the witness, be worth, $100,000.00. This piece of ground 
appears to be the only one that was seriously considered by either 
side in the controversv. 

On the other hand Mr. McCracken, a civil engineer, and a wit- 
ness for plaintiff, prepared a plan for a depot site, with two side 
tracks, one on each side of the main track, 1000 feet and 600 feet 
respectively in length, and which at one point, called for a width of 
228, and about 165 feet for the remainder. He estimated that the two 
side tracks could be put in for $3,750.00, and a freight house 50x150 
tuilt for between $3,000.00 and $4,000.00 more. 

In dealing with these figures the members of the Commission all 
feel that they are not bound in an iron clad way by what any wit- 
ness said in the line of CvStimates, calculations and theories. 

All of this testimony was given before two of the Commissioners, 
wrho, at the request of, and accompanied by, the attorneys on both 
sides, as well as others interested in the subject matter, personally 
visited the ground now under consideration, just before the hearing 
began, while the other Commissioner is fairly familiar with the gen- 
eral topography of the ground now under consideration. Hence the 
Commission cannot reasonably be expected to lay aside entirely its 
own knowledge, in dealing with the testimony upon this particular 
phase of the case. 

It seems to the Commission that the estimates of Messrs. Can- 
non and Judell as to the quantity of ground needed for a depot and 
tracks are out of all reasonable proportion to the requirements. There 
is, of course, nothing to prevent people from making over estimates, 
^and a civil engineer devoting himself to railroad work, may draw 
^ up or lay out plans for freight depots and serving tracks upon any 
^ «cale that suits his fancy. But the Commission is not prepared to 
o accept the view that if the defendant cannot secure a tract of land 
^ 2 000x3000 feet within the City of Ely, and upon that tract lay out 
a ireight yard containing fourteen acres and five tracks, capable, as 
shown by the testimony of Mr. Judell when questioned by Commis- 
sioner Shaughnessy, of accommodating 177 cars, therefore, the 
people of Ely should have no freight service at all. 

It may well be that fourteen acres of ground with all appurte- 
nances so elaborately set forth in the testimony given and exhibits 
prepared by Mr. Judell, could be used by the Railroad Company, to 
good purpose in delivering freight into Ely; but it does not follow 
that it must have such an area. Every case of this kind depends upon 
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its own particular conditions, and the circumstances that the condi- 
tions at a certain town, are not ideal for the laying out of freight 
yards upon an extensive scale, will not justify a Railroad Company, 
whose line runs through such a town, in refusing to furnish such 
freight service as the conditions will reasonably permit. 

Nor is the Commission prepared to accept the estimate of Mr. 
McCracken as to the width of the ground required. One does not 
have to be a civil engineer to know the width of a standard-gauge 
railroad track, or how wide a piece of ground must be to accom- 
modate three tracks. The members of the Commission know of their 
own knowledge that three standard-gauge tracks can be laid upon a 
piece of ground 35 to 40 feet in width, with ample space between 
the tracks. 

The Commission is also of the opinion that a freight house 50x 
150 feet as provided by Mr. McCracken 1 plan is not needed in the 
present case. Such a building would have 1500 feet more floor 
space than the freight house at Reno, a city of 15,000 inhabitants, re- 
ceiving in the neighborhood of 20,000 tons of freight monthly. Mr. 
McCracken 's building would hold twenty -five carloads of mer- 
chandise. It is only the less than carload lots that would have to be 
handled through the freight house, and most such freight would be 
quickly hauled away, leaving room for more. 

Mr. Toll, General Freight and Passenger Agent for the defend- 
ant, testified that under normal conditions about five carloads of 
merchandise — ^that is freight in less than carload lots — were handled 
daily at Ely City, and this, the witness said, included the merchandise 
for Ely City, Ely, Copper Flat, and the entire district. No segrega- 
tion is made, but under the general conditions testified to, it seems 
to the Commission that not more than three carloads of such freight 
would be unloaded into a freight house at Ely. If none were hauled 
away, Mr. McCracken 's warehouse would hold the accumulation of 
eight full days. But some of it would be hauled away, and the Com- 
mission believes that nearly all the freight would be removed very 
shortly after its arrival. In any event, the Railway Company, de- 
fendant, could easily protect itself against undue delay by appro- 
priate storage charges. 

The Commission is of the opinion that twenty-five feet would be 
ample for the width of the freight shed, and that it might easily 
be curtailed in length from the figure given by Mr. McCracken. This 
would make the width of ground required correspondingly less. Un- 
doubtedly two side tracks would be better than one. But it is 
equally certain that one side track with a narrow depot of moderate 
capacity, would be far better than no freight facilities at all. 

Now as to the quantity of ground required. The defendant al- 
ready has a right of way thirty feet wide — approximately eleven feet 
on each side of its present track. The standard distance between 
tracks is thirteen feet from center to center. Thus it appears that 
the defendant already has ground nearly sufficient for three tracks 
— that is a side track upon each side of the present main track, if the 
latter runs directly through the center of the right of way. An ad- 
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dition of 3 feet on each side of the present right of way, would give 
ample room for the 3 tracks, allowing 14 feet from center to center. 
Then along one side of the tracks — that which, is used as a storage 
track — there should be a roadway by which teams could approach 
the cars. For this purpose a width of 25 feet would be sufficient, 
making a total width of the ground required for tracks and wagon 
road 61 feet. This shows clearly how extravagant is the estimate 
that a width of 300 feet is necessary the entire length of the freight 
yard. It also practically eliminates the testimony of Mr. Herrick as 
to value of such a tract. 

At the point where the freight house is located there must, of 
course, be a greater width of ground. Assuming the building to be 
25 feet wide with platforms 8 feet wide on each side, we have 41 feet 
for the building. Then, if there is no street or public road which 
can be used to enable teams to reach the rear platform, ground must 
be obtained for that purpose. As practically all the freight received 
at this depot would be for delivery within the city only two horse 
teams would, in general, be used. For such teams a twenty-five-f oot 
roadway would suffice. This would make the entire width of the 
ground at the depot 127 feet. Assuming the depot to be seventy-five 
feet long parallel with the track, the defendant would need a piece 
of ground at the depot 127 feet by 75, while nearly all the rest of the 
tract need only be 61 feet, of which defendant already owns 30 feet, 
its present right of way. 

K but a single side track be put in it must serve both as a ware- 
house track and for storage purposes. Some of the cars would have 
to be unloaded into the warehouse, while others would be unloaded 
directly into wagons. Should this plan be pursued, there would 
have to be a roadway of 25 feet to enable the teams to get to the cars ; 
but the roadway for the second side track could be dispensed with, 
so that the actual width of ground needed would not be materially 
changed. 

As before stated, two side tracks would be better than one, but 
it is beyond all controversy that one is also better than none. In 
view of the fact that the defendant has extensive yards at Ely City 
where trains can be broken up, and the freight for the different 
points segregated, the Commission cannot but feel that even with 
one side track 1000 feet in length and a freight depot of moderate 
dimensions, a very large quantity of freight can be delivered at Ely, 
and the people of that city receive much better service than they 
do under existing conditions. 

Now as to the cost. 

It is not denied that the two tracks provided for by the Me- 
Cracken plan can be put in for $3,750. If only a single track of a 
thousand feet is put in the cost ought not to exceed greatly, if at 
all, $2,500.00 But call it $3,000.00. The freight house would cost 
between $3,000.00 and $4,000.00 more. A smaller one 25x75 feet 
ought not to cost more than $2,500.00. This would make at the out- 
side, for two tracks and the larger warehouse, $7,7500.00; for two 
tracks and the smaller warehouse, $6,250.00 ; for the single track and 
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the larger warehouse, $7,000.00; and for a single track and the 
smaller warehouse, $5,500.00. 

As the terms and conditions upon which the additional ground 
can be obtained, the Commission has no definite guide and must 
act upon the common sense and general knowledge of its members. 
The estimates of $250,000.00 and $100,000.00 made by Mr. Herriek 
should receive no consideration for the reasons, first, that neither of 
the areas to which he refers is necessary, and secondly, what little 
is needed is the least valuable of the ground to which his estimates 
apply, being farther removed from the business and residential por- 
tion of the city, and practically devoid of improvements. It is a 
significant circumstance in this connection that Mr. Herriek, himself, 
acknowledged that the building of the freight house with suitable 
side tracks would enhance the value of the adjacent property, and 
that if he were the owner of the ground mentioned, he would be 
willing to give a strip ten feet wide in order to have a freight house 
built upon the margin of the tract. 

The Commission does not believe that the defendant will be 
obliged to pay unreasonably for the narrow piece of ground which, 
with what it already owns, will enable it to provide a fairly adequate 
freight service. A board of arbitration would protect the defend- 
ant against extortionate prices, and this Commission would not look 
with favor upon any attempt by any person, or persons to take 
advantage of what appeared to be an opportunity to compel the de- 
fendant to pay more for the land than it is reasonably worth. 

The Commission feels very confident that the entire expenses of 
establishing the depot with all necessary ground and trackage will 
be much less than the people of Ely have been compelled to pay in a 
single year for the cartage, in excess of what the charges would have 
been with a depot conveniently located. Nor should there be much 
additional expense in the handling of freight. There would have to 
be an agent in charge at Ely, but it would cost no more for handling 
than it does now at Ely City. The expenses would be divided be- 
tween the depots instead of being increased greatly in the aggregate. 
But even if there should be some increase, that is no reason why ade- 
quate service should not be rendered. Railroads must expect to pay 
out money as well as receive it, and the earnings of this particular 
road thus far should certainly be satisfactory. 

It would please the Commission greatly to have the people of Ely 
and the representatives of the Railway Company come together in 
a friendly conference and adjust, in a spirit of fairness, both the site 
and the price. If the people of Ely desire a depot, and it goes with- 
out saying that they do — they should not allow anything, which they 
can control, to make it unnecessarily burdensome for the Railroad 
Company to give them one. So if the Railway Company is disposed 
to give the people of the city adequate service — and the Commission 
is loth to believe otherwise — ^there should be no difficulty in the op- 
posing parties getting together. There is vacant ground in the Court 
House lot, which might be made available and two streets, Ninth and 
Tenth, intersecting the railroad at right angles, and which can never 
be utilized to any considerable extent on the south side of the nil- 
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road. The permanent closing of either or both of these streets and 
allowing the defendant to use them in connection with the freight 
house, could work no appreciable harm to the city, and might 
aid the defendant mtaerially in providing the facilities desired. 
These, however, are merely suggestions indicating the personal feel- 
ings of the individual members of the Commission. 

There is just one more point to be adverted to briefly. The con- 
tention that the main track cannot or should not be used for switch- 
ing, does not in the judgment of the Commission, rest upon very sub- 
stantial grounds. If numerous trains were being run over it at close 
intervals there might be some force in the plea; but here we have 
only one passenger train daily and no freight trains at all. For about 
23 hours out of every 24 the track is clear, and how it can do any 
harm to use it for switching cars, is not easily seen. The claim that 
by using the main track for this purpose the cars would, at times,, 
be obliged to cross streets intersecting Garden Street appears to be 
rather a weak objection. Most, if not all, of the switching could be 
done at the easterly end of the side track, and it would, at the most, 
only occasionally be necessary for the cars to run upon Garden 
Street. At Reno and Carson City, where many trains are run upon 
the main track it is frequently used for switching purposes, and acci- 
dents from that cause have been very rare. Accidents are bound 
to occur now and then upon all railroads, however carefully they 
may be contsructed and operated ; but by the use of reasonable pre- 
cautions the danger on Garden Street, could be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

In the light of all the circumstances and conditions affecting the 
question before it, the Comimssion cannot do otherwise than find 
that even though it would cost defendant a considerable sum of mon- 
ey, said defendant is, nevertheless, in duty bound, as a common car- 
rier, to furnish the City of Ely, from which in a single year the de- 
fendant derived net profits approximating $350,000.00, a suitable 
freight house within the city limits ; that such freight house should, 
in order substantially to relieve the situation, be placed somewhere 
west of the easterly line of the so-called ** Slaughter House Lot," that 
it should have a floor space of not less than 1800 square feet, with 
necessary platforms, in addition and not less than 1000 feet of side 
trackage; that the work of providing such facilities should begin 
not later than May 1st, 1908, and be fully completed within ninety 
days after the service of certified copies of this opinion and order 
upon both parties to this proceding. 



In accordance with the views expressed in the foregoing opinion, 
it is hereby ordered, that on or before the first day of May, 1908^ 
the Nevada Northern Railway Company, defendant in this proceed- 
ing, begin the work necessary for the construction of a freight depot 
in the City of Ely, White Pine County, Nevada ; that said depot shall 
have not less than eighteen hundred feet of fioor space, besides nec- 
essary platforms ; that said depot shall be served by not less than one 
thousand feet of side trackage ; that the whole of said work shall be 
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completed within ninety days after the service of certified copies 
of this order upon parties to this proceeding, and that after such 
work shall have been fully completed, all freight consigned over de- 
fendant's railway to Ely shall be delivered at the depot and upon 
side trackage herein ordered, acording to the usual custom of rail 
roads in delivering freight.

TONOPAH AND GOLDFIELD RAILWAY STRIKE. 

On October 2nd, the Commission received a message from the 
Chamber of Commerce at Goldfield regarding a strike of trainmen 
and enginemen on the Tonopah and Goldfield Railway, advising that 
the city had only 48 hours' supply of fresh food and that prompt 
action was necessary, to which Chairman Bartine replied as fol- 
lows: 

Railroad Commission has no jurisdiction to act officially in strike 
matter, but has joined Acting Governor Dickerson in following tele- 
gram to Manager Hedden and striking trainmen : 

'* Goldfield Chamber of Commerce wire that railroad tie up 
leaves Goldfield with only forty-eight hours' supply fresh food. Pro- 
longed tie up will cause great distress, lead to intense feeling and do 
incalculable harm to business interests of the State. Cannot tempor- 
ary agreement be reached so that trains may run pending final set- 
tlement of dispute ? " 

On October 4th, Manager Dale of the Chronicle wired the Com- 
mission advising mass meeting of citizens had been held and that 
citizens were disappointed and dissatisfied on the stand taken by the 
Commission regarding the railroad situation and requested that the 
Commission wire if its attitude were final. Also advised that the sit- 
uation was grave enough for the presence of Acting Governor Dick 
erson and to wire if further action could be taken. To which Chair, 
man Bartine replied as follows : 

'* Action of mass meeting evidently based upon misapprehension 
of law. There is not a word in it which gives Commission authority 
to act officially in the settlement of strike controversies. We cannot 
order men to return to work, compel railroads to make concessions 
or run trains without crews. Even in cases where we have authority 
to act it must be upon at least ten days' notice and full investigation 
after which any order made can only be enforced through the proper 
court. This would be all right in most cases, but would do no good in 
present emergency, besides, it must be remembered that at this time 
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the Commission's hands are tied by the restraining order of the 
United States Court and consequently it can make no enforceable or- 
der at all. Regret situation exceedingly and would gladly take 
appropriate action if we could but the people must not expect Com- 
mission to do that which has no law to sustain it, for outside of the 
law the Commissioners have no more power than three private citi* 
zens. We can only advise in a friendly way^ which we are doing. 
Have no word from striking trainmen, but Manager Hedden says 
every effort being made to settle quickly." 

On October 7th, the strike was settled and train service resum- 
ed. 

CATTLE CAR SHORTAGE. 
(October 15th, 1907.) 

Complaint received from Senator Thomas Hunter of Elko, Hum- 
phrey & Company, and Moffatt & Company, regarding serious stock 
car shortage covering shipmeents of cattle which were at various 
points along the line of the Southern Pacific Company in Nevada, 
awaiting movement. 

It was estimated that 1000 cars would be needed for immediate 
movement. The matter was placed before General Manager Bancroft 
at Salt Lake City and General Manager Calvin at San Francisco, by 
wire and by letter with the result that 700 stock cars were sent into 
Nevada within fifteen days after complaint was made. As a consid- 
erable portion of the c«^ttle were moved to feeding points within the 
State and cars could be returned quickly this number of cars took 
care of the business without serious delay or inconvenience. 

PASSENGER PARES IN GENERAL. 

On November 2nd, the Commission authorized the Chairman to 
notify the General Passenger Agents of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, including the Nevada & California Railway, San Pedro, Los 
Angeles & Salt Lake -Railway, Tonopah & Goldfield Railway, and the 
Virginia & Truckee to appear at an early date for conference regard- 
ing the reduction of passenger fares. 

REDUCTION OF PARES ON THE VIRGINL^l & TRUCKEE RY. 

On November 9th, Mr. E. B. Yerington, General Passenger Agent 
of the Virginia & Truckee Railway, appeared and on November 16th, 
Mr. H. M. Yerington, Vice-President and General Manager of the 
Virginia & Truckee Railway appeared and after thorough investiga- 
tion of the business an order was made by the Commission directing 
that the Virginia & Truckee Railway reduce its one way fare be- 
tween Carson City and Reno from $2.00 to $1.75, and the round-trip 
fare between Carson City and Reno from $3.00 to $2.50. Also that 
the one way fare between Carson City and Minden be reduced from 
$1.25 to $1.10 and the round-trip fare between same points from $2.00 
to $1.75. Reductions to take effect December 1st 1907. Order was 
complied with and corrected rates are now in effect. 
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TRAIN SERVICE FOR WADSWORTH. 

(November 9th, 1907.) 

Complaint was received from James F. Crosby, Chairman of the 
Citizens' Committee of Wadsworth, Nevada, against the Southern 
Pacific Company, regarding inadequate freight, passenger, mail and 
express service that was furnished the town of Wadsworth by the 
above company. Complaint alleged that passengers, mail and ex- 
press arriving at Derby Jnuction on east-bound train No. 6, were re- 
quired to wait seven or eight hours for connections into Wadsworth 
and that they were only furnished with one main line connection 
daily, and that was in the direction of San Francisco. It was also 
complained that freight for Wadsworth was being delayed and pil- 
fered at Derby Junction due to delay waiting for connection and 
there being no agent or company representative at that point the 
freight was left at the mercy of thieves. Mr. Bancroft, the gen- 
eral manager at Salt Lake City, was addressed with copy of the 
complaint and the Commission's recommendation that the citizens 
of Wadsworth be given adequate freight, passenger, mail and ex- 
press service. Mr. Bancroft replied that he had arranged and put 
into effect a double round-trip service between Derby Junction and 
Wadsworth making connections and giving passengers, mail and ex- 
press from and to Wadsworth service with main line trains No. S 
east bound, and No. 23 west bound, daily, except Sunday, and that 
all freight would thereafter be handled in and out of Wadsworth 
promptly by the train making the connections herein referred to. 

TRAIN SERVICE FOR YERINGTON. 

On November 16th, N. W. Willis, of Yerington, appeared before 
the Commission in behalf of the citizens of Yerington and complained 
that the Nevada & California Railway stub train operating between 
Mound House and Churchill, Nevada, and connecting with the Vir- 
ginia & Truckee Railway passenger trains operating between Reno 
and Virginia City, at Mound House and with the Goldfield San Fran- 
cisco train No. 23 en route to San Francisco at Churchill was con- 
necting with the morning Virginia & Truckee train from Reno and 
taking passengers from Reno, Carson City and other Carson Valley 
points and Dayton, the County Seat of Lyon County, en route to 
Wabuska, Yerington and other Mason Valley points, to Churchill at 
which point they were left without depot or hotel accommodations,, 
to await the arrival ot the Goldfield-San Francisco train No. 24, ar- 
riving at Churchill about 12 hours after the arrival of the stub train. 
As this imposed great hardships on the people having to travel this 
way, and especially on women and little children, the Commission 
took up the matter at once by long distance telephone with Assistant 
Superintendent Rowlands at Sparks and requested that he extend 
the service to the stub train from Churchill to Wabuska where ample 
accommodation can be hvad and where stage connections can be made 
to Yerington and other Mason Valley points. In accordance with the 
Commissioners' request the: service was forthwith put into effect and 
since continued. 
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PASSENGER FARE REDUCTIONS. 
(December 11th, 1907.) 

Hearing held before the Railroad Commission of Nevada at Car- 
son City, regarding reduction of passenger fares by various railroads 
operating in Nevada. Representatives appearing were : 

Mr. C. S. Pee, Passenger Traffic Manager, Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

Mr. C. S. Fee, Passenger Traffic Manager, Nevada & California. 

Mr. T. C. Peck, General Pasenger Agent, S. P., L. A. & S. L. 

Mr. J. P. Hedden, General Passenger Agent, Tonopah & Gold- 
field. 

Mr. E. W. Gillett, General Passenger Agent, L. V. & T. Railway. 

Proposed by the Commission that the folowing reductions be 
made: 

Southern Pacific Company (main line) from 4 cents to 3 1-2 
cents per mile. 

Nevada & California Railway, from 5 cents to 4 cents per mile. 

S. P., L. A. & S. L. Railway, from 5 cents to 4 cents per mile. 

Las Vegas & Tonopah Railway, from 6 cents to 5 cents per mile. 

Tonopah & Goldfield Railway, from 6 cents to 5 cents per mile. 

Mr. Fee of the Southern Pacific Company objected strenuously 
to a mileage reduction and went into detail to show to the Com- 
mission that he was entirely willing to give the people of Nevada the 
benefit of a substantial reduction, but that a mileage reduction would 
greatly reduce the company's revenue on all through travel passing 
through the State and which reduction would not operate to the 
benefit of the residents of Nevada. 

The explanation is as f olows : 

For instance the through rate from Chicago or Kansas City to 
San Francisco is much less than the combination of local rates, that 
is figuring that a local ticket is bought over each individual line in 
making the trip from Chicago to San Francisco, the local tickets thus 
purchased would total a much greater rate than the through joint 
ticket would cost, therefore in making of these through joint rates 
over two or more lines, the combination of each line's local rate is 
figured. as the basis of proportion that each line shall take out of the 
through rate for their service. This being shown and also that the 
local rate on the Southern Pacific between Ogden and San Francisco 
is $30.00, a mileage reduction of 1-2 cent per mile through Nevada 
would make their local rate $27.75 instead of $30.00, and would re- 
sult in a loss of $1.50 per through passenger on the proportional basis 
herein referred to, and which Mr. Fee estimated would cause his 
company a loss in revenue of over $100,000.00 on through travel 
alone. No agreement could be reached at this meeting and it was 
adjourned, the representatives to meet again before the Commission 
January 8th, 1908. 

On January 8th, Messrs. Fee, Peck and Hedden again appeared 
before the Commission. Mr. Gillett of the Las Vegas and Tonopah 
being absent; Mr. Peck of the San Pedro Railway represented the 
Las Vegas & Tonopah interests. At the meeting the representatives 
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submitted the following proposition in lieu of a mileage reduction : 

First — That the Southern Pacific Company was willing to put 
into effect a round trip rate, with a ten day limit, between Reno and 
Sacramento, Stockton, San Jose, Oakland, Berkeley and San Fran- 
cisco at a rate of 85 per cent of double the one way fare and 90 per 
cent of the double one way fares between all stations on the Southern 
Pacific and the Nevada & California Railway in Nevada. 

Second — The Southern Pacific and the Tonopah & Goldfield 
Railway agree to sell round trip tickets on the same basis and con- 
ditions between the same California points and Tonopah and Gold- 
field. 

Third — The same Companies would sell round trip tickets be- 
tween Reno and Tonopah and Goldfield with ten day limit on a basis 
of 90 per cent of double the one way fare. 

Fourth— Also that the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railway would sell round trip tickets between all stations in Nevada 
daily, ten day limit on a basis of 90 per cent of double the one way 
fare. 

Meeting adjourned and representatives of the Railroads notified 
that the proposition would be given consideration. 

At a regular meeting of the Railroad Commission January 11th, 
1908, by a vote of two to one. Commissioners Thurtell and Shaugh- 
nessy in the afiirmative and Chairman Bartine in the negative, a 
counter proposition was submitted to the railroads, as follows : 

That round trip tickets be sold daily between Northern Cali- 
fornia points before mentioned to Reno, Tonopah & Goldfield, at 80 
per cent instead of 85 per. cent of double the one way fare and on a 
30 day instead of a ten day limit. Tonopah and Goldfield being in- 
cluded with Reno, by reason of the competition from Southern Cali- ' 
fornia points via the San Pedro, Los Angeles & Salt Lake Railway 
and the Tonopah & Tidewater, which makes Los Angeles connec- 
tions with the Santa Fe at Ludlow, Cal., which roads are giving 
very attractive rates to the traveling public between Los Angeles 
territory and Goldfield and Tonopah. Further, that the Southern 
Pacific Company, Nevada & California Railway, San Pedro, Los An- 
geles & Salt Lake Railway, Las Vegas & Tonopah Railway and Ton- 
opah & Goldfield Railway sell round trip tickets daily between all 
stations on their respective lines at 85 per cent instead of 90 per cent 
of double the one way fare, on a thirty day instead of a ten day 
limit basis. 

The railroads held the matter under consideration until Feb- 
ruary 26th, when their representatives met in conference at San 
Francisco, at which they rejected the Commissioner's counter prop- 
osition and advised that they had agreed if the thirty day limit basis 
was adopted on the interstate tickets between Nevada and California 
points on round trip tickets that 85 per cent of double the one way 
fare was all they could allow, and that while they would agree to 
adopt the long limit of thirty days and sell round trip tickets be- 
tween all stations in Nevada on the Southern Pacific, Nevada & Cali- 
fornia, Tonopah & Goldfield, San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake, 
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and the Las Vegas & Tonopah Railroads, they could not allow a re- 
duction greater than 90 per cent of double the one way fare. 

This proposition was promptly rejected by the Commission and 
the different railroads herein concerned notified that further nego- 
tiations with them, as a whole, could not be had, that all proposi- 
tions made to them were withdrawn and that in the future the Com- 
mission would deal with each line separately upon the facts peculiar 
to each case. 

On February 20th, the following proposition was submitted to 
Mr. C. S. Fee, Passenger Traffic Manager of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and the Nevada & California Railway Company : 

First. That round trip tickets between Northern California 
points (before mentioned) and Reno be sold daily, at 80 per cent of 
double the one way fare, on a thirty day limit. 

Second : That round trip tickets between all stations in Nevada 
be sold at 85 per cent of double the one way fare on a thirty day 
limit. 

On March 6th, the Commission was advised by Mr. Fee, that in- 
asmuch as his Company was anxious to reach a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the controversy with the Railroad Commission the passenger 
fare reductions as proposed by the Commission would be accepted 
and made effective April 15th, 1908. 

In this connection it is proper to state that the Chairman, Mr. 
Bartine, voted against all propositions for an adjustment of fares 
upon a round trip basis, not because he thought that such reduc- 
tions would be without value, but for the reason that he thought 
the Commission should insist upon single fare reductions as em- 
bodied in the original proposition of the Commission to the various 
roads. The majority of the Commission voted for the proposition 
finally accepted, upon the grounds that in their judgment, the round 
trip reductions would amount to approximately as much as the 
proposed reductions on one way fare tickets, and perhaps save long- 
drawn-out and expensive litigation. 

It is to be understood, moreover, that this adjustment of passen- 
ger fares on these two roads is not in any sense a permanent one. If 
after a reasonable trial it should fail to produce the beneficial results 
anticipated, the Commission will feel entirely free to reopen the 
matter for further consideration, and such re-adjustment as may be 
desirable. 

SERVICE BETWEEN RENO AND LOVELOCK. 

On December 12th, 1907, following complaint received from Mr. 
Henry H. Howard of Reno, Nevada, against the Southern Pacific 
Company, and submitted to Mr. Bancroft, General Manager at Salt 
Lake City, detailed explanation covering the subject matter con- 
tained therein : 

TO THE RAILROAD COM^NIISSIOX OF NEVADA : 

The undersigned respectfully makes complaint against the 
Southern Pacific Company, to the effect that the regulations and

practices of said Company affecting the transportation of persons 
and property, and its service in connection therewith, in the respects 
herein specified, are unreasonable and inadequate ; and the complain- 
ant requests the Commission, as by law it is duly authorized, to make 
an investigation of such service, regulations and practices ; and upon 
-finding such complaint supported and well founded, the Commission 
is requested to make such order concerning the same as may be rea- 
sonable to be observed and followed by said Company in the future ; 
and, inasmuch as complainant is without interest other than a com- 
mon interest with many others, the Commission is further requested, 
as by law. duly authorized, to take the initiative in such investiga- 
tion. 

In specifying the grounds of complaint, it is hereby alleged : 

That the service of said Company in connection with the 
transportation of persons and property, and its regulations 
and practices therein, between the City of Reno and town of 
Lovelock, in the State of Nevada, are unreasonable and inade- 
quate, in that at many of the intervening stations there are 
no accommodations or facilities for the comfort, convenience 
or safety of passengers or property.; that between Hazen and 
Lovelock, a distance of some eighty miles, the said Company 
has some eight or more station; that dependent upon the fa- 
cilities provided by said Company in the territory adjacent to 
its line of road between said towns is a considerable and in- 
creasing population; that such people ship their supplies al- 
most entirely from Reno and Lovelock, and depend upon said 
Company to carry them, and also often take passage on the 
trains of said Company ; that said Company will not agree to 
carry such goods by any particular train, and requires by con- 
tract that shippers remove them from the station immediately 
on arrival at their own risk ; that only one passenger train per 
day each way will stop at the intermediate stations between 
Hazen and Lovelock ; and at Huxley, Ocalla and other of such 
stations no agents are kept, and no provisions whatever are 
made for the accommodation of passengers or safety of goods ; 
the only postofBce between Hazen and Lovelock is White 
Plains, at which there is no station, Huxley being one mile 
away in the direction of Hazen, and Ocalla being some two 
miles in the direction of Lovelock. 

It is represented that the condition of the people, among whom 
are women and children, living between Hazen and Lovelock is de- 
plorable, and due entirely to the regulations and practices of said 
Company. One passenger train each way per day will stop, or is 
supposed to stop, if flagged. The employees of the Company are not 
permitted to flag any other train. This train is usually late, often 
many hours late. One wishing to take passage must arrive at the sta- 
tion by the time it is due, for occasionally, though not often, it ar- 
rives on time. Upon arrival at the station there are no means for 
learning when it will arrive, and the best shift one can make is to 
wait. Neither food, water nor shelter can be had. He must remain 
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on the desert, xio matter how many trains are passing, until such time 
as the particular train may arrive, often six and sometimes more than 
twelve hours. 

The condition as to supplies are ten-fold worse. Goods deliv- 
ered to the Company at Reno or Lovelock seldom reach the interme- 
diate station within a week, and are often two or four weeks arriv- 
ing. Most of the orders are made by mail. The postoffice not being 
at any station is a great inconvenience, but perhaps the least of 
many. To ship perishable goods is out of the question. And it often 
happens that the station is visited daily or even weeks by those ex- 
pecting goods of which they stand in pressing need and that are 
likely to be lost or destroyed if not promptly received. Dozens of 
trains on which such goods might be carried pass in the meantime. 
Within the present month, men have traveled hundreds of miles in 
going to and from one of these stations to receive goods which, after 
weeks, had not arrived. Their store being entirely exhausted, they 
visited the places of residence for several miles along said Company's 
road in search of food, and found the people in the same condition. 
They also had been expecting supplies, some for days and others for 
weeks. And during the present month, one man, after waiting some 
two weeks for goods to arrive from Lovelock, sent a duplicated or- 
der for the goods to come by express. The wife had placed the orig- 
inal order in person, and expressed the opinion that the goods re- 
ceived by express were the identical goods delivered to the company 
for shipment by freight some two weeks before. And many cases 
are related where, in the fact of want, goods are longer in arriving 
than would require to freight them by ox-team from San Francisco 
or Salt Lake. 

It is no exaggeration to allege, that the people along this eighty 
miles of road would be benefited by its removaL The instances in 
which they are able to get a train for passage or secure provisions 
more readily than could be done in the old way of travel and trans- 
portation are rare as compared with the opposite experience. But 
the railroad being there, and having stations at which persons and 
property may load and unload, and believing that it should afford 
reasonable facilities, they have become accustomed to depend 
upon it. 

And it is respectfully submitted that the reasons particularly 
why it requires from one to four weeks for the Company to carry 
supplies from Reno or Lovelock to these points should be inquired 
into ; and the Company should be required, at least upon being flag- 
ged, to stop its passenger trains at the stations where agents are sta- 
tioned, and at other points where it has stations when the particular 
train is delayed ; and some steps should be taken to require freisrhts 
moved as cheaply and quickly as might be done by ox-team, neither 
of which it is at present doing.

Dear Sir: 

Referring again to your letter of December 28th, and my ac- 
knoweldgement thereof, dated eJanuary first, on the above men- 
tioned subject. 

I am today in receipt of a file of correspondence covering a min- 
ute investigation of each and every one of the complaints or state- 
ments made to you by Mr. Howard. Attached to these papers, by 
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the wflty, are several comxaunications from the Commercial Club of 
Reno, and others, congratulating us upon the improvement that ha» 
been made in the hauling of freight from Reno and Sparks east and 
south. Also attached to the correspondence is a statement showing^ 
the movement of less-than-carload shipments of freight from Ren(> 
and Sparks to points between Hazen and to points on the Tonopah. 
& Goldiield Railroad during the last sixteen days of December, which 
movement it seems to me is as prompt as could be expected. 

It seems that while Mr. Howard's complaint as filed -with you 
was very general, simmered down, it refers particularly to a single 
shipment made by him consigned to Murray & Jessup at Occala, 
loaded in P. R. R. car No. 558409. We had already investigated the 
movement of this car at a considerable time prior to the filing of Mr. 
Howard's complaint and the employees responsible for its delay 
have been disciplined. This delay was very aggravating, to say the 
least, and is an exception, however, rather than the rule. 

Notwithstanding a diligent search, we were unable to locate the 
shipment mentioned by Mr. Howard, billed by freight and later du* 
plicated and sent by express. This statement apparently is based 
more upon conjecture than upon the actual facts. 

To give you an idea of the volume of business handled in the 
territory mentioned by Mr. Howard, would say that records of Love- 
lock station show that during the months of November and Decem- 
ber, 1907, but two shipments were made from Lovelock to Huxley, 
consigned to Walter Schmidt, a rancher near Huxley; and during 
the same period there were shipped to the same consignee at Ocala, 
two shipments, and another shipment consigned to the Lakehourst 
Mining Company, the total weight of the entire lot being 2313 
pounds, freight charges, $4.86, which were prepaid. During the 
same period there was shipped from Reno six consignments, all billed 
to Murray & Jessup, Ocala, total weight 7232 pounds ; freight charge* 
$37.53, which were prepaid. In other words, our total freight re- 
ceipts for that locality during the last two months of 1907 amount 
to but $42.39. 

Concerning the inadequate passenger service mentioned by Mr. 
Howard in his complaint to you. His statements in this regard are 
not substantiated by the facts in the case. I find that during the 
month of October, 1907, no tickets were sold to Ocala or Huxley ; in 
November, but one ticket sold to Ocala and four to Brown; in De- 
cember four sold to Brown, all these being from Lovelock. 

After reviewing all the papers covering the investigation I have 
made of Mr. Howard's complaints, and considering the revenue we 
receive from both freight and passenger traffic moving into the sec- 
tion of country included in Mr. Howard's complaint, I think you, 
as well as the members of the Commission, will agree with me that 
we could hardly be expected to go to the expense of giving any bet- 
ter service than we are giving at the present time, as a general rule* 

It is a matter of much regret that occasionally circumstances 
will arise, such as in the case of the car containing the freight 
shipped by Mr. Howard, but this same thing is very apt to happen on 
any well-regulated railroad ; but at the same time that is no reason 
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why our entire service should be condemned because of an occa- 
sional irre^larity or uncalled for delay. Just such cases as cited hy 
Mr. Howard are invariably thoroughly investigated as they trans- 
pire, and proper action taken at once to bring about an improve- 
ment and obviate the possibility of their happening again. 

It is hardly to be expected that the railroad company would be 
warranted in making extensive improvements at blind sidings to 
accommodate an occasional passenger ; but it is our aim, as a matter 
of course; when the business justifies it, to provide adequate facilities 
for taking care of it. 

Of course, you appreciate the fact that up until a few weeks 
ago, all railroads in the West were handling traffic far in excess of 
their facilities to handle it promptly, with the result that there was 
unusual delay and congestion. Now that business has dropped oflf 
our trains are making schedule time regularly, and there should at 
least be no complaints on that score. This merely serves to illustrate 
the fact that when traffic conditions are normal, there is no diffi- 
culty in rendering good service.

A copy of Mr. Bancroft's letter was sent to Mr. Howard advis- 
ing that the Commission would be glad to have further considera- 
tion of the matter from him and that it would be glad to render such 
aid in improving the service as it could. To this the Commission re- 
ceived no reply, and hence concluded that Mr. Howard did not care 
to pursue the matter further. 

DEMURRAGE RATES. 

On December 12th, 1908, formal complaint was received from E. 
A. Summerfield of Hawthorne, Nevada, against the Nevada & Cali- 
fornia Railway regarding demurrage charges of $6.00 on one carload 
of lumber assessed against it at Thorne, the railroad station seven 
miles east of Hawthorne, and asking that he be given relief. The 
Commission explained to Mr. Summerfield that the demand for cars 
on all railroads had far exceeded the supply during the year; that 
the practice of assessing demurrage on all railroads was a common 
and necessary one in order to insure the prompt loading and unload- 
ing of cars in order to prevent car shortages. Mr, Summerfield was 
notified that the Commission could hardly make any change in 
charges applicable to Hawthorne alone. 

OVERCHARGE ON HIDES. 

On January 8th, the Commission received complaint from P. T. 
Doll of Elko, Nevada, against the Southern Pacific Co., regarding 
overcharge on shipment of hides from Elko to San Francisco. 

The matter was promptly taken up with the claim department 
of the Southern Pacific Company and is still under investigation. 

The facts as presented are as follows : 

During the first week in August, 1907, Mr. Doll notified local 
agent Brown at Elko, that he had 27,252 pounds of dry hides which 
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he wished to ship to Bissinger & Company at San Francisco. The 
shipment in question was tendered to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and an appropriate car asked for. The agent, however, npti- 
fied Mr. Doll that he was unable to furnish a 40 foot car that would 
handle a 20,000 minimum at a rate of 94 cents per hundred, and that 
the best the Company could do would be to furnish cars capable of 
handling a minimum of 12,000 pounds at $1.31 per hundred. But in 
view of the circumstances it was agreed by Agent Brown that he 
would request authority of Mr. J. A. Reeves, the general freight 
agent, to allow Mr. Doll to load and ship his hides in two smaller 
cars at the rate of 94 cents per hundred, which was granted, and so 
specified on two bills of lading covering the movement of this ship- 
ment in cars U. P. 71601 and S. P. 82916. On arrival of the shipment 
at San Francisco the 12000 pound minimum was applied and the 
$1.31 rate collected from Bissinger & Company before allowing the 
shipment to be unloaded. This is a parallel case with the Pacific 
Purchasing Company of Los Angeles, Cal. vs. the Chicago and North- 
western Railway, Union Pacific Railway and the Southern Pacific 
Co., covering shipment of furniture from Kenejsha, Wisconsin, to Los 
Angeles under similar circumstances, and decided in favor of the 
Pacific Purchasing Company by the Inter-State Conmierce Commis- 
sion. The unanimous opinion of the Inter-State Commission was as 
follows : 

Where the connecting railroads publish a joint tariff under 
which they held themselves out to the public as prepared to trans- 
port commodities in carload lots of a certain minimum magnitude at 
a certain specified rate, such carriers are, by their tariff, allowed to 
charge no more than the rate upon such carload, no matter what 
equipment they may provide for its transportation. Except as the 
tariff in specific terms provides certain minimum weights for car- 
loads in cars of certain lengths or capacities. 

In view of the above opinion the Southern Pacific Co. has been 
requested to adjust Mr. Doll's complaint and refund to him the dif- 
ference between $1.31 and 94 cents per hundred pounds. 

The matter is still pending.

on live stock. 

Reno, Nevada, January 7th, 1907. 

To the Board of Railroad Commissioners, State of Nevada : 

Gentlemen : We, the undersigned shippers of cattle in the State- 
of Nevada, desire to call your attention to the manner in which the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company handle live stock over their 
lines, especially between Lovelock, Nevada, and San Francisco, Cal* 
ifomia. 

The manner in which live stock is handled at the present time,, 
the very best service between Lovelock, Nevada, and San Francisco,. 
California, consume 72 hours and most of the time 84 hours. The 
reason this service occurs, is, it requires about 30 hours to reach Sac- 
ramento, California, where the cattle are unloaded to be rested. The 
distance between Lovelock and San Francisco is about 344 miles and 
if we could get a schedule of 10 miles per hour on cattle shipments, 
we could run through to San Francisco within the 36 hour limit, 
which would be a great saving for shippers. As it is now, during the 
rainy season, corrals are in a very muddy condition and not properly 
equipped to accommodate large shipments. Very often stock are 
unloaded in pens which can only accomodate five cars of cattle prop- 
erly, and if the time limit is up, the Railroad Company unload 20 
cars in these pens of 5-car capacity. Of course this action on the 
part of the Railroad Company is within the meaning of the law, yet 
it is absolutely unjust to shippers. 

If the Railroad Company must unload, they should build stock 
corrals large enough to accommodate large shipments of stock. 

Also the stock shippers of this State desire to have local rates 
established, between all shipping points in Eastern Nevada to Love- 
lock, Reno, Goldfield and Tonopah, Nevada. At present the rates 
between Eastern Nevada points to Goldfield and Tonopah are pro- 
hibitory and we should have at least San Francisco rates. 

At present, cattle on the Beowawe, Battle Mountain and Austin 
sections are driven across the country to Goldfield and Tonopah. 

Trusting you will take immediate action in the matter, we re- 
main.

The complaint was promptly submitted to General Manager 
Bancroft of Salt Lake and Calvin of San Francisco with the result 
that the Commission was given assurances by the different repre- 
sentatives of the railroad that tliey would make every effort possi- 
ble to give the movement requested by the Railroad Commission in 
behalf of the cattlemen of Nevada and California, who are large and 
regular shippers of stock from Nevada to California points, a much 
improved service. Published live stock rates between all Nevada 
points operative both east and west on a mileage basis were found 
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to be in effect; however, the correction of the rates from Eastern 
Nevada points into Goldfield and Tonopah have not yet been made, 
but the Commission has been assured by General Freight Agent 
Reeves of Salt Lake, that a satisfactory rate will be published in the 
near future. 

HATES BETWEEN MINDEN AND GOLDFIELD AND WABUS- 

KA AND GOLDFIELD. 

On January 25th, 1908, the Commission took up with Mr. J. A. 
Heeves, General Freight Agent of the Southern Pacific Company at 
Salt Lake, the matter of rate adjustments on hay, grain, flour and 
potatoes from Wabuska and Minden territory, asking that the rates 
on the above commodities be made at least as low as the rates in 
effect from Reno and Salt Lake City to Goldfield. Copies of this 
request were forwarded to Mr. H. M. Yerington, General Manager of 
the Virginia & Truckee Railway, and Mr. J. F. Hedden, General 
Freight Agent of the Tonopah & Goldfield Railway, and all were 
requested to co-operate in publishing rates on the commodities be- 
fore mentioned from Minden to Goldfield, which would meet the 
lower rates in effect on hay, grain and flour between Reno and Gold- 
field. 

The particular attention of the railroad officers herein men- 
tioned was invited to the inconsistency of the following rates: On 
grain from Wabuska to Goldfield $11.05 per ton, against the rate 
from Wabuska to San Francisco, nearly twice the distance, and over 
one of the heaviest grades in the United States, of only $7.00 per 
ton. The rate from Reno to Goldfield of $8.00 per ton as against the 
rate of $11.05 from Wabuska — the latter place being an intermediate 
station on the line from Reno to Goldfield, and 85 miles nearer to 
Goldfield than Reno is. 

From Wabuska to Goldfield the rate on potatoes of $15.25 per 
ton against that from Wabuska to San Francisco of only $5.20. 

From Minden, Nevada, on the Virginia & Truckee Railway to 
Goldfield the rate on hay of $13.95 ai?ainst that from Reno to Gold- 
field, a distance 21 miles greater, of $13.30, while from Salt Lake City 
territory to Goldfield, a distance of two and one-half times greater, 
the rate was only $13.00 per ton. 

The rate on grain from Minden to Goldfield is $10.00 per ton, 
against $8.00 per ton from Reno and $13.00 per ton from Salt Lake 
City territory to Goldfield. 

From Minden to Goldfield on flour is $13.00 per ton against that 
from Reno to Goldfield of $10.00 per ton. 

On February 8th, 1908, the following petition was received from 
the producers and taxpayers of Carson and Smith Valleys, tributary 
to Minden:

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the Southern Mining Districts of the State of Nevada with hay, grain 
and all mill products.

NOW THEREFORE, 
We, the undersigned, do hereby petition your HONORABLE BOARD 
that you do take such action as to render our section immediate re- 
lief, and that we be placed on an equal footing with the Reno point 
and to the end that our producers may secure equal advantages.

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Copy of this petition with letter was sent to Messrs. Yering- 
ton, Reeves and Hedden of the Virginia & Truckee, Southern Pa- 
cific and Tonopah & Goldfield railroads, urgently requesting that 
the matter be given prompt attention and that an adjustment of 
rates be made which would give Carson and Mason Valley pur- 
chasers the same advantage as are enjoyed by Reno, California and 
Utah shippers into Southern Nevada points. 

The distance from Reno to Qoldfield is 275 miles and the rates 
are: 

Hay $13.35 per ton. 

Grain 8.00 per ton. 

Flour 10.00 per ton. 

The distance from Minden to Goldfield is 254 miles and the 
rates are : 

Hay .$13.95 per ton. 

Grain 10.00 per ton. 

Flour 13.00 per ton. 

The distance from Wabuska to Goldfield is 190 miles and the 
rates are: II, OS" 

Hay $ir3 .05 per ton. 

Grain , 11.05 per ton. 

Potatoes 15.25 per ton. 

The distance from Salt Lake to Goldfield is 644 miles and the 
rate from that territory on hay is $12.00 per ton, reduced from 
$13.00 during the progress of this correspondence. Flour is $17.00 
per ton. 

Under date of February 8th, Mr. Reeves of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company replied to the Commission's first letter advising that 
he already had the matter of adjustment of rates in question under 
consideration and that he was of the opinion that some modifica- 
tion was necessary. Also stated that the matter would be taken 
up with the Virginia & Truckee and Tonopah & Goldfield Railways 
and an effort made to reach a satisfactory adjustment. 

Under date of February* 15th, General Manager Yerington of 
the Virginia & Truckee Railway replied that the adjustment of 
rates referred to was a subject that had been given consideration 
for some time, and that it was his desire to further the interests 
of the local producers, thereby insuring a prosperity to his rail- 
road and the people alike, but that so far he had been unable to 
secure that unity of action on the part of other lines, which would 
tend to the establishment of favorable competitive rates, however, 
he was in hopes that the efforts of the Commission would result 
in bringing the railroads to a better understanding and that he was 
willing to reduce his rate on flour, Minden to Reno, from $5.00 to 
$2.00 per ton, but maintained that his rate of $2.00 per ton on hay 
and grain from Minden to Mound House on shipments en route to 
Tonopah and Goldfield was about as low as his line could afford 
to handle such shipments for, when the matter of hauling the empty 
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cars into Minden in addition to the switching and the loaded haul 
out was taken into consideration. 

On February 19th, Mr. Hedden, of the Tonopah and Goldfield 
Railway, advised that he was willing to make some concessions in 
the matter of rate adjustments urged by the Commission, and that 
he had advised Mr. Reeves of the Southern Pacific Company that 
he was willing to accept as the Tonopah and Goldfield proportion 
in the publishing of a new joint rate on hay of one dollar less per 
ton to Tonopah and two dollars less per ton to Goldfield, than the 
rate now in effect. The Commission is still urging these three car- 
riers to come together and by common consent, publish a joint rate, 
making Minden and Wabuska territory intermediate to Reno and 
thus enabling the shippers to enjoy rates to which their geograph- 
ical position entitles them. The Commission is of the opinion that 
this happy solution will be reached in the near future. 

On February 19th, Mr. H. F. Dangberg and Messrs. C. M. Hen- 
ningsen, F. Heise, and Geo. and Wm. Hussman of Minden and Car- 
son Valley appeared before the Commission, and confirmed the re- 
cquest made in their petition regarding adjustment of rates on hay, 
grain, flour and potatoes into Tonopah and Goldfield, and strongly 
urged upon the Commission the importance of these corrections, by 
showing that they had a four hundred bushel capacity flour mill at 
Minden and 30,000 acres of land under irrigation, which could and 
would be put into grain if reasonable competitive rates were given 
which would encourage and enable them to place their produce in 
Southern Nevada. This delegation also stated that in their opinion, 
from 15,000 to 20,000 acres more land would be brought under cul- 
tivation in the Carson Valley if favorable rates could be obtained 
for their produce. 

PASSENGER FARE REDUCTION ON NEVADA NORTHERN 

RAILWAY. 

(February 29th, 1908). 

Notice having been served by the Commission, Mr. L. G. Can- 
non, Vice-President and General Manager of the Nevada Northern 
Hailway Company, and H. G. Toll, the General Freight and Pas- 
senger Agent, appeared informally before the Commission at its 
office in the Capitol building at Carson City in the matter of pas- 
senger fare reductions. The Commission explained to Messrs. Can- 
non and Toll that it considered the Nevada Northern Railway fare 
of $10.00 between Cobre and Ely, a distance of 141 miles, and a local 
fare of 10 cents per mile between intermediate stations located 
along its line between Cobre and Ely, excessive and requested that 
a substantial reduction be made, suggesting a flat rate of 5 cents 
per mile. Mr. Cannon pleaded extremely light travel and small 
earnings due to the financial crisis at that time, and which the Com- 
mission had reason to believe after statement of earnings and ex- 
penses had been considered. After thorough conference an adjust- 
ment on the following basis was agreed upon : 
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That effective April 1st, 1908, the fare between Cobre and Ely 
would be $8.00 instead of $10.00. 

Between Shafter (junction with Western Pacific Railway) and 
Ely, $8.00 instead of $10.00. 

Between intermediate stations from Cobre to Ely 6 cents in- 
stead of 10 cents per mile, with the exception of that portion of the 
line between Shafter and Curry's and Cherry Creek, where a rate 
of 6 1-2 cents per mile was authorized in order to equalize the 
charge of $8.00 from Shafter, eighteen miles south of Cobre, to Ely, 
which rate will be made necessary because of the intercharge of 
through business between Salt Lake and Ely both over the West- 
em Pacific Railway Company and the Southern Pacific Company 
at the same rate of fare over either line. The Commission also re- 
quested that a substantial reduction be made in freight class rates 
between Shafter and Cobre and Ely, Messrs. Cannon and Toll ex- 
plained that on account of the various traffic arrangements they 
should be allowed some time for consideration and agreement with 
the Southern Pacific Company and the Western Pacific Railway, 
which was granted by the Commission with the understanding that 
the matter would be given early consideration. 

On March 28th, at a regular meeting of the Commission, in its 
office at Carson City, Mr. L. G. Cannon, Vice-President and Qeneral 
Manager, and Attorney Quayle, counsel for the Nevada Northern, 
appeared before the Commission and served notice that the pro- 
posed reduction of fares agreed to between Mr. Cannon and the 
Commission on February 28th had been rejected by the Board of 
Directors of the Nevada Northern. Whereupon Mr. L. G. Cannon, 
as Vice-President and General Manager of the Nevada Northern 
Railway Company, was served with notice to appear before the 
Railroad Commission at Carson City April 18th, and show cause 
why their passenger fares should not be reduced. 

(NOTE: Since the foregoing was put into type the Nevada 
Northern Railway Company formally appeared in answer to the 
citation served upon it, and through its general counsel, agreed 
to the reductions in passenger fares demanded by the Commis- 
sion. Accordingly the following order was made) : 

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF NEVADA. 

In the Matter of Passenger Fares on 
the Nevada Northern Railway 
Com-pany. 

ORDER OF THE COMMISSION. 

The Nevada Northern Railway Company, having been for- 
mally cited to appear before the Commission on May 15th, A. D. 
1908, then and there to show cause why the passenger fares upon 
said railway should not be reduced in such sums and amounts as 
to this Commission should seem just and proper, and said Nevada 
Northern Railway Company having on this day appeared by its

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general counsel, duly authorized thereto, and by written stipulation 
<;onsented to certain reductions in said passenger fares, subject to 
the condition that at the expiration of six months, said Nevada 
Northern Railway Company should have the privilege of applying 
to this Commission for a restoration of the fares now in effect, it is 
hereby ordered that said Nevada Northern Railway Company shall, 
on or before June 1st, A. D. 1908, readjust its passenger fares upon 
the following basis, namely : 

From Cobre to Ely, and from Ely to Cobre, eight dollars ; fram 
Shaf ter to Ely and from Ely to Shaf ter, eight dollars ; for all travel 
between intermediate points on said road six cents per mile, except 
between Shafter and Cherry Creek, where the rate shall not exceed 
six and six-tenths cents per mile.

The reduction made by this order is approximately 25 per cent. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, the passenger earnings of 
the road were, in round numbers, $168,000. Hence, upon the basis 
of that year's business the saving to the traveling public would 
amount to $42,000. There has, however, been considerable falling 
off in the business since, but it is now increasing again, and there 
is every reason to believe that the saving in passenger fares will 
run into large figures. Just how much it will amount to will de- 
pend upon the volume of passenger traffic, and that can not at this 
time be foretold with any degree of accuracy. 

PROPOSED CHANGE IN TRAIN SCHEDULE BY NEVADA & 

CALIFORNIA RAILWAY. 

(March 2nd, 1908). 

Information and informal complaints reached the Commission 
regarding a proposed change of train schedules by the Nevada & 
California Railway from a day to a night service between Goldfield 
and Tonopah and Reno, Nevada, also the day train service between 
Mound House and Wabuska which connects with the Virginia & 
Truckee Railway passenger trains at Mound House, and also con- 
necting with train 23 from Goldfield at Churchill and thus furnish- 
ing through daily passenger, mail and express service between 
Goldfield and Carson City, was to be changed to a night service 
which in addition to breaking the Goldfield-Carson City service, 
would also annul the daily service enjoyed between Reno, Carson 
City, Dayton^ Wabuska and Yerrington. The change in schedule 
of train 23 from Goldfield, from day to night service, in addition to 
denying through service to Carson Valley points, would not ren- 
der satisfactory or adequate service to the public traveling from 
Goldfield and Tonopah to Mina or Rawhide, nor could it serve the 
travel out or into Mina, Hawthorne, Aurora, Bodie, Rawhide, Yer-

ington, Wonder, Fairview, Fallon and Wadsworth en route to Reno 
and San Francisco without great hardship and dissatisfaction. In 
view of this condition of affairs the Commission made a vigorous 
protest by wire to General Manager Bancroft at Salt Lake City 
against the proposed change, with the result that the Commission 
was assured that the connections and comforts now enjoyed would 
be maintained, the only change being that the Tonopah and Gold- 
field line desired to have No. 23 leave Goldfield at 8 a. m. instead 
of 6 :35, and if authorized by the Commission, representatives of the 
Tonopah & Goldfield and Nevada & California agreed to increase 
the schedule running time between Goldfield and Churchill suffi- 
ciently so that a reasonably early connection via the Virginia & 
Truckee Railway to Dayton, Carson City and other Carson Valley 
points could be made and that the same schedule running time by 
train 23 would be maintained between Churchill and Reno in order 
to permit of proper connection being maintained at Reno with the 
Virginia & Truckee Railway. As this agreement was satisfactory 
to the Commission the railroads were authorized to make the 
changes herein mentioned. 

EXTENSION OF TRAIN SERVICE BETWEEN WABUSKA AND 
SCHURZ, THEREBY FURNISHING SERVICE BETWEEN 
RENO, JUMBO, CARSON CITY, MINDEN, VIRGINIA CITY, 
DAYTON AND YERRINGTON AND RAWHIDE, VIA THE 
VIRGINIA & TRUCKEE AND THE NEVADA & CALIFOR- 
NIA RAILWAYS. 

By representations made by prominent mine owners and citi- 
zens of Rawhide and intermediate mining districts between Reno 
and Rawhide for adequate service, the Commission on March 26th 
requested the Southern Pacific Company to extend its train ser- 
vice between Wabuska and Schurz, which would give through daily 
connection and very satisfactory service to the traveling public be- 
tween the points herein mentioned. On April 1st the train service 
was extended by the Southern Pacific Company, and thus making 
effective the passenger service desired. This service seems to be * 
necessary, due to frequent travel between the various mining camps, 
county seats, the capital, and to and from an important agricultural 
country located on or adjacent to the Virginia & Truckee and the 
Nevada & California Railways.

General Conclusions 



The foregoing is believed to be a sufficient resume of the work 
of the Commission to date. From it the public may readily gather 
a good general understanding of what has been accomplished, and 
also some idea of what may be reasonably looked for hereafter. 

When it is considered that every Commission formed during 
recent years has had its legal battles with the railroads, and has 
been fought with an aggressiveness and determination proportioned 
to the powers with which the law sought to invest it, some of them 
being tied up with litigation not merely for a few months, but po- 
tentially for years; when it is kept in mind that railroads, as a 
whole, never surrender substantial rights without a contest when- 
ever there is a fighting chance to win — when these things are re- 
membered calmly and dispassionately there seems to be small room 
for doubt in the mind of any intelligent person that the Railroad 
Commission of Nevada has done all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected of it during the brief period of its existence. 

No state in the Union which, during the last decade or so, has 
created a railroad commission, has taen a step backward in the pol- 
icy of regulating railroads. We do not expect this State to form the 
sole exception. It is possible, that in some instances, the work of 
the Commissioners has not come up to the expectations of the pub- 
lic, but it has not been due to any defect in the policy. It must be 
ascribed to something lacking in the law, itself, a want of capacity 
or energy in the membership of the Commission, and, possibly, in a 
few cases, to the fact that the people have expected too much. 

A cursory glance at the foregoing pages will at once disclose 
the fact that hampered and obstructed as it has been, this Com- 
mission has already accomplished results worth to the traveling 
public many times in excess of the cost of the Commission to the 
State. At the present time the people of the State stand face to 
face with what is by far the most important problem that any State 
Commission has as yet undertaken to solve, i. e. the question of back 
haul charges on intermediate freight. 

This question is distinctively within the jurisdiction of the In* 
terstate Commerce Commission. The Nevada Commission can only 
act as an agent in dealing with it, but it is the purpose of the Com- 
mission to take it up in the near future, first with the railroads, and 
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then, if necessary, with the Interstate Commerce Commission. It is 
a matter which vitally concerns the entire State, and the Commis- 
sion hopes for, and confidently expects, in whatever steps it may 
take for the righting of wrongs in existing charges, to have the 
moral support of every loyal Nevadan, and of just men everywhere. 

It is not the purpose of the Commission to do things in a spec- 
tacular way, but to move along smoothly on conservative principles, 
giving relief here and there in small matters, as well as in large, 
whenever possible; and remembering always that whiLe the rail- 
roads are frequently in the wrong, they also often have the right 
on their side, which right is entitled to the same protection as that 
of private individuals or the public, collectively. 

It is hoped that a Legislature will be chosen that will not only 
uphold the law, but strengthen it wherever it needs strengthening. 
It is the belief of the Commission, that upon the convening of the 
next Legislature of this State it will be able to point out specifically 
and in detail the changes which, in its judgment, will add to the 
effectiveness of the law. 

Following, in the Appendix, will be found a full copy of the 
present law, the Rules and Practice adopted by the Commission, 
copious statistics of the railroads within the State, transcontinental 
tariffs sufficiently full to show the disadvantages under which the 
State labors on this head, and an itemized statement of the Com- 
mission's expenses to March 31, 1908. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

RULES OF PRACTICE 

(ADOPTED MAY 8, 1907) 

For the proper and orderly exercise of the powers conferred by 
law upon the Railroad Commission of Nevada, the following rules of 
practice are hereby adopted, the eighth day of May, A. D. 1907 : 

RULE I. 

The general sessions of the Commission for hearing contested 
cases, will be held at its offices in Carson City, Nevada, on such days 
and at such hours as the Commission may designate. When special 
sessions are to be held at other places, the Commission will make 
such orders and regualtions with reference thereto, as may be neces- 
sary. All such hearings shall be public. 

■ 

RULE 11. 

Any person feeling himself aggrieved, by any railroad, tele- 
graph, telephone or express company, or any common carrier, may 
file his complaint with the Secretary of the Commission. The Secre- 
tary must indorse on the complaint the day, month and year that it 
is filed, and must, at the request of the party filing the same, issue 
a summons thereon. If such request be not made within three 
months after the filing of the complaint, the request shall be disre- 
garded, but the party shall have leave, if he so desires, to file a new 
complaint. Both the complaint and the answer thereto shall be veri- 
fied in the manner prescribed by the Code of Civil Procedure of this 
State. The party complaining shall be known as the plaintiff. 

RULE III. 

The summons must be directed to the defendant, must be signed 
by the Secretary, and attested by the seal of the Commission, and 
must contain : 

1st : The names of the parties to the proceeding. 

2nd : A brief statement of the nature of the complaint. 

3rd: A direction that the defendant appear and answer the 
complaint within a time to be specified in the summons, which shall 
in no case be less than ten (10) days. 

RULE IV. 

The summons may be served by any officer authorized by law 
to serve such process in civil proceedings, or by any male citizen 
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of the State, and shall be served by delivering a copy thereof 
together with a copy of the complaint to the defendant ; or, if the 
defendant is a corporation, to the President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Resident Agent, Managing Agent, or other person in general charge 
of the Company's business within this State, by whatever title he 
may be designated. Proof of such service shall be as follows : 

If made by one of the oflBcers aforesaid within the territory to 
which his official authority extends, by his certificate. 

If by such officer outside of such territory, or by any other per- 
son, by his affidavit showing the time, place and manner of service. 

RULEV. 

From the time of service of the summons and copy of complaint, 
the Commission shall be deemed to have acquired jurisdiction of the 
parties and subject matter. The voluntary appearance of the de- 
fendant shall be deemed a waiver of summons. 

RULE VI. 

The complaint must contain: 

1st The names of the parties to the proceedings. 

2nd : A statement of the alleged grievance in ordinary and con- 
cise language, giving such particulars of time, place and circum- 
stances as will enable the defendant to answer the same intelligently. 

3rd ; A demand of the relief claimed. 

RULE VII. 
The plaintiff may" embody as many causes in the same com- 
plaint as he may have, but the causes so embodied shall be separately 
stated, so that each may be separately denied or objected to. 

RULE VII. 

The party complained against shall be known as the defendant, 
and within the time specified in the sommons for answering, may file 
an objection, in the nature of a demurrer to the complaint upon the 
following grounds: 

1st : That it does not state facts sufficient to authorize the pro- 
ceedings. 

2nd : If the complaint contains more than one cause or alleged 
grievance, that they are not separately stated. 

3rd: That the complaint is ambiguous, uncertain or unintelli- 
gible. 

RULE IX. 

If the objection is sustained, the plaintiff may within ten (10) 
days after receiving written notice of the decision, amend his com- 
plaint. If the objection is overruled, the defendant may within a 
like period, answer the complaint. Provided, that if the party 
against whom such ruling is made is present when the Commission 
makes its ruling no written notice thereof shall be required, and the 
ten-day period shall begin to run at once. 

RULE X. 
The answer of the defendant should contain: 
1st: A specific denial of each material allegation contained in 
the complaint. 
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2nd: A statement of any new matter of defense, or matter in 
mitigation or explanation of the charges made in the complaint. 

RULE XT. 

The plaintiff may within ten (10) days after the service of the 
answer object or demur to the same upon the following grounds : 
1st : That the facts therein stated do not constitute a defense. 
2nd: That it is ambiguous, uncertain or unintelligible. 

RULE XII. 

The complaint, answer and demurrer must be subscribed by the 
party to the proceeding, or by some attorney-at-law on his behalf. 

RULE XIII. 

The pleadings, summons, subpoenas, affidavits and all papers to 
"be filed or used in any proceeding before the Commission should be 
entitled : 

*' Before the Railroad Commission of Nevada." 

All such papers should be either typewritten or printed, and 
w^hen not printed only one side of the paper should be used. 

RULE XIV. 

The testimony of any witness may be taken by deposition, at the 
instance of a party, in any proceedings or investigation before the 
Commission, and at any time after the same is at issue. The Com- 
mission may order testimony to be taken by deposition, in any pro- 
ceeding or investigation pending before it, at any stage of such pro- 
•ceeding or investigation. Such deposition may be taken before any 
judge of any Court of the United States, or any Commissioner of a 
Circuit, or any Clerk of a District or Circuit Court, or any Chan- 
cellor, Justice or Judge of a Supreme or Superior Court, mayor or 
Chief Magistrate of a city. Judge of a County Court, or Court of 
Common pleas of any of the United States, or any notary public, not 
being of counsel or attorney to either of the parties, or otherwise in- 
terested in the proceedings or investigation. The same notice of 
taking deposition that is required by the laws of Nevada in taking 
depositions in civil cases must be given in writing by the party or 
iis attorney proposing to take such deposition to the opposite party 
or his attorney of record, which notice shall state the name of the 
witness and the time and place of the taking of his deposition, 
xind a copy of such notice shall be filed with the Secretary. 

When testimony is to be taken on behalf of a common carrier 
in any proceedings instituted by the Commission on its own motion, 
notice thereof, in writing, must be given by such carrier to the Com- 
mission itself, or to such person as may have been previously desig- 
nated by the Commission to be served with such notice. 

Every person whose deposition is taken shall be sworn (or may 
affirm, if he so request) to testify the whole truth, and shall be care- 
fully examined. His testimony shall be reduced to writing, which 
may be typewriting, by the magistrate taking the deposition, or un- 
der his direction, and shall, after it has been reduced to writing, be 
subscribed by the witness. 
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RULE XV. 

Proposed findinga embracing the material facts claimed to be 
established by the evidence, and referring to the particular part of 
the record relied upon to support each finding proposed, may be 
filed by each party. Printed or written arguments or briefs may be 
filed by any party. A copy of the proposed findings, brief, or argu- 
ment filed on behalf of any party, must at the same time be served 
upon the adverse party or parties, personally or by mail, and notice 
of such service thereupon filed with the Secretary of the Commission. 
The time within which proposed findings and printed or written ar- 
guments or briefs shall be filed in any case will be determined by the 
Commission upon submission of the testimony. 

RUIE XVI. 

Commission will at every stage of any proceeding before it, dis- 
regard any error or defect in the pleadings or other papers which do 
not affect the substantial rights of the parties. It will also be liberal 
in allowing such amendments of the pleadings as justice may re- 
quire, and in enlarging the time, upon proper application, within 
which any pleading may ho required. Sham or redundant matter 
m any pleading will be stricken out and disregarded. 

EULE XVII 
If the defendant fail to appear and answer the complaint, the 
Commission will, at the time set for the hearing, proceed with the 
investigation, the same as if an answer had been duly filed. At such 
hearing the defendant may cross-examine the plaintiff's witnesses, 
and may offer testimony tending to disprove the allegations of the 
complaint, but will not be allowed to prove any new matter of de- 
fense that has not been pleaded. 

RULE XVIII. 
Either party to the proceedings may, by leave of the Commis- 
sion, file a supplemental pleading. When such pleading is filed, the 
adverse party shall be given such time as the Commission may pre- 
scribe in which to answer, demur, move to strike out, or take such 
other action as may be deemed proper in the premises. 

RULE XIX. 
The Secretary shall keep a calendar of the proceedings at issue, 
showing the status of each, and whether the issue be one of law or 
fact. Issues of law shall be first disposed of. 

RULE XX. 

Either party upon not less than ten (10) days notice to the 
other party, or the Commission of its own motion, upon ten (10) days 
notice to both parties, may bring any proceeding to a hearing for the 
final disposition of the issue made, whether it be one of law or fact. 
But no such hearing shall be had without ten (10) days notice of the 
time and place of the hearing, unless the parties themselves, with the 
concurrence of the Commission, agree in writing upon a shorter time. 

RULE XXI. 

Motions for postponement of a hearing will only be considered 
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upon affidavit showing good and sufficient reasons therefor, and in 
determining what are good and sufficient reasons, the Commission 
will be governed generally by the rules which prevail in Courts of 
Equity, resersring to itself the right to determine whether the appli- 
cation is made in good faith, for sufficient reason, or merely for 
delay. 

RULE XXII. 

Any person having an interest in the subject matter of a pro- 
ceeding pending before the Commission, may, by leave of the Com- 
mission, intervene at any time before the hearing upon the merits. 
When such leave is granted, the party intervening must file his 
pleading with the Secretary, and serve a copy upon the adverse 
party, who shall have such time to plead thereto as may be fixed 
by the Commission, which shall not be in any case less than ten (10) 
days. 

The pleadings upon intervention shall be governed by the same 
rules as those which apply to the original pleadings in the pro- 
ceedings. 

RULE XXIII. 

Any party to a proceeding before the Commission, feeling ag- 
grieved at the final decision, may within sixty (60) days, apply 
for a rehearing. Such application shall be in writing, filed with the 
Secretary, and served by copy upon the adverse party, and may be 
made upon one or more of the following grounds. 

1st: Irregularity in the proceedings, or abuse of discretion, 
whereby the party was prevented from having a fair hearing. 

2nd: Accident or surprise, which ordinary prudence could not 
have guarded against. 

3rd : Newly discovered evidence, material for the party making 
the application, which could not with reasonable diligence have been 
discovered and produced at the trial. 

4th : Insufficiency of the evidence to justify the decision, or that 
it is against law. 

When the application is made upon the first ground named, it 
shall be based upon affidavit showing clearly the irregularity or 
abuse of discretion complained of. 

When made upon the second ground, it must be based upon 
affidavit showing the precise nature of the accident or surprise 
and why it could not have been guarded against. 

When made upon the third ground, it must be supported by 
affidavit showing the nature of the newly discovered evidence, its 
materiality, and why it could not have been produced at the hearing. 

When made upon the fourth ground, it shall be sufficient to 
refer to the evidence contained in the record, and state generally 
wherein it is against law. 

RULE XXIV. 
If the Commission shall be of the opinion, that a sufficient 
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showing has been made to justify a rehearing, it will, in writing, 
notify all parties to the proceeding of the time and place of the re- 
hearing, which shall be not less than ten (10) days, at which rehear- 
ing only such matters will be considered, as have been made the 
basis of the application. 

If the Commission be of the opinion that the application is not 
well founded, it will deny the same, and so notify in writing, the 
party applying. Upon a rehearing being granted the Commission 
will affirm, reverse and vacate, or modify the decision or order com- 
plained of. 

RULE XXV. 

A full and complete record shall be kept, of all proceedings be- 
fore the Commission, and all the testimony shall be taken down by 
the Stenographer appointed by the Commission for the purpose. 

A duly certified copy of such record, including the testimony, 
objections, rulings of the Commission and exceptions noted, will be 
furnished free of cost, to any party of record, and to all other per- 
sons a copy will be furnished at the actual cost of making the 
same. 

Nothing herein shall be so construed as to require the Steno- 
grapher to take down the arguments of counsel, beyond the simple 
statement of their objections and exceptions. 

If any counsel desires his remarks reported in full, it may be 
done at his own expense, but such remarks will constitute no part of 
the record of the proceedings. 

RULE XXVI. 

In ruling upon demurrers, and independent motions, the de- 
cisions of the Commission, may, in its discretion, either be oral and 
briefly noted in the Secretary's minutes, or in writing. 

The rulings made in the progress of a hearing or investigation, 
shall be taken down by the Stenographer, and constitute a part of 
the record. 

The final decision shall, in all eases, be in writing and embodied 
in the record as a part thereof. 

RULE XXVII. 

Any railroad or transportation company, or any party affected 
by any order of the Commission, shall be entitled to receive one cer- 
tified copy of such order, free of charge, and additional copies will 
be furnished to any persons desiring the same at the actual cost of 
transcription. 

RULE XXVIII. 

The noun *' person '^ and the pronoun ''his,'' wherever they oc- 
cur in these rules, shall be construed to include corporations and 
firms, the singular and plural, the masculine, feminine and neuter 
genders. 

RULE XXIX. 

These rules shall be in force on and after the fifteenth day of 
Hay, 1907. They may be amended at any meeting of the Commis- 
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sion, and amendments so made shall go into effect sixty days there- 
after.

Law Creating Railroad Commission 

of Nevada 

DEFINING ITS DUTIES AND SETTING FORTH POWERS 

VESTED THEREIN. 



(From the Compiled Laws of Nevada, 1907.) 

CHAP. XLIV.— AN ACT TO REGULATE RAILROADS, TELE- 
GRAPH AND TELEPHONE COMPANIES AND OTHER COM- 
MON CARRIERS IN THIS STATE, CREATING A RAILROAD 
COMMISSION, CONSTITUTING THE GOVERNOR, THE 
LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR, AND THE ATTORNEY-GENER- 
AL A RAILROAD BOARD FOR THE APPOINTMENT AND 
REMOVAL OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, PRE- 
VENT THE IMPOSITION OF UNREASONABLE RATES, PRE- 
VENT UNJUST DISCRIMINATION, INSURE AN ADEQUATE 
RAILWAY SERVICE, AND FIXING MAXIMUM FREIGHT 
CHARGES. 

(Approved March 5, 1907.) 

The People of the State of Nevada, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

RAILROAD COMMISION CREATED. 

Section 1. A Railroad Commission is hereby created, to be com- 
posed of three Commissioners. The Governor, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, and the Attorney-General shall constitute a Railrod Board for 
the purpose of appointing such Commissioners. A majority of the 
members of said Railroad Board may perform all the duties required 
of such Board. 

RAILROAD BOARD— HOW SELECTED— TERMS. 

Within thirty days after the passage of this Act the 
Railroad Board shall appoint such Commissioners and designate the 
term of each, and they shall hold until their successors are appointed. 
The term of one such appointee shall terminate on the first Monday 
in February, 1909 ; the term of the second such appointee shall ter- 
minate on the first Monday in February, 1910; and the term of the 
third such appointee shall terminate on the first Monday in Febru- 
ary, 1911. On the second Monday in January, 1909, and annually 
thereafter, there shall be appointed, in the same manner, one Com- 
missioner for the term of three years from the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary of such year. Each Commissioner so appointed shall hold office 
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until his successor is appointed and qualified. Any vacancy shall 
be filled by appointment by the Railroad Board. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

a. The said Commissioners shall have the following qualifica- 
tions : They shall have a general understanding of matters relating 
to railroad transportation, but at no time shall there be more than 
two of said Commissioners members of the same political party. 

]\IAY BE REMOVED BY RAILROAD BOARD. 

b. The Railroad Board may at any time remove any Commis- 
sioner for any ineflficieficy, neglect of duty, or malfeasance in office. 
Before such removal it shall give such Commissioner a copy of the 
charges made against him and shall fix a time when he can be heard 
in his own defense, which shall be not less than ten days thereafter, 
and said hearing shall be open to the public. If hcshall be removed 
the Railroad Board shall file in the office of the Secretary of State a 
complete statement of all charges made against such Commissioner 
and the findings thereon, with the record of the proceedings. 

COMMISSIONERS MUST HAVE NO PECUNIARY RAILROAD 

INTERESTS. 

c. No person so appointed shall be pecuniarily interested in any 
railroad in this State or elsewhere, and if any such Commissioner 
shall voluntarily become so interested, his office shall ipso facto be- 
come vacant: and if he shall become so interested otherwise than 
voluntarily he shall within a reasonable time divest himself of such 
interest, and failing to do so his office shall become vacant, and the 
Railroad Board shall proceed as provided for in Section lb of this 
Act. 

COMMISSIONERS MUST INVESTIGATE ALL COMPLAINTS. 

d. Whenever a complaint is made to the Commission of a viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this Act, or of any order of the Com- 
mission, it shall, within four months, commence an investigation of 
said charge and shall determine the same within six months, unless 
the person preferring said charges shall agree in writing to a longer 
time. A failure to complj'' with this provision shall ipso facto render 
the office of each of the Commissioiners vacant, and the Railroad 
Board shall appoint new Commissioners as provided for by this Act. 

ONE COMMISIONER TO DEVOTE HIS ENTIRE TIME. 

e. One Commissioner, to be designated by the Railroad Board, 
shall not hold any other office or position of profit, or pursue any 
other business or vocation, or serve on or under any committee of any 
political party, but shall devote his entire time to the duties of his 
office. 

ALL TO TAKE OFFICIAL OATH. 

f. Before entering upon the duties of his office, each of said 
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Commissioners shall take and subscribe the constitutional oath of 
office, and shall in addition thereto swear (or affirm) that he is not 
pecuniarily interested in any railroad in this State or elsewhere, or 
common carrier, which oath or affirmation shall be filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State. 

g. The Commissioner who shall devote his entire time shall 
receive a salary of $5,000 per annum ; the two other Commissioners 
shall each receive $2,500 per annum, payable in the same manner 
as salaries of other State officers are paid. 

h. The Commissioners appointed under this Act shall within 
twenty days after their appointment and qualification, meet at the 
State Capital and organize by electing? one of their number Chair- 
man, who shall serve until the second Monday of February, 1909. 
On the second Monday of February in each odd-numbered year the 
Commissioners shall meet at the office of the Commission and elect a 
Chairman, who shall serve for two years and until his successor is 
elected. A majority of said Commissioners shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business, and any vacancy shall not impair the rigjht 
of the remainins: Commissioners to exercise all the powers of the 
Commission, so long as a majority remains. 

SECRETARY. 

i. Said Commission may appoint a Secretary, who shall be a 
stenographer, at a salary of not more than $1,800 per annum, and 
may employ such other experts as may be necessary to perform any 
service it may require of them, and shall fix their compensation. 

j. The Secretary shall take and subscribe to an oath similar 
to that of the Commissioners, and shall keep full and correct records 
of all transactions and proceedings of the Commission, and shall per- 
form such other duties as may be required by the Commission. Any 
person ineligible to the office of Commissioner shall be ineligible to 
the office of Secretary. 
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RAILROAD COMMISSION OF NEVADA. *' 



k. The Commissioners shall he known collectively as ** Railroad 
Commission of Nevada,'' and in that name may sue and be sued. 
It shall have a seal with the words '* Railroad Commission of Ne- 
vada,'' and such other design as the Commission may prescribe en- 
graved thereon, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings, and 
of which the courts shall take judicial notice. 

OFFICE AT CAPITOL. 

1. The Commission shall keep its office at Carson, and shall 
be provided by the Board of Capitol Commissioners with suitable 
room or rooms, necessary office furniture, supplies, stationery, books, 
periodicals, maps, and all necessary expenses shall be audited and 
paid as other State expenses are audited and paid. The Commis- 
sion may hold sessions at any place other than its office, when the 
convenience of the parties so requires. 
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EXPENSES. 

The Commissioners and Secretary, and such experts as may be 
employed, shall be entitled to receive from the State their actual 
necessary expenses while traveling on the business of the Commis- 
sion. Such expenditure to be sworn to by the person who incurred 
the expense and approved by the Chairman of the Commission. 

RULES. 

m. The Commission shall have the power to adopt and publish 
rules to govern its proceedings, and to regulate the mode and man- 
ner of all investigations and hearings of railroads and other parties 
before it, and all hearings shall be open to the public. 

RAILROAD MATTERS. 

n. The Commission may confer by correspondence, or by attend- 
ing conventions, or otherwise, with the Railroad Commissioners of 
other States, and with the Interstate Commerce Commission, on any 
matters relating to railroads; provided, that any expenses incurred 
in attending any convention outside of the State shall not be a charge 
against the State. 

' ' RAILROAD ' ' DEFINED. 

Section 2. The term *' railroad '^ as used herein shall mean and 
embrace all corporations, companies, individuals, associations of in- 
dividuals, their lessees, trustees or receivers (appointed by any Court 
whatsoever) that now, or mav hereafter, own, operate, manage or 
control any railroad or part of a railroad as a common carrier in this 
State, or cars, or other equipment used thereon, or bridges, terminals, 
or sidetracks, or any docks or wharves or storage elevators used in 
connection therewith, whether owned bv such railroads or otherwise. 
The term '* railroad, '' whenever used herein, shall mean and embrace 
express companies, telegraph and telephone companies, and all du- 
ties required of and penalties imposed upon any railroad or any 
officer or aerent thereof shall, in so far as the same are applicable, be 
required of and imposed upon express companies and telephone and 
telegraph companies, and their officers and agents, and the Commis- 
sion shall have the power of supervision and control of express com- 
panies, and telegraph and telephone companies to the same extent 
as railroads. 

PROVISIONS OF ACT TO APPLY. 

a. The provisions of this Act shall apply to the transportation 
of passengers and property and the transmission of messages between 
points within this State, and to the receiving, switching, delivery, 
storing and hauling of such property, and receiving and delivering 
messages, and to all charges connected therewith, including icing 
charges and mileage charges, and shall apply to all railroads, cor- 
porations, express companies, car companies freight and freight line 
companies, and to all associations of persons, whether incorporated 
or otherwise, that shall do business as common carriers, upon or over 
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any line of railroad within this State, and to any common carrier 
engaged in the transportation of passengers and property, wholly 
by rail or partly by rail and partly by water. 

NOT TO APPLY. 

b. This Act shall not apply to street and electric railroads en- 
gaged solely in the business of transportation of passengers within 
the limits of cities, nor other private railroads not doing business as 
common carriers, or any railroad less than twenty miles in length, 
when operated independently of another road. 

REASONABLE CHARGES BY RAILROADS REQUIRED. 

Section 3. Every railroad is hereby required to furnish reason- 
ably adequate service and facilities, and the charges made for any 
service rendered or to be rendered in the transportation of passen- 
gers or property or for any service in connection therewith, or for 
the receiving, switching, delivering, storing or handling of such 
property, shall be reasonable and just, and every unjust and unreas- 
onable charge for such service is prohibited and declared to be un- 
lawful. 

RAILROADS TO PRINT AND POST SCHEDULES OF FARES 

AND FREIGHTS. 

Section 4. Every railroad shall print in plain type, and file with 
the Commission within a time fixed by the Commission, schedules 
which shall be open to public inspection, showing all rates, fares and 
charges for the transportation of passengers and property, and any 
service in connection therewith, which it has established and which 
are in force at the time between all points in this State upon its line, 
or any line controlled or operated by it, and the rates, fares and 
charges shown on such schedules as are in effect at the date this Act 
takes effect. The schedule printed as aforesaid shall plainly state the 
charges upon its line or any line controlled or operated by it in this 
State between which passengers and property will be carried, and 
there shall be filed therewith the classifications of freight in force. 
Every railroad shall publish with and as a part of such schedules 
all rules and regulations thai; in any manner affect the rates charged 
or to be charged for the transportation of passengers or property, 
also its chareres for delay in unloading or loading cars, for track 
and car service, or rental, and for demurrao:e, switching, terminal 
or transfer service, or for rendering any other service in connection 
with the tansportation of persons or property. 

TWO COPIES TO BE POSTED IN EACH STATION. 

Two copies of said schedule for the iise of the public shall be 
filed and kept on file in every depot, station and office of such rail- 
road where passengers or freight are received for transportation 
in such form and place as to be accessible to the public and where 
they can be conveniently inspected. When passengers or property 
are transported over connecting lines in this State operated by more 
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than one railroad, and the several railroads operating such lines 
establish joint rates, fares and harges, a schedule of joint rates 
shall also in like manner be printed and filed with the Commission, 
and in every depot, station, and office of such railroads where such 
passengers or property are received for transportation. 

NO CHANGE IN SCHEDULE, EXCEPT UPON THIRTY DAYS 

NOTICE. 

a. No change shall thereafter be made in any schedule, including 
schedule of joint rates, or in any classification, except upon thirty 
days notice to the Commission, and all such changes shall be plainly 
indicated upon existing schedules, or by filing new schedules in lieu 
thereof thirty days prior to the Lime the same are to take effect; 
provided, that the Commission, upon application of any railroad, may 
prescribe a less time within which a reduction may be made. Copies 
of all new schedules shall be filed as hereinbefore provided in every 
depot, station and office cf such railroad ten days prior to the time 
the same are to take effect, unless the Commission shall prescribe 
a less time. 

NOTICE OF CHANGE TO BE POSTED. 

b. Whenever a change is made in any existing schedule, includ- 
ing schedule of joint rates, a notice shall be posted by the railroad in 
a conspicuous place in every depot, station and office, stating that 
changes have been made in the schedule on file, specifying the class 
or commoditv affected and the date when the same v. ill take effect. 

SAID SCHEDITLE MUST BE ADHERED TO. 

c. It shall be unlawful for any railroads to charge, demand, col- 
lect or receive a greater or less compensation for the transportation 
of passengers, property, or for any service in connection th^? re with, 
than is specified in such priuted schedule, including schedules of joint 
rates, as may at the time be in force and the rates, fares and charges 
named therein shall be the lawful rates, fares and charges until the 
same are changed as herein provided. 

COMMISSION MAY PRESCRIBE CHANGES IN SCHEDl'l.E. 

d. The Commission may prescribe such changes in the form in 
which the schedules are issued by the railroad as may be found ex- 
pedient, and such schedules shall, as far as practicable, conform to 
the forms prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

JOINT RATES— PROVISO. 

Section 5. Whenever passengers or property are transported 
over two or more connecting lines vi railroads between points in 
this State, and the railroad companies have made joint rates for the 
transportation of the same, such rates and all charges in connection 
therewith shall be just and reasonable and every unjust and unreas- 
onable charge is prohibited and declared to be unlawful; provided, 
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that a less charge by each of said railroads for its proportion of 
said joint rates than is made locally between the same points or their 
respective lines shall not for that reason be construed as a violation 
of the provisions of this Act, nor render such railroads liable to any 
of the penalties hereof. 

RATES ]MUST BE UNIFORM. 

Section 6. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
concentration, commodity, transit and other special contract rates, 
but all such rates shall be open to all shippers of a like kind of traf- 
fic under similar circumstances and conditions, and shall be subject 
to the provisions of this Act as to the printing and filing of the same ; 
provided, all such rates shall be under the supervision and regulation 
of the Commission. 
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WESTERN CLASSIFICATION NO. 41^' ADOPTED. 



Section 7. The classification of freight, commonly known as 
the ''Western Classification, No. 41," issued by the Western Classi- 
fication Committee, and taking effect October 1, 1906, and adopted 
by the Oregon Short Line Railroad Company, The Southern Pacific 
Company, Pacific System, San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railroad, and other roads, shall be adopted by the Commission as 
the classification of freight, and shall be uniform upon all railroads 
in this State. 

MAXIMUM RATES ADOPTED. 

a. The Commission shall not fix a greater rate, nor shall it allow 
any broad or standard-gage road to charge a greater rate than that 
fixed for the following classifications: 

Class 1 — Eight cents a ton a mile. 
Class 2 — Seven and four-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class 4 — Five and two-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class 3 — Six and four-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class 5 — Four and six-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class A — Four and six-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class B — Three and six-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class C — Three and one-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class D — Two and seven-tenths cents a ton a mile. 
Class E — Two and seven-tenths cents a ton a mile. 

b. All other property classed higher than class one, and known 
as class one and one-half times first-class; double first-class; three 
times first-class; and four times first-class, shall not exceed twenty 
cents a ton a mile. 

RATES ON ORES. 

c. The Commission shall not fix a greater rate nor shall it 
allow any broad or standard-guage road to charge a greater rate 
for the following classes or grades of ore than that fixed herein : 

Rough stone of all kinds, iron ore, limestone, or other ore, stone 
or mineral, commonly used as fluxes, one-half cent a ton a mile. 
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Ores not exceeding $20 a ton in value, one cent a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $30 a ton in value, one and one-tenth of a 
cent a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $40 a ton in value, one and one-fourth cents 
a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $50 a ton in value, one and thirty-five hun- 
dredths cents a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $60 a ton in value, one and one-half cents 
a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $70 a ton in value, one and three-fourths 
cents a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $80 a ton in value, one and nine-tenths cents 
a ton a mile. 

Ores not exceeding $100 a ton in value, two cents a ton a mile. 

MAXIMUM CHARGE. 

All other ores shall not be charged at a greater rate than two 
cents a ton a mile. 

LOWER RATE PERMITTED. 

d. Nothing contained herein shall be construed as preventing the 
Commission fixing a less rate than those mentioned nor prevent it 
from fixing rates upon all articles not mentioned in the classification 
adopted herein on articles usually classed as special commodities. 

NARROW-GAGE ROADS MAY CHARGE 150 PER CENT MORE. 

e. All narrow-gage railroads may be permitted by the Com- 
mission to charge a rate not to exceed one hundred and fifty per cent 
higher than those mentioned for broad- gage railroads. 

PROVISO— SHORT HAULS. 

f. Provided, that the maximum rates herein shall not apply to 
any railroad until the said road shall have been constructed and in 
operation for two years betw^een the points where they shall com- 
mence to deliver freights; provided further, that all hauls of less 
than fifty miles may be charged as if actually hauled fifty miles, but 
where the haul is fifteen miles, or less, then the Commission shall fix 
such rates as it may deem fair and just. 

GOVERNMENT FREIGHT, ETC., EXCEPTED. 

Section 8. Nothing herein shall prevent the carriage, storage 
or handling of freight free or at reduced rates for the United States, 
the State, or any political subdivision thereof, or any municipality 
thereof, or for charitable purposes, or to and from fairs and exposi- 
tions for exhibition thereat, or household goods the property of em- 
ployes ; or the issuance of mileage, commutation or excursion passen- 
gers ' tickets; provided, that the same shall be obtainable by any per- 
sons applying therefor, without discrimination, or of party tickets; 
EXCEPTION AS TO MINISTERS, SCHOOL TEACHERS, ETC. 
provided, that the same shall be obtainable by any person applying 
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therefor under like circumstances and conditions. This Act shall not 
be construed as preventing railroads from giving free transporta- 
tion or reduced rates therefor to any minister of the gospel, officer 
or agent of incorporated colleges, college professors, school teachers, 
all students attending institutions of learning, regular agents of 
-charitable societies when traveling upon the business. of the society 
only, destitute or homeless persons, railroad officers, attorneys, di- 
rectors, employees or members of their families ; or to prevent the ( si- 
change of passes with officers, attorneys, or employes of other rail- 
roads and members of their fanylies. 

ATTENDANT FOR LIVE STOCK. 

a. Upon any shipment of live stock or other property of such 
nature as to require the care of an attendant, the railroad may fur- 
nish to the shipper, or some person or persons designated by him, free 
transportation for such attendant, including return passage to the 
point at which the shipment originated; provided, there shall be no 
discrimination in reference thereto between such shippers, and the 
•Commission shall have power to prescribe regulations in relation 
thereto. 

DEPOTS TO BE MAINTAINED IN GOOD CONDITION. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of every railroad to provide and 
maintain adequate depots, and depot buildings at its regular sta- 
tions for the accommodation of passengers, and said depot buildings 
shall be kept clean, well lighted and warm, for the comfort and ac- 
commodation of the traveling public. All railroads shall keep and 
maintain adequate and suitable freight depots, buildings, switches 
and sidetracks for the receiving, handling and delivering of freight 
transported or to be transported by such railroad; provided, that 
this shall not be construed as repealing any existing law on the sub- 
ject. 

TO FURNISH SUITABLE CARS FOR SHIPPERS. 

Section 10. Every railroad shall, when within its power to do 
■so, and upon reasonable notice, furnish suitable cars to any and all 
persons who may apply therefor, for the transportation of any and 
all kinds of freight in carload lots. In case of insufficiency of cars 
at any time to meet all requirements, snch cars* as are vailable 
shall be distributed among the several applicants therefor in propor- 
tion to their respective immediate requirements without discrimin- 

PREFERENCE TO LIVE STOCK, ETC. 

^tion between shippers or competitive or non-compeititve places ; pro- 
vided, preference may be given to shipments of live stock and perish- 
able property. 

COMMISSION MAY ENTORCE REASONABLE REGULATIONS. 

a. The Commission shall have the power to enforce reasonable 
regulations for furnishing cars to shippers, and switching the same 
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and for the loading and unloading therof, and the weighing of the 
cars and freight offered for shipment over any line of railroad. 

PROPER FACILITIES FOR INTERCHANGE OF TRAFFIC. 

Section 11. All railroad companies as between themselves, and 
all interurban and electric railroads as between themselves and each 
other, shall afford all reasonable and proper facilities for the inter- 
change of traffic between their respective lines for forwarding and 
delivering passengers and property, and shall transfer and deliver 
without unreasonable delay or discrimination any freight or cars, 
loaded or empty, or any passengers destined to any point on its own 
or anv connecting lines ; provided, that precedence over other freight 
may be given to live stock and perishable freight. . 

COMMISSION TO HAVE CONTROL OF PRIVATE TRACKS. 

a. The Commission shall have control over private tracks in so 
far as the same are used by comomn carriers, in connection with any 
railroad for the transportation of freight in all respects the same as 
though such tracks were a part of the track of said railroad. 

TO INVESTIGATE ALL COMPLAINTS— RAILROADS AND 
COMPLAINANTS TO HAVE TEN DAYS NOTICE. 

Section 12. Upon complaint of an}'- person, firm, corporation or 
association, or of any mercantile, agricultural or manufacturing so- 
ciety, or of any body politic or municipal organization, that any of 
the rates, charges or classifications, or any joint rate or rates are in 
^ny respect unreasonable or unjustly descriminatory, or that any re- 
gulation or practice whatsoever affecting the transportation of per- 
sons or property, or any service in connection therewith, are in any 
respect unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory, or that any service 
is inadequate, the Commission may notify the railroad complained 
of that complaint has been made, and ten days after such notice has 
been given the Commission may proceed to investigate the same as 
hereinafter provided, but before proceeding to make such investiga- 
tion the Commission shall give the railroad and complainants ten 
days notice of the time and place when and where such matters will 
l)e considered and determined, and said parties shall be entitled 
to be heard and shall have process to enforce the attendance of wit- 
nesses. If upon such investigation the rate or rates, or any regula- 
tion, practice or service complained of shall be found to be unreason- 
able or unjustly discriminatory, or the service shall be found to be 
inadequate, the Commission shall have power to fix and order sub- 
-stituted therefor such rate or rates, fares, charges or classifications, 
as it shall have determined to be just and reasonable and which shall 
be charged, imposed and followed in the future, and shall also have 
power to make such orders respecting such regulation, practice or 
service, at is shall have determined to be reasonable and which shall 
be observed and followed in the future. 
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COMMISSION MAY ORDER SEPARATE HEARINGS. 

a. The Commission may, when complaint is made of more than 
one rate or charge, order separate hearings thereon, and may con- 
sider and determine the several matters complained of separately, 
and at such times at it may prescribe. No complaint shall of neces- 
sity at any time be dismissed because of the absence of direct damage 
to the complainant. 

MAY TAKE THE INITIATIVE. 

b. Whenever the Commission shall believe that any rate or 
rates or charge or charges may be unreasonable or unjustly discrim- 
inatory, and that investigation relating thereto should be made, it 
may, upon its own motion, investigate the same. Before making 
such investigation it shall present to the railroad a statement in 
writing, setting forth the rate or charge to be investigated. There- 
after, on ten days notice to the railroad of the time and place of such 
investigation, the Commission may proceed to investigate such rate 
or charge in the same manner and make like orders in respect 
thereto as if such investigation had been made upon complaint. 

SECTION CONSTRUED. 

c. This section shall be construed to permit any railroad to 
make complaint with like effect as though made by any person, firm, 
corporation or association, mercantile, agricultural or manufacturing 
society, body politic or municipal organization. 

POWERS OF COMMISSION. 

Section 13. Each of the Commissioners, for the purpose men- 
tioned in this Act, shall have power to administer oaths, certify 
to official acts, issue subpenas, compel the attendance of witnesses, 
and the production of papers, way-bills, books, accounts, documents 
and testimony. In case of disobedience on the part of any person 
or persons to comply with any order of the Commission or any Com- 
missioner or any subpena, or on the refusal of any witness to testify 
to any matter regarding which he may be lawfully interrogated, it 
shall be the duty of the District Court of any county, or a Judge 
thereof, on application of a Commissioner, to compel obedience by 
attachment proceedings for contempt, as in the case of disobedience 
of the requirements of a subpena issued from such Court, or a refusal 
to testify therein, and in addition said Commission shall have the 
powers vested in Justices of the Peace to compel witnesses to testily 
and to produce books and papers. 

WITNESSES TO RECEIVE FEES AND MILEAGE. 

a. Each witness who shall appear before the Commission by its 
order shall receive for his attendance the fees and mileage now pro- 
vided for witnesses in civil cases, in courts of record, which shall be 
audited and paid by the State in the same manner as other expenses 
are audited and paid, upon the presentation of proper vouchers, 
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sworn to by such witnesses and approved by the Chairman of the 
Commission; provided, that no witness subpoenaed at the instance 
of parties other than the Comimssion shall be entitled to compensa- 
tion from the State for attendance or travel unless the Commission 
shall certify that his testimony was material to the mater invesi- 
gated. 

DEPOSITIONS. 

b. The Commission or any party may in the investigation cause 
the depositions of witnesses residing within or without the State to 
be be taken in the manner prescribed by law for like depositions in 
civil actions in District Courts. 

COMPLETE RECORDS TO BE KEPT— CERTIFIED COPY TO 

BE RECEIVED IN EVIDENCE. 

c. A full and ocmplete record shall be kept of all proceedings 
had before the Commission or any investigation had under Section 12 
of this Act, and all testimony shall be taken down by the steno- 
grapher appointed by the Commission. Whenever any complaint is 
served upon the Commission under the provisions of Section 16 of 
this Act the Commission shall, before said action is reached for trial, 
cause a certified transcript of all proceedings had and testimony 
taken upon such investigation to be filed with te Clerk of the Dis- 
taken puon such investigation to be filed with the Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court of the county where the action is pending. A transcribed 
copy of the evidence and proceedings, or any specific part thereof, 
on any investigation, taken by the stenographer appointed by the 
Commission, being certified by such stenographer to be a true and 
correct transcript in longhand of all testimony on the investigation, 
or of a particular witness, or of other specific part thereof, carefully 
compared by him with his original notes, and to be a correct state- 
ment of the evidence and proceedings had on such investigation so 
purporting to be taken and transcribed, shall be received in evidence 
with the same effect as if such reporter were present and testified to 
the facts so certified. A copy of such transcript shall be furnished 
on demand, free of cost, to any party to such investigation ; and to 
all other persons, a copy, on payment of a reasonable amount there- 
for, to be fixed by the Commission. 

COMMISSION TO FIX REASONABLE RATES. 

Section 14. Whenever, upon an investigation made under the 
provisions of this Act, the Commissioner shall find any exisiting 
I ate or rates, fares* charges or classification, or any joint rate 
or rates or any regulation or practice whatsoever effecting the 
transportation of persons or property, or any servi<;e in connection 
therewith, are unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory, or any ser- 
vice is inadequate, it shall determine and by order fix a reasonable 
rate fare charge, classification or a joint rate to be im- 
posed, observed and followed - in the future, in lieu of that 
found to be unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory, and it 
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shall determine and by order fix a reasonable regulation, practice or 
service to be imposed, observed or followed in future, in lieu of that 
found to be unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory or inadequate, 
as the case may be, and it shall cause a certified copy of each such 
order to be delivered to an officer or station agent of the railroad 
affected thereby, which order shall of its own force take effect and 
become operative thirty days after the service thereof. All rail- 
roads to which the order applies shall make such changes on their 
schedule on file as may be necessary to make the same conform to 
said order, and no change shall thereafter be made by any railroad 
in any such rates, fares, or charges, or in any joint rate or rates, 
without the approval of the Commission. Certified copies of all 
other orders of the Commission shall be delivered to the railroads 
affected thereby in like manner, and the same shall take effect 
within such time thereafter as the Commission shall prescribe. 

COMMISSION MAY RESCIND OR ALTER ITS OWN ORDERS. 

a. The Commission may at any time, upon application of any 
person or any railroad and upon notice to the parties in interest and 
after apportunity to be heard as provided in Section 12, rescind, alter 
or amend any order fixing any rate or rates, charges or classification, 
or any other order made by the Commission, and certified copies 
of the same shall be served and take effect as herein provided for 
original orders, but nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
allowing the Commission to increase the maximum rates fixed by 
this Act. 

RATES IN FORCE FOR ONE YEAR. 

Section 15. All rates, fares, charges, classifications and joint 
rates fixed by the Commission shall be in force, and shall be prima 
facie lawful, for a period of one year from the date the same takes 
effect, and until changed or modified by the Commission, or in pur- 
suance of Section 16 of this Act. All regulations, practices and ser- 
vice prescribed by the Commission shall be in force and shall be 
prima facie reasonable, unless suspended or found otherwise in an 
action brought for that purpose, pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 16 of this Act, or until changed or modified by the Commission 
as provided for in paragraph a. Section 14, of this Act. 

RAILROAD MAY COMMENCE LEGAL ACTION WITHIN 

NINETY DAYS. 

Section 16. Any railroad or other party in interest being 
dissatisfied with an order of the Commission fixing any rate or 
rates, fares, charges, classifications, joint rate or rates, or any order 
fixing any regulations, practices or services, may, within ninety (90) 
days, commence an action in the District Court of the proper county, 
against the Commission as defendant to vacate and set aside any 
such order on the ground that the rate or rates, fares, charges, classi- 
fications, joint rate or rates, fixed in such order is unlawful or un-

reasonable, or that any such regulation, practice or service, fixed 
in such order is unreasonable, in which action the adverse parties 
shall be served with a summons and a copy of the complaint. The 
Commission shall file its answer and on leave of Court, any interested 
party may file the answer to said complaint within thirty (30) 
days, after the service thereof, whereupon said action shall be at 
issue and stand ready for trial upon twenty (20) daj^s notice by 
either party. 

ACTIONS TO HAVE PRECEDENCE. 

All actions brought under this section shall have precedence 
over any civil cause of a different nature pending in such Court, and 
the Court shall always be deemed open for the trial thereof, and the 
same shall be tried and determined as other civil actions ; any party 
to such action may introduce original evidence in addition to the 
transcript of the evidence offered to said Commission. 

NO INJUNCTION ISSUED WITHOUT NOTICE TO COMMISSION. 

a. No injunction shall issue suspending or staying any order 
of the Commission except upon application to the Court or Judge 
thereof, notice to the Commission having been first given and hear- 
ing having been had thereon; provided, that all rates fixed by the 
Commission shall be deemed reasonable and just, and shall remain in 
full force and effect until final determination by the Courts, upon 
appeal. 

COMMISSION TO HAVE NOTICE OF NEW EVIDENCE. 

b. If, upon the trial of such action, evidence shall be introduced 
by the plaintiff which is found by the Court to be different from that 
offered upon the hearing before the Commission, or additional there- 
to, the Court before proceeding to render judgment, unless the par- 
ties to such action stipulate in writing to the contrary, shall transmit 
a copy of such evidence to the Commission, and shall stay further 
proceedings in said action for fifteen (15) days from the date of such 
transmission. Upon receipt of such evidence the Commission shall 
consider the same, and may alter, modify, amend or rescind its order 
relating to such rate or rates, fares, charges, classifications, joint 
rate or rates, regulation, practice or service complained of in said 
action, and shall report its action thereon to said Court within ten 
days from the receipt of such evidence. 

JUDGMENTS, HOW RENDERED. 

c. If the Commission shall rescind its order complained of, the 
action shall be dismissed ; if it shall alter, modify or amend the same, 
such altered, modified or amended order shall take the place of 
the original order complained of, and judgment shall be rendered 
thereon, as though made by the Commission in the first instance. If 
the original order shall not be rescinded or changed by the Commis- 
sion, judgment shall be rendered upon such original order. 
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APPEALS. 

d. Either party to said action within sixty (60) days after ser- 
vice of a copy of the order or judgment of the Court may appeal or 
taken the case up on error as in other civil actions. Where an appeal 
is taken the cause shall, on the return of the papers to the higher 
Court, be immediately placed on the calendar of the then pending 
term, and shall be assigned and brought to a hearing in the same 
manner as other causes on the calendar. 

BURDEN OF PROOF UPON PLAINTIFF. 

e. In all actions under this section the burden of proof shall 
be upon the plaintiff to show by clear and satisfactory evidence that 
the order of the Commission complained of is unlawful, or unreason- 
able, as the case may be. 

SAME PRACTICE AS IN CIVIL ACTIONS. 

Section 17. In all actions and proceedings in Court arising un- 
der this Act all processes shall be served, and the practice and rules 
of evidence shall be the same as in civil actions, except as otherwise 
herein provided. Every Sheriff or other officer empowered to execute 
civil processes shall execute an yprocess issued under the provisions 
of this Act' and shall receive such compensation therefor as may bo 
prescribed by law for similar services. 

NO PERSON EXCUSED FROM TESTIFYING. 

a. No person shall be excused from testifying or from produc- 
ing books and papers in any proceedings based upon or growing out 
of any violation of the provisions of this Act, on the ground or for 
the reason that, the testimony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
required of him may tend to incriminate or subject him to penalty 
or forfeiture, but no person having so testified shall be prosecuted or 
subjected to any penalty or forfeiture for, or on account of, any 
transaction, matter, or thing concerning which he may have testified 
or produced any documentary evidence ; provided, that no person so 
testifying shall be exempted from prosecution or punishment for per- 
jury in so testifyin^^ 

CERTIFIED COPIES PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 

b. Upon application of any person the Commission shall fur- 
nish certified copies, under the seal of the Commission, of any order 
made by it, which shall be prima facie evidence in any Court or pro- 
ceeding of the facts stated therein. 

AUTHORITY OF COMMISSION. 

Section 18. The Commission shall have the authority to inquire 
into the management of the business of all railroads, and shall keep 
itself informed as to the manner and method in which the same is 
conducted, and shall have the right to obtain from any railroad all 
necessary information to enable the Commission to perform the du- 
ties and carry out the objects for which it was created. 
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. BLANKS. 

a. The Commission shall cause to be prepared suitable blanks 
for the purposes designated in this Act, which shall conform as near- 
ly as practicable to the forms prescribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and shall, when necessary^ furnish such blanks to each 
railroad. 

PERJURY WHEN. 

Any railroad receiving from the Commission any such blanks, 
shall cause the same to be properly filled out so as to answer fully 
and correctly each question therein propounded, and in case it 
is unable to answer any question it shall give a good and sufficient 
reason for such failure, and said answer shall be verified under oath 
by the proper officer of said railroad and returned to the Commission 
at its offices within the time fixed by the Commission; the 
making of a false affidavit or filing of the same shall be deemed per- 
jury and punishable as such under the Statutes of Nevada defining 
perjury. 

RIGHT OF INSPECTION. 

• 

b. The Commission, or any Commissioner, or any person or per- 
sons employed by the Commission for that purpose, shall, upon de- 
mand, have the right to inspect the books and papers of any railroad 
and to examine under oath any officer, agent or employee of such 
railroad in relation to any matter which is the subject of complaint 
and investigation; provided, that any person other than the one of 
the said Commissioners who shall make such demand shall produce 
his authority to make such inspection under the hand of a Commis- 
sioner, or of the Secretary and under the seal of said Commission. 

ORDERS AND SUBPENAS. 

e. The Commission may require by order or subpena, and to be 
served on any railroad, in the same manner that a summons is served 
in a civil action in a District Court, the production within this State, 
at such time and place as it may designate, of any books, papers or 
accounts relating to an^ matter which is the subject of complaint 
or investigation kept by said railroad in any office or place without 
the State of Nevada, or verified copies in lieu thereof, if the Commis- 
sion shall so order, in order that an examination thereof may be made 
by the Commission or under its direction, and such subpena may issue 
to any Sheriff in any county of the State. 

PENALTIES. 

Any railroad failing or refusing to comply with any such order 
or subpena within a reasonable time shall, for each daj" it shall so 
fail or refuse, forfeit and pay into the State Treasury a sum of not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, to 
be recovered in a civil action brought in the name of the Railroad 
Commission of Nevada. 
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RAILROADS TO SUBMIT COPIES OF CONTRACTS. 

Section 19. Every railroad whenever required by the Commis- 
sion shall, within a time to be fixed by the Commission, deliver 
to the Commission for its use copies of all contracts which relate 
to the transportation of persons or property, or any service in con- 
nection therewith made or entered into by it with any other railroad 
company, terminal company, depot company, car company, equip- 
ment company, express or other transportation company, bridge 
company or any shipper or shippers, producers or consumers or other 
persons doing business with it. 

RAILROADS TO REPORT ANNUALLY CONCERNING PASSES, 

ETC. 

a. Every railroad shall, on the first Monday in January of each 
year, and oftener if required by the Commission, file with the Com- 
mission a verfied list of all railroad tickets, passes and mileage books 
issued free or for other than actual bona fide money consideration 
at full established rates during the preceeding year, togehter with 
the names of the recipients thereof, the amount received therefor and 
the reason for issuing the same. This provision shall not apply to the 
sale of tickets at reduced rates open to the public, nor to tickets, 
passes or mileage books issued to persons not residents of this State, 
nor to tickets, passes or mileage books issued prior to the passage of 
this Act. 

FULL REPORTS OF NEVADA BUSINESS. 

Section 20. Every railroad company incorporated or doing 
business in this State, or which shall hereafter become incorporated 
or do business in this State shall, on or before the 15th day of Sep- 
tember, 1907, and on or before the same day of each year thereafter, 
make and transmit to the Commission in its office in Nevada a full 
and true statement, under oath of the proper officer of such corpor- 
ation, of the affairs of such corporation relative to the State of Ne- 
vada, for the year ending on the 30th day of June preceeding, which 
statement for the State of Nevada shall be similar in character and 
detail to the annual report required to be made by railroad compan- 
ies to the Interstate Commerce Commission, and such other and 
further information as may be required by the Commission. 

COMMISSION TO CO-OPERATE WITH INTERSTATE COM- 
MERCE COMMISSION. 

Section 21. The Commission shall hav epower, and on com- 
plaint of any person it is hereby made its duty, to investigate all or 
any freight rates on interstate traffic on railroads in this State, and 
when the same are, in the opinion of the Commission, excessive or 
discriminatory, or are levied or laid in violation of the Interstate 
Comnierce La,v, or in conflict with the rulings, orders or regulations 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Commission shall pre- 
sent the facts to the railroad, with a request to make such changes 
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as the Commission may advise, and if such changes are not made 
within a reasonable time, the Commission shall apply by petition 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission for relief. All freight tar- 
iffs issued by any such railroad relating to interstate traffic in this 
State shall be filed in the office of the Commission within thirty days 
after the passage of this Act, and all such tariffs thereafter issued 
shall be filed with the Commission when issued. 

PENALTIES FOR RAILROADS FOR DISCRIMINATORY 

CHARGES. 

Section 22. If any railroad, or any agent or officer thereof, shall 
directly or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, drawback, or by 
means of false billing, false classification, false weighing* or by any 
other device whatsoever, charge, demand, collect or receive from any 
person, firm or corporation a greater or less compensation for any 
service rendered or to be rendered by it for the transportation of 
persons or property or for any service in connection therewith than 
that prescribed in the published tariffs then in force, or established 
as provided herein, or than it charges, demands, collects or receives 
from any other person, firm, or corporation for a like and contempor- 
aneous service in the transportation of a like kind of traffijc 
under substantially similar circumstances and conditions, such rail- 
roads shall be deemed guiltj^ of unjust discrimination, which is here- 
by prohibited and declared to be unlawful, and upon conviction 
thereof shall forfeit and pay into the State Treasury not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than five thousand dollars for such 
offense ; and any agent or officer so offending shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars for each offense. 

CERTAIN PROHIBITIONS. 

a. It shall be unlawful for any railroad to demand, charge^ 
collect or receive from any person, firm or corporation* a less com- 
pensation for the transportation of property or for any service ren- 
dered or to be rendered by said railroad in consideration of said 
person, firm or corporation furnishing any part of the facilities 
incident thereto ; provided, nothing herein shall be construed as pro- 
hibiting any railroad from procuring any facilities or service incident 
to transportation and paying a reasonable compensation therefor. 

DISCRIMINATION PROHIBITED. 

Section 23. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this Act to make or give any undue or 
unreasonable preference or advantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation, or locality, or any particular description of 
traffic in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particular per- 
son, company, firm, corporation, or locality, or any particular des- 
cription of traffic, to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disad- 
vantage in any respect whatsoever. 
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ACCEPTANCE OF REBATES, ETC., PROHIBITED. 

Section 24. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm> or corpor- 
ation knowingly to accept or receive any rebate, concession or dis- 
crimination in respect to transportation of any prperty wholly with- 
in this State, or for any service in connection therewith, whereby 
any such property shall by false billing, false classification, false 
weighing, or any other device whatsoever be transported at a less 
rate than that named in the published tariffs in force as provided 
herein, or whereby any service or advantage is received other than 
is herein specified. Any person, firm or corporation violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars for each offense. 

PASSES TO PUBLIC OFFICERS PROHIBITED. 

Section 25. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in business as a common carrier to give or furnish 
to any State, District, County or Municipal officer of this State any 
pass or free transportation, and it shall be unlawful for any officer* 
State, District, County or Municipal, in this State to accept, receive 
or use any such pass or free transportation. Any firm, person, or cor- 
poration, or the agent thereof, or auy officer violating the provis- 
ions of this section shall upon conviction thereof be fined any sum 
not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or confined in the county jail for a period of not less than one nor 
more than six months, and his office shall ipso facto become vacant. 

TREBLE DAMAGES. 

Section 26. If any railroad shall do or cause to be done or per- 
mit to be done any matter, act or thing in this Act prohibited or de- 
clared to be unlawful, or shall omit to do any act, matter or thing re- 
quired to be done by it, such railroad shall be liable to the person, 
firm, or corporation injured thereby in treble the amount of dam- 
ages sustained in consequence of such violation; provided' that any 
recovery as in this section provided shall in no manner affect the re- 
covery by the State of the penalty prescribed for such violations. 

FAILURE OR EVASION OF RAILROAD EMPLOYES PUNISHED. 

Section 27. Any officer, agent or employe of any railroad 
who shall wilfully fail or refuse to fill out and return any blanks as 
required by this Act, or shall wilfully fail or refuse to answer any 
questions therein propounded, or shall knowingly or wilfully give a 
false answ er to any such questions, or shall evade the answer to any 
such question, where the fact inquired of is within his knowledge, 
or who shall, upon proper demand, wilfully fail or refuse to exhibit 
to any Commissioner or any Commissioners, or any person authoriz- 
ed to examine the same, any book, paper or account of such railroad, 
which is in his possession or under his control, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thou- 
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sand dollars for each such oflfeuse, and a penalty of not less than 
five hundred dollars nor more tha none thousand dollars shall be re- 
covered from the railroad for each such offense when such officer, 
agent, or employee acted in obedience to the direction* instructions 
or request of such railroad or any general officer thereof. 

PENALTY FOR AliL ACTS OF OMISSION OR COMMISSION. 

Section 28. If any railroad shall violate any provision of this 
Act, or shall do any act herein prohibited, or shall fail, or refuse to 
perform any duty enjoined upon it, or upon failure of any railroad 
to place in operation any rate or joint rate, or do any other act here- 
in prohibited, for which a penalty has not been provided, or shall 
fail, neglect or refuse to obey any lawful requirement or order made 
by the Commission or any Court (upon its application), for every 
such violation, failure or refusal, such railroad or railroads shall for- 
feit and pay into the State Treasury a sum of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than ten thousand dollars for each of- 
fense. In construing and enforcing the provisions of this section, 
the act, omission or failure of any officer, agent, or other person 
acting for or employed by any railroad, acting within the scope of 
his employment shall in every case be deemed to be the act> omission 
or failure of such railroad. 

COMMISSION MAY REGULATE ALL PRACTICES. 

Section 29. Whenever, after hearing an investigation as pro- 
vided by this Act, the Commission shall find that any charge, regula- 
tion, or practice affecting the transportation of passengers or prop- 
erty, or any service in connection therewith not hereinbefore specific- 
ally designated, is unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory, it shall 
have the power to regulate the same as provided in Sections 12 and 
14 of this Act. 

COMMISSION TO BE IMMEDIATELY NOTIFED OP FATAL 

ACCIDENTS. 

Section 30. Every railroad shall, whenever an accident attend- 
ant with loss of human life occurs within this State, upon its 
line of road or on its depot grounds or yards, give immediate notice 
thereof to the Commission. In the event of any such accident, the 
Commission, if it deem the public interest requires it, shall cause an 
investigation to be made forthwith, which investigation shall be 
held in the locality of the accident, unless, for greater convenience 
of those concerned' it shall order^ such investigation to be held at 
some other place, and said investigation may be adjourned from 
place to place as may be found necessary and convenient. 

INVESTIGATION. 

The Commission shall seasonably notify an officer or station 
agent of the company of the time and place of the investigation. The 
cost of such investigation shall be certified by the Chairman of the 
Commission, and the same shall be audited and paid by the State 
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in the same manner as other expenses are audited and paid and a re- 
cord or file of said proceedings and evidence shall be kept by said 
Commission. 

.ATTORNEY-GENERAL AND PROSECUTING ATTORNEYS TO 

ASSIST COMMISSION. 

Section 31. The Commission shall inquire into any neglect or 
violation of the laws of this State by any such railroad corporation 
hereinbefore defined, doing business therein, or by the officers,, 
agents or employes thereof, or by any person operating a railroad^ 
and shall have the power and it shall be its duty to enforce the pro- 
visions of this Act as well as all other laws relating to railroads and 
report all violations thereof to the Attorney-General; upon request 
of the Commission it shall be the duty of the Attorney-General or 
the prosecuting attorney of the proper, or any county, to aid in any 
investigation, prosecution, hearing or trial had under the provisions 
of this Act, and to institute and prosecute all necessary actions or 
proceedings for the enforcement of this Act and all other laws of this 
State relating to railroads and for the punishment of all violations 
thereof. Any forfeiture or penalty herein provided shall be recover- 
ed and suit thereon shall be brought in the name of the State of Ne- 
vada in the District Court of any county having jurisdiction of the 
defendant. The Attorney-General of Nevada shall be the counsel 
in any proceeding, investigation, hearing or trial prosecuted or de- 
fended by the Commission or any prosecuting attorney selected by 
said Commission, or other special counsel furnished said Commission 
in any county where such action is pending. 

ALL CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES MAY BE INVESTIGATED BY 

COMMISSION. 

Section 32. All claims against any railroad for loss of or dam- 
age to x^roperty from any causer or for overcharge upon any ship- 
ments, or for any other service, if not acted upon within ninety days 
from the date of the filing of such claim with the railroad, may be in- 
vestigated by the Commission in its discretion^ and the result of such 
investigation shall be embodied in a special report which shall be 
open to public inspection and may be included in the next annual 
report of the Commission. 

TECHNICALITIES IGNORED. 

Section 33. A substantial compliance with the requirements of 
this Act shall be sufficient to give 'effect to all rules, orders, acts and 
regulations of the Commission, and they shall not be declared inop- 
erative, illegal or void for any omission of a technical nature in re- 
spect thereto. 

THIS ACT NOT TO AFFECT ANY SUITS AT LAW. 

Section 34. This Act shall not have the effect to release or 
waive any right of action by the State or by any person for any 
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right, penalty, or forfeiture which may have arisen or which may 
hereafter arise under any law of this State; and all penalties and 
forfeitures accruing under this Act shall be cumulative and a suit for, 
and recovery of one, shall not be a bar to the recovery of any other 
penalty. 

COMMISSION MAY USE ANY LEGAL CIVIL REMEDY. 

Section 35. In addition to all the other remedies provided by 
this Act for the prevention and punishment of any and all viola- 
tion as to the provisions hereof and all orders of the Commission, 
the Commission can compel compliance with the provisions of this 
Act and of the orders of the Commission by proceedings in man- 
damus, injunction or by other civil remedies. 

RAILROAD SHALL FILE SCHCEDULES. 

Section 36. Every railroad in this State shall, within sixty 
days after the passage of this Act, file in the office of the Commis- 
sion copies of all schedules of rates, including joint rates in force on 
its line or lines, between points within this State on the date this 
Act takes effect. 

ACT CONSTRUED. 

Section 37. Each section of this Act and every part of each 
section is hereby declared to be independent sections and parts 
of sections and the holding of any section or part thereof to be void 
or ineffective for any cause shall not be deemed to affect any other 
section or any part thereof. 

REPEAL. 

Section 38. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed.
